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PREFACE. 


In  presenting  this  the  fortv-fifth  annual  report  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  year  which 
it  covers  has  been  a  satisfactory  one  for  the  public  schools  of  Mary- 
land. Increased  local  interest  e\ddenced  by  the  activity  of  patrons' 
clubs,  neighborhood  associations,  corn  clubs  and  various  other 
organizations  centering  around  the  school ;  the  marked  increase 
in  the  amount  of  money  raised  locally  for  school  purposes;  the 
increased  professional  spirit  indicated  by  enthusiasm  at  the  teachers' 
institutes  and  other  meetings,  as  well  as  by  the  number  of  teachers 
who  attended  summer  schools  during  the  last  vacation,  are  all 
factors  that  seem  to  show  a  general  movement  in  the  right  direction. 

School  Statistics. 

The  statistical  tables  following  show  that  the  total  amount 
expended  for  public  school  purposes  has  reached  approximately  the 
four  and  one-quarter  million  mark.  There  was  an  increase  of 
153,962.91  in  the  amount  paid  as  teachers'  salaries  in  the  counties, 
while  the  average  salary  moved  upward  from  §367.52  in  1910  to 
S399.84  in  1911.  A  similar  increase  in  these  items  is  not  noted  in 
Baltimore  City.  There  was  a  decrease  in  total  enrollment  of  1,274 
pupils,  1,108  of  which  were  in  Baltimore  City.  The  average  number 
of  pupils  in  daily  attendance,  though,  decreased  only  413.  A 
decrease  of  28  in  the  total  number  of  schools  in  the  State  can  be 
accounted  for  by  the  progress  being  made  in  consolidation.  In  1908 
a  proposed  law  fixing  the  minimum  local  levy  for  schools  at  25  cents 
on  each  |100,  which  was  about  the  average  for  the  counties  at  that 
time,  met  with  fatal  opposition.  Since  that  time,  without  being 
coerced,  the  average  local  levy  has  increased  to  32  cents.  Last  year 
16  of  the  23  counties  levied  more  than  30  cents,  four  levied  more 
than  40  cents,  while  only  two  levied  less  than  20  cents  for  school 
purposes. 

Normal  Schools. 

The  reports  of  the  principals  of  our  Normal  Schools,  contained 
in  this  volume,  show  no  material  increase  in  the  number  of  trained 
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teachers  supplied  through  this  medium.  The  supply  is  probably 
less  than  one-fourth  of  the  number  needed  annually.  The  trained 
teacher  is  now  regarded  as  being  as  essential  for  the  success  of  the 
modern  public  school  as  the  pilot  is  for  the  ship  that  is  plying  in 
strange  waters,  yet  our  school  boards  are  forced  to  employ  each 
year  several  hundred  persons  as  teachers  who  have  had  no  special 
training  for  their  work.  Many  of  these  either  fail  entirely  or  do 
poor  work  for  a  number  of  years,  to  the  great  disadvantage  of  the 
pupils  under  their  care.  Normal  education,  though  begun  early  in 
Maryland,  has  been  much  neglected  in  recent  years  by  the  State. 
We  believe  that  the  Normal  School  should  be  made  the  one  most 
important  unit  in  our  entire  State  system,  an  institution  around 
which  the  whole  system  could  proudly  center,  and  whose  influence 
could  be  felt  in  every  fiber.  It  is  to  be  earnestly  hoped  that  the 
present  Legislature  will  provide  the  necessary  funds  for  a  new  Mary 
land  State  Normal  School. 


Co:MruLSORY  Attendance. 

Maryland  seems  to  be  one  of  the  three  or  four  remaining  States 
which  has  not  enacted  a  compulsory  school  attendance  law.  When 
we  compare  the  number  of  children  enrolled  in  the  schools  with  the 
number  of  children  of  school  age  in  the  State,  and  note  the  low 
percentage  of  attendance  in  the  majority  of  our  counties,  we  are 
convinced  that  it  is  not  because  such  a  law  is  not  needed  in  Mary- 
land. The  duty  of  the  State  to  guarantee,  at  least  an  elementary 
education,  to  every  child  within  its  borders  is  a  principle  accepted 
by  all  of  the  civilized  nations  of  the  globe.  Neglect,  poverty  or 
greed  on  the  part  of  the  parent  do  not  seem  to  furnish  justifiable 
grounds  for  depriving  the  child  of  this  important  heritage.  Mrs. 
B.  W.  Corkran  has  contributed  to  this  report  an  excellent  article  on 
this  subject. 

Summer  Schools. 

The  increased  number  of  teachers  from  our  State  in  attendance  at 
the  various  universities,  holding  summer  sessions,  the  summer  work 
done  in  Garrett  County,  and  especially  the  work  of  the  teachers  of 
Allegany  County  under  the  direction  of  Superintendent  Willison,  in 
session  at  Frostburg,  are  pleasing  evidences  of  professional  growth. 
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The  Johns  Hopkins  University,  which  is  a  source  of  pride  to  every 
Marylander,  embarked  this  year  for  the  first  time  in  summer  school 
work.  We  cannot  overestimate  what  this  means  to  the  schools  of 
Maryland.  While  a  number  of  the  teachers  who  attend  the  Hopkins 
may  have  gone  elsewhere,  we  nevertheless  feel  assured  that  it  will 
attract  many  teachers  who  would  have  otherwise  not  attended 
summer  schools  at  all.  We  believe  that  this  innovation  will  in  the 
future  become  an  important  integral  part  of  our  public  school 
interests  and  that  it  will  be  ta  the  advantage  of  our  school  authori- 
ties to  lend  every  possible  encouragement.  This  volume  contains  a 
report  of  this  first  session  by  the  director,  Dr.  Edward  F.  Buchner. 

High  Schools. 

High  Schools  have  made  substantial  progress.  Two  additional 
ones  have  been  placed  on  the  "Approved  List,"  and  the  total  enroll- 
ment of  students  has  increased  333,  or  about  9  per  cent.  There 
have  been  extensive  additions  of  laboratory  and  other  equipment, 
and  these  schools  are  more  and  more  adjusting  themselves  to  the 
real  vocational  needs  of  the  great  majority  of  students  who  attend 
them. 


Maryland  Normal  and  Industrial  School. 

The  Maryland  Normal  and  Industrial  School,  located  at  Jericho 
Park,  in  Prince  George's  County,  opened  its  doors  for  students  for 
the  first  time  in  September  of  this  year.  The  institution  now  has 
enrolled  as  many  students  as  it  can  properly  accommodate,  and  if  it 
achieves  the  success  that  the  Board  has  reason  to  expect,  it  will 
in  a  measure  solve  some  of  the  problems  of  future  negro  education. 

State  School  Tax. 

The  Legislature  of  1910  restored  the  State  school  tax  to  IGVs 
cents,  but  for  eight  months  of  the  year  the  rate  remained  at  12% 
cents  and  no  appropriation  was  made  from  the  general  treasury,  as 
had  been  done  for  the  two  preceding  years,  to  provide  for  this 
difference.  The  result  was  that  the  amount  appropriated  by  the 
State  for  schools  was  approximately  |200,000  short  of  what  was 
provided  for  the  previous  year.    This  to  a  great  extent  interfered 
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with  a  number  of  County  Boards  in  carrying  into  effect  progressive 
plans  which  had  been  projected.  This  will  amount,  however,  only 
to  a  delay  since  the  shortage  in  State  funds  of  last  year  will  be 
fully  made  up  by  the  increase  in  taxable  basis  resulting  from  the 
new  assessment.  If  the  16  cent  rate  is  maintained,  the  schools  will 
in  the  future  fare  well  at  the  hands  of  the  State.  We  feel  that  the 
school  authorities  should  stand  together  in  opposition  to  any  effort 
to  reduce  the  rate  below  16  cents. 


We  are  pleased  to  direct  attention  to  an  article  in  this  report  by 
B.  H.  Crocheron,  principal  of  the  Agricultural  High  School  at 
Sparks,  Baltimore  County,  on  the  subject  of  agricultural  education 
through  the  medium  of  the  public  schools.  This  is,  we  believe,  the 
only  comprehensive  treatise  written  by  one  who  is  actually  engaged 
in  the  work,  and  that  it  forms  a  valuable  contribution  to  the 
literature  of  the  subject.

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AGRICULTURAL  EDUCATION  THROUGH  THE 
PUBLIC  SCHOOLS.

The  Problem. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  problem  before  the  American  people  in  the 
next  half  century  will  be  that  of  readjustment  to  the  changed  con- 
ditions arising  from  the  necessity  for  an  increased  production  of 
foodstuffs. 

^For  generations  the  country  has  been  giving  to  the  city  all  of 
the  best  that  it  possessed.  The  country  produce  has  gone  to  clothe 
and  feed  the  millions  and  the  country  youth  has  left  the  farm  to 
become  the  best  blood  of  the  town.  Because  of  the  expansive 
character  of  American  agriculture,  however,  it  was  possible  to  keep 
country  production  approximately  abreast  of  city  consumption. 
The  fertile  lands  of  the  West  were  plowed  as  fast  as  the  markets 
grew.  Modern  farm  machines  expanded  the  productive  power  of 
a  man's  labor  to  care  for  the  increased  acreage.  Under  these  con- 
ditions the  farmer  could  not  afford  to  husband  fertility  or  economize 
land.  New  lands  with  boundless  fertility  were  to  be  had  for  the 
asking.  Much  of  the  farm  practice  was  bad,  and  much  of  the  farm 
waste  was  preventive.  It  is  estimated  that  the  loss  in  fertility 
by  erosion  on  Maryland  hill  farms  of  the  Piedmont  region  may  in 
one  year  equal  the  removal  by  crops  in  forty  years. 

With  the  exhaustion  of  the  West  as  a  new  region  of  free  settle- 
ment, the  attainment  of  the  limit  of  possible  production  by  improved 
machines,  and  the  constantly  increasing  demand  for  town  consump- 
tion manifest  in  the  higher  cost  of  living,  there  developed  a  greater 
public  interest  in  agriculture  and  a  greater  demand  for  better 
agricultural  practice.  People  have  begun  to  talk  about  the  national 
conservation  of  resources. 

Coincident  with  the  new  agricultural  interest  is  the  recognition 
tliat  the  National  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Experiment

Stations  have  built  up  a  great  mass  of  new  knowledge  which  would 
be  beneficial  to  farmers,  but  which  has  not  been  engrafted  on  com- 
mon agricultural  practice  despite  the  millions  of  free  bulletins  dis- 
tributed. 

Development  of  Agricultural  Education. 

That  this  information  was  possible  of  translation  into  pedagogic 
form  had  already  been  proven  through  the  work  of  the  land-grant 
colleges  which,  established  a  half  century,  had  sent  out  thousands 
of  graduates  in  the  different  States.  These  had,  in  the  main,  ^'made 
good"  and  thus  removed  from  the  minds  of  most  persons  the  doubt 
that  farming  could  be  taught.  If,  however,  a  doubt  exists  of  the 
practicabilit}^  of  agricultural  college  graduates,  the  salaries  which 
they  are  paid  and  the  demand  for  them  that  exists  is  sufficient 
answer.  It  should  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  the  agricultural 
colleges  do  not  as  a  class  pretend  to  teach  farm  practice  but  rather 
farm  science.  A  knowledge  of  the  manual  operations  of  the  farm 
is  a  prerequisite  to  an  agricultural  college  course. 

^Back  in  the  middle  of  the  last  century  the  Eastern  States  were 
dotted  with  so-called  agricultural  academies  or  colleges  of  secondary 
grade.  These  perished  because  of  lack  of  usefulness.  Until  im- 
proved agricultural  practice  became  a  necessity  for  the  nation

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and  until  agricultural  science  proved  itself  sound  and  true,  there 
could  be  no  demand  for  secondary  agricultural  education.  Within 
the  last  ten  years,  however,  there  have  sprung  up  in  almost  all 
the  States  certain  schools  in  which  secondary  instruction  in  agricul- 
ture is  a  required  part  of  the  course.  These  schools  are  usually 
located  central  to  a  large  agricultural  population  from  which  they 
draw  students.  Most  of  them  have  proved  moderately  successful. 
Few  have  yet  made  sufficient  progress  to  become  examples  of 
national  prominence,  but  most  are  still  in  that  state  of  existence 
wherein  they  are  groping  for  the  best  methods,  the  best  text-books 
and  indeed,  even  for  the  best  form  of  curriculum. 

If,  then,  agricultural  education  proved  successful  throughout 
the  colleges  and  was  becoming  widely  introduced  in  secondary 
schools,  why  not — it  was  argued — introduce  elementary  agriculture 
in  the  upper  grades  of  the  elementary  schools,  thus  pervading  the 
entire  educational  system  throughout  all  classes  with  the  new 
body  of  knowledge. 

Agricultural  education,  then,  is  now  being  attempted  in  three 
ways:  (1)  in  the  elementary  schools,  (2)  in  the  secondary  schools, 
and  (3)  in  the  colleges.  It  is  the  first  two  which,  as  part  of  the 
public  school  system,  lie  within  our  discussion. 


Agriculture  in  the  Elementary  Schools. 

Elementary  agriculture  in  the  upper  grades  of  the  schools  is 
attempted  in  order  to  reach  a  greater  number  than  is  possible 
through  colleges  and  secondary  schools.  Unfortunately,  however, 
elementary  agriculture  has  not  been  so  successful  as  originally  anti- 
cipated. While  it  is  true  a  greater  number  of  boys  are  reached 
during  the  years  of  the  grades  than  in  any  higher  schools,  yet  these 
are  without  the  preliminary  training  necessary  for  the  understand- 
ing of  the  applied  natural  sciences  which  constitutes  agriculture. 
It  was  found  impossible  to  teach  young  boys  the  kind  of  agricul- 
ture that  had  been  taught  in  the  colleges  and  that  presupposed  an 
elementary  working  knowledge  of  the  physical  sciences.  It  then 
became  necessary  to  eliminate  a  larger  part  of  the  instruction 
possible  for  college  or  even  high  school  students,  and  to  substitute 
lessons  which  would  merely  state  demonstratable  facts,  rather 
than  explain  fundamental  principles.  To  this  end  a  great  and 
constantly  increasing  number  of  texts  of  elementary  agriculture 
have  been  issued. 
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^It  is  remarkable,  however,  that  none  of  these  elementary  texts 
has,  as  yet,  achieved  great  success  or  even  large  sale.  A  careful  crit- 
ical survey  of  them  discloses  the  fact  that  most  are  based  upon  a 
small  amount  of  material  which  is  coincident  in  each.  Most  fall  into 
one  of  two  classes:  (1)  reading  books,  (2)  experimental  manuals 
for  the  teacher's  use.  The  reading  books  contain  much  material 
mildly  inspirational  toward  country  life  but  have  little  that  could 
be  termed  vocational  by  even  the  wildest  enthusiast.  The  experi- 
mental manuals  give  a  very  limited  number  of  demonstrational 
lessons  in  a  very  limited  field  of  agriculture.  The  impression  left 
by  the  manuals  is  that  either  agriculture  must  be  impossible  of 
wide  demonstration  for  elementary  pupils,  or  that  the  writers  have 
given  less  time  and  thought  to  the  preparation  of  their  books  than 
might  have  been  reasonably  expected.  Perhaps  some  have  rather 
rushed  into  print. 

The  greatest  difiiculty  has  been,  however,  that  the  usual  rural 
school  teacher  does  not  have  the  necessary  subject  matter  to  teach 
elementary  agriculture.  The  teacher  knowing  his  limitations  has 
taught  a  required  course  in  agriculture  as  perfunctorily  and  me- 
chanically as  possible,  or  has  neglected  it  entirely.  Until  the  mass 
of  teachers  can  be  trained,  or  until  special  teachers  can  be  secured, 
elementary  agriculture  will  not  be  likely  to  succeed.

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But  if  the  text  book  and  classroom  work  in  elementary  agriculture 
have  been  unsuccessful,  certain  other  phases  of  the  work  have  been, 
however,  remarkably  popular.  These  are  the  boys'  corn  clubs, 
and  other  like  agricultural  clubs.  Thousands  of  elementary  school 
boys  have  been  enrolled  as  contestants  in  the  crop-growing  competi- 
tions so  that  the  movement  has  gone  like  wildfire  over  the  country. 
It  must  be  admitted,  however,  that  neither  these  clubs  nor  these 
contests  have  really  taught  agriculture  in  a  vocational  sense.  If 
there  has  been  agricultural  teaching  in  them,  it  has  been  the  art 
rather  than  the  science  that  has  been  emphasized.  Despite  the 
newspaper  clamor  and  the  many  assertions  to  the  contrary,  the 
boys'  agricultural  club  work  has  not  done  much  to  promote  an 
intelligent  scientific  knowledge  of  farming  principles.  The  work 
has,  however,  been  greatly  inspirational,  and  therefore  useful  in 
that  it  has  awakened  a  greater  interest  in  farm  life. 

Rural  school  elementary  agriculture  has  yet  to  demonstrate  its 
possibility  under  the  average  normal  conditions.  To  succeed  it 
must  yet  have  subject-matter  reduced  to  practical  pedagogic  form ; 
and  teachers  trained  in  it,  as  the}^  are  trained  to  teach  reading, 
history,  or  geography.  Vocational  agriculture  has  not  permeated 
the  elementary  school. 

The  Three  Types  of  Secondary  Instruction  in  Agriculture. 

Secondary  instruction  in  agriculture  is  given  in  schools  of  three 
types:  (1)  those  schools  of  the  public  school  system  into  which 
agriculture  has  been  introduced  as  an  additional  or  supplementary 
subject;  (2)  those  schools  of  the  public  school  system  which  are 
l»rimarily  designed  to  teach  agriculture  and  allied  vocational  sub- 
jects, but  which  with  it  give  a  general  education ;  (3)  those  specially 
created  State  schools  of  agriculture  designed  to  teach  vocational 
agriculture. 

Agriculture  in  the  Old  High  Schools 

*The  school  into  which  agriculture  has  been  introduced  as  an 
additional  or  supplementary  subject,  finds  itself  hampered  by  the 
old  ideas  and  ideals  of  the  school.  The  agriculture  is  usually 
offered  as  an  elective  for  one  or  more  years  in  place  of  one  or  more 
of  the  foreign  languages.  But  the  school  finds  difficulty  in  readjust- 
ing to  a  subject  which  to  be  well  taught  requires  more  space,  more 
time,  and  more  mone}^  than  any  of  the  old-line  studies.    There  is

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usually  no  sufficient  place  for  laboratories,  and  the  authorities 
receive  a  shock  when  they  learn  how  much  it  will  cost  to  equip  a 
good  laboratory.  There  is  no  competent  teacher  to  be  procured 
unless  a  higher  salary  is  paid  than  that  to  which  the  system  has 
become  accustomed.  The  result  has  usually  been  that  the  teaching 
of  agriculture  in  these  old-line  schools  has  been  poor  and  per- 
functory. The  schools  teach  agriculture  because  the  people  want 
it.  or  because  some  person  or  persons  in  authority  w^ant  it,  or  because 
they  derive  additional  funds  for  teaching  it,  but  the  instruction 
has  usually  been  of  low  grade,  and  because  agriculture  was  a 
I)ractical  or  vocational  subject,  the  deficiencies  were  more  apparent 
than  in  other  subjects  of  the  school. 

Secondary  agriculture  too  should  embrace  more  than  mere  sub- 
ject-matter because  farming  is  more  than  a  mere  means  of  liveli- 
hood— it  is  a  life.  It  differs  from  most  businesses  in  that  the 
vocation  determines  the  location  of  the  home  and  the  manner  of 
living.  Vocational  agriculture  must,  therefore,  include  duties  of 
citizenship,  home-making,  and  community  enterprise,  inasmuch  as 
the  open  country  has  a  type  of  civilization  quite  distinct  from  that 
of  towns.  The  prosperity  of  the  individual  is  quite  as  much  depend- 
ent on  the  facilities  which  the  community  offers  as  upon  his  ability 
to  grow  crops. 

The  old-line  high  schools  have  not  been  preparing  for  life,  but 
rather  for  the  college  entrance  examinations.    Although  somewhat 
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less  than  four  per  cent,  of  high  school  students  ever  enter  college, 
the  four  per  cent,  has  dominated  the  institution  because  it  was 
felt  that  no  one  must  be  deterred  from  going  ahead  as  far  as  possible 
in  education.  Thus  the  high  schools  are  strictly  preparatory 
schools  for  college  rather  than  fitting  schools  for  life.  Although  a 
finishing  institution  for  the  very  great  majority  of  students  and 
Ihe  last  formal  education  which  they  wdll  ever  receive,  the  high 
schools  have  sent  them  out  prepared  in  no  direction  vocationally, 
although  perhaps  proficient  in  the  art  of  passing  examinations  in 
cultural  subjects.  By  cultural  subjects  we  mean  the  body  of 
knowledge  which  is  of  no  direct  benefit  in  earning  a  living,  improv 
ing  the  home,  or  uplifting  the  community. 

The  introduction  of  real  vocational  agriculture  in  the  high  schools 
thus  means  more  than  the  introduction  of  subject-matter,  it  means 
a  readjustment  of  the  entire  curriculum,  a  new  standard  of  efficiency, 
and  a  new  point  of  view.  The  standard  of  efficiency  becomes  the 
ability  of  the  graduates  to  make  their  way  in  the  world,  the  point 
of  view  becomes  that  of  an  effort  to  teach  the  useful  rather  than 
the  merely  cultural. 

^Seldom  indeed  are  the  old-line  schools  prepared  to  fit  students 
for  farm  life.  They  merely  desire  to  introduce  a  new  subject  of 
text  book  study.  A  conflict  of  opinion  and  often  authority  results 
between  the  old  principal  of  classical  education  and  the  new  teacher 
uf  agricultural  science.  The  agricultural  teacher  asks  for  the 
continuous  heating  of  the  building  throughout  the  winter  so  that 
his  plants  may  not  freeze.  He  is  told  that  as  a  matter  of  ^'adminis- 
trative policy"  it  will  have  to  be  carefully  considered.  The  plants 
die.  He  asks  that  the  building  be  lighted  and  open  for  evening 
meetings  of  farmers,  farm  women,  and  young  people.  He  is  told 
that  the  school  is  part  of  a  system  to  light  and  equip  all  of  which 
would  cost  an  immense  sum.  The  precedent  would  not  be  good 
and  his  request  fails.  He  asks  to  take  the  students  on  field  trips, 
excursions  to  experiment  stations,  and  visits  to  good  farms.  The 
authorities  tell  him  they  detest  junketings.  He  asks  for  some  micro- 
scopes, some  soil  tubes,  and  running  water.  They  tell  him  they 
aren't  conducting  a  college.  The  ^oung  teacher  fired  with  the 
enthusiasm  of  his  subject  ultimately  bows  to  the  system  of  which 
he  is  a  part,  or  else  gets  out  to  make  room  for  some  one  else  who 
will  adjust  himself  to  mildewed  rules  and  extinct  theories. 

The  writer  is  in  touch  with  some  of  those  who  are  bravely  trying 
to  make  these  old  schools  into  agricultural  institutions.    The  im-

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pression  received  from  them  and  from  visits  to  their  schools  is, 
that  the  problem  is  tremendously  complicated.  It  is  rendered  more 
difficult  by  the  age  and  authority  of  the  precedents  which  they 
must  combat.  Our  feeling  of  sympathy  with  the  well-meaning  men 
who  are  teaching  agriculture  in  these  old  schools  is  only  exceeded 
by  our  regret  at  their  lack  of  results. 

The  solution  of  the  problem  of  the  introduction  of  agriculture 
into  the  old  existing  classical  high  schools  appears  to  be : 

(1)  The  reorganization  of  the  entire  point  of  view  of  the  school 
or  department  to  the  standard  of  life-influence.  Teach  no  subject 
unless  it  is  in  itself  worth  while.  It  must  make  the  students  live 
a  better,  a  happier,  a  saner  or  a  more  prosperous  life. 

(2)  The  fitting  of  the  school  to  teach  applied  science  through 
the  judicious  purchase  of  apparatus,  installation  of  a  laboratory, 
and  a  recognition  of  the  exodus  of  the  sit-still  method  of  teaching. 

(3)  The  recognition  that  the  school  must  expand  to  help  all  the 
people  by  its  activities.  Community  work  must  be  a  part  of  the 
school  if  the  school  is  in  return  to  have  the  cooperation  of  the  farm- 
ers for  the  augmentation  of  its  teaching. 

(4)  The  employment  of  a  teacher  who  has  sufficient  training  in 
both  subject-matter  and  methods  to  lead  the  new  school  movement. 
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Agriculture  in  the  Special  State  Schools. 

The  specially  created  State  schools  of  agriculture  as  existent  in 
Virginia,  Georgia,  Alabama,  New  York,  Minnesota  and  other  States 
are  usually  operative  outside  of  the  public  school  system  by  special 
appropriations  arising  from  legislative  enactment.  A  small  number 
of  large  schools  are  planned  throughout  the  State  which  are  main- 
tained wholly  or  largely  by  funds  from  the  State  Treasury.  The 
schools  provide  boarding  facilities  for  students.  The  peculiar 
advantages  of  these  schools  are:  (1)  that  because  of  their  size 
and  their  large  student  body  it  is  possible  to  employ  a  larger  number 
of  teachers,  thus  allowing  a  wide  specialization  in  subjects;  (2)  that 
because  of  sufficient  funds  the  school  usually  has  better  equipment 
than  a  local  school  and  in  addition,  perhaps,  a  good  school  farm; 
(  3)  that  because  of  their  usual  freedom  from  the  local  school  system 
they  may  be  free  from  the  prejudices  and  mistakes  of  that  system. 

The  particular  disadvantages  which  these  schools  suffer  are:  (1) 
because  of  the  necessity  for  most  of  the  boys  and  girls  to  leave  home 
while  in  attendance,  a  smaller  number  can  secure  the  education 
than  if  the  schools  were  brought  within  daily  commuting  distance 
of  the  students'  homes.  The  expense  of  board  and  the  loss  of  their 
services  on  the  farm  cannot  always  be  afforded  by  the  parents; 
(2)  because  the  schools  are  not  a  part  of  a  local  community,  but 
each  central  only  to  a  large  district,  the  school  cannot  influence  the 
many  communities  of  the  State  as  could  a  larger  system  of  smaller 
schools.  Community  work  is  not  possible  in  State  schools  except 
with  the  persons  immediately  adjacent;  (3)  because  the  students 
do  not  return  daily  to  their  homes  there  is  little  effect  exerted  on 
the  home  farm  through  the  daily  influence  of  the  school  lesson. 
AVhere  the  student  returns  home  daily  the  farm  is  kept  in  touch 
and  in  communication  with  the  school,  so  that  often  the  entire 
household  is  directly  influenced.  In  addition,  (4)  the  student  is 
more  readily  kept  in  touch  with  the  real  problems  of  the  farm, 
when  he  comes  from  it  daily  and  returns  to  it  each  night.  The 
special  State  agricultural  schools  will  always  find  great  usefulness 
in  educating  a  small  part  of  the  country  boys  and  girls.  They  are 
not,  however,  the  ultimate  solution  of  the  problem  for  all  of  the 
people. 

Agriculture  in  the  Local  Special  Schools. 

The  special  agricultural  school  as  a  part  of  the  regular  school 
system  is  a  new  creation.    It  may  or  it  may  not  be  a  new  school  in 
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the  sense  of  a  new  building  and  furniture.  It  is  always  a  new 
creation,  however,  in  the  sense  that  it  is  a  completely  new  departure 
from  the  old-line  high  school. 

^The  new  school  is  free  from  traditions,  systems,  and  precedents, 
and  hence  free  to  grow  in  any  direction.  This  freedom  means  much 
success  if  the  development  is  in  the  right  direction — and  a  failure 
equally  great  if  the  school  starts  wrong.  The  success  with  which 
it  is  attended  will  be  dependent,  (1)  on  the  persons  responsible  for 
its  conduct,  (2)  the  attitude  of  the  community  in  which  it  works, 
and  (3)  the  equipment  which  it  can  secure. 

The  central  idea  of  these  schools,  often  called  agricultural  high 
schools,  is  that  they  shall  meet  the  needs  of  a  rural  society.  Unless 
a  rural  school  really  prepares  men  and  women  to  take  their  places  in 
a  country  community,  it  does  not  succeed. 

The  agricultural  high  school  is  thus  really  a  vocational  school, 
it  does  not  fit  into  the  middle  of  any  educational  system  ;  it  merely 
articulates  with  the  lower  schools  and  leads  its  students  upward  as 
far  as  it  can  take  them  in  preparation  for  country  life. 

Place  in  the  School  System. 

The  school  does  not  prepare  for  college.  The  fact  is  regrettable, 
in  that  three  or  four  per  cent,  of  its  students  might  reasonably  be

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expected  to  go  to  college,  if  the  school  so  prepared  them.  However, 
most  of  these  will  now  pass  the  college  entrance  examinations  in 
some  other  way,  such  as,  a  year  of  preparation  in  some  other  school, 
or  special  summer  work  in  languages. 

The  fact  that  students  from  agricultural  high  schools  can  secure 
advanced  credit  on  college  entrance  for  much  of  the  science  work 
done  in  school,  will  in  large  measure  compensate  for  the  past  loss 
of  time  due  to  lack  of  knowledge  of  modern  languages.  In  time  it 
is  reasonable  to  expect  that  the  college  entrance  examinations  will 
be  modified  so  that  these  students  may  readily  enter,  as  has 
been  repeatedly  recommended  by  educational  committees.  The  col- 
leges are  dependent  for  students  on  the  high  school  graduates.  If 
(he  high  school  course  is  modified  the  college  course  will  ultimately 
be  modified  to  articulate  with  it. 

However,  the  agricultural  high  school  is  not  especially  concerned 
with  the  four  per  cent,  who  will  enter  college,  but  rather  with  the 
ninety-six  per  cent,  to  whom  the  school  will  be  the  finishing 
institution. 


Point  of  View. 

The  school  does  not  teach  foreign  languages  because  it  believes 
that  the  country  boy  and  girl  cannot  afford  the  time  to  study  them. 
Instead,  it  offers  agriculture,  domestic  science,  and  manual  training, 
in  an  attempt  to  prepare  students  for  the  world  where  they  must 
work.  In  the  best  type  of  agricultural  high  school  no  subject  is 
taught  merely  because  it  is  traditional,  or  because  of  its  supposed 
mental  discipline.  Unless  the  subject  has  a  direct  effect  on  the 
life  of  the  pupil  as  a  rural  citizen,  it  is  not  taught.  The  folks  for 
whom  the  agricultural  high  schools  are  designed  cannot  afford  to 
spend  their  time  merely  trying  to  stretch  their  mentality.  They 
must  make  a  living,  and  they  want  to  know  how. 

In  addition  to  the  purely  vocational  subjects  that  teach  how  to 
make  a  living,  there  are  other  things  that  the  rural  citizen  must 
know  that  he  may  be  a  useful  member  of  society.  He  must  be 
able  to  express  himself  well,  to  speak  and  write  correctly.  He  needs 
for  his  own  happiness  to  appreciate  other  things  and  other  people — 
so  that  he  is  taught  as  much  of  history  and  of  literature  as  possible 
in  the  time  of  the  high  school  course.  In  short,  the  school  wants 
to  make  a  real  mark  on  folks. 
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Correlation  With  Rural  Life. 

But  the  work  in  mathematics,  history,  literature,  and  science  of 
most  state  curricula  was  primarily  designed  for  large  city  schools. 
The  mathematic  problems  are  in  terms  of  bonds  and  discounts, 
rather  than  acres  and  bushels  of  wheat.  The  history  is  largely 
political  and  concerned  with  wars  and  kings  rather  than  with 
land  and  people.  The  literature  is  much  of  it  inspirational  toward 
a  compact  civilization  rather  than  the  open  country.  The  science 
is  impractically  scientific  and  analytically  didactic  rather  than 
informational  and  broadening  toward  useful  things. 

We  need  a  new  series  of  texts  and  manuals  for  use  in  country 
schools.  We  need  problems  based  on  terms  of  rural  things;  we 
need  an  economic  study  of  history,  a  series  of  classics  in  reading 
selected  with  the  country  child  in  mind,  a  new  basis  of  the  sciences 
that  may  be  less  scientific  perhaps  but  which  will  be  vastly  more 
informational.  In  short,  though,  we  are  to  teach  as  much  of  mathe- 
matics, history,  literature,  and  science — they  must  be  so  correlated 
with  rural  life  that  they  will  meet  the  needs  of  rural  children  at 
least  as  well  as  the  old  curricula  now  meet  the  needs  of  city 
children. 
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Course  of  Study. 


The  agricultural  high  school  should,  probably,  teach  in  a  four 
year  course,  as  follows : 


The  agriculture  should  be  given  in  a  complete  four  year  course 
in  which  there  is  one  recitation  period  per  day  and  one  double  labora- 
tory period  per  week.  The  course  may  be:  first  year  Soils  and 
Fertilizers;  second  year,  Farm  Crops  (Cereals,  Forage  and  Fiber 
Crops,  and  the  Wood  Crop)  ;  third  year.  Animal  Husbandry  and 
Dair3'ing;  fourth  year.  Horticulture  and  Farm  Management. 

Household  Economics  will,  for  girls,  take  the  place  of  agricul- 
ture given  to  the  boys.  It  may  include  a  daily  recitation  and  one 
double  laboratory  period  per  week,  but  for  the  better  arrange- 
ment of  subjects  three  double  periods  per  week  and  two  recitations 
will  be  more  convenient.  The  course  may  be:  first  year,  Sewing 
and  Cooking;  second  year,  Sewing,  Cooking,  Personal  Hygiene  and 
Nursing;  third  year,  Sewing,  Cooking,  Marketing,  and  Food  Pro- 
duction ;  fourth  year,  Sewing,  Cooking,  and  Dietetics. 

Science  may  occupy  three  recitation  and  one  double  laboratory 
period  per  week.  The  course  may  be:  first  year,  botany;  second 
year,  zoology;  third  3'ear,  chemistry;  fourth  year,  physics  and 
physiolog3\ 

The  Literature,  Rhetoric,  and  Composition  continue  throughout 
the  entire  four  years,  occupying  in  all  five  periods  per  week. 

Mathematics  will  occupy  five  periods  per  week  throughout  the 
four  years.  The  course  may  be :  first  year,  arithmetic  and  algebra ; 
second  year,  algebra  and  plane  geometry ;  third  year,  algebra  and 
solid  geometry,  and  farm  bookkeeping. 

History  may  occupy  only  three  periods  a  week  for  the  first  three 
years.  The  course  may  be :  first  year,  general  European :  second 
year,  English :  third  year,  American.

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Cost. 

The  usual  deterrent  from  the  starting  of  local  agricultural  schools 
has  been  the  cost  of  equipment.  Because  agricultural  schools  must 
have  a  somewhat  adequate  equipment  for  teaching  the  sciences  and 
some  special  equipment  for  agriculture,  it  has  been  thought  diflQ 
cult  for  small  school  units  to  install  an  agricultural  school  without 
outside  appropriation. 

If,  however,  the  school  system  will  meet  the  difficulty  by  deciding 
that  it  desires  vocational  training  rather  than  the  purely  classical, 
then  the  expense  will  be  found  to  be  not  so  greatly  increased  as 
expected.  In  most  systems,  however,  the  vocational  courses  are 
installed  in  addition  to  the  pre-existent  classical  course  which  of 
course,  means  a  much  increased  cost  because  of  the  duplication  of 
courses  for  approximately  the  same  number  of  students. 

It  is  difficult  to  deprive  a  community  of  any  course  since  there 
are  always  those  who  would  greet  its  withdrawal  with  much  mur- 
muring. So  it  is,  that  while  the  distinctly  rural  high  school  has 
very  illy  met  the  needs  of  the  rural  communities,  an  attempt  to 
change  the  school  by  abolishing  the  entirely  impractical  courses  is 
always  difficult. 

Yet  even  agricultural  education  alone  is  expensive.  The  per 
capita  cost  will  for  some  time  to  come  be  higher  than  any  other 
form  of  public  secondary  instruction.    The  equipment  must  be 
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such  that  it  costs  far  more  than  the  few  text  books  necessary  to 
teach  the  languages.  It  can  never  be  so  cheap  that  a  school  can 
install  the  course  and  "make  money"  from  a  State  appropriation. 
If  a  school  system  is  desirous  to  derive  funds  or  lessen  expense,  it 
will  mistake  in  choosing  agriculture  as  a  vocational  subject. 

Equipment. 

"A  well  equipped  laboratory  with,  if  possible,  gas  and  running 
water  seems  necessary  for  a  real  course  in  scientific  agriculture. 
The  makeshifts  used  by  some  schools  are  never  more  than  a  very 
deficient  substitute  for  materials.  Some  authorities  give  direc- 
tions for  using  a  coal  shovel  and  the  school  stove  to  test  soils, 
homemade  balances  to  weigh  them,  and  tin  cans  in  which  to  test 
their  manurial  requirements.  It  looks  possible  that  such  materials 
as  these  may  be  used  in  some  few  exercises,  but  they  never  have 
been  used  with  any  great  degree  of  success.  Indeed,  perhaps,  one 
of  the  reasons  that  agricultural  laboratory  work  in  the  secondary 
schools  has  been  so  meagre  and  inadequate  is  that  writers  have  been 
searching  to  use  coal  shovels  and  tin  cans  while  they  feared  to  face 
the  actual  fact,  nameh'  that  agriculture  in  common  with  all  applied 
science  cannot  be  well  taught  without  a  thorough  equipment. 

The  question  of  a  school  farm  is  one  of  the  important  considera- 
tions for  a  new  school.  Because  the  agricultural  colleges  have  in 
connection  with  them  a  large  experimental  and  demonstrational 
farm,  the  agricultural  schools  have  a  tendency  to  follow  their  ex- 
ample and  to  attempt  to  maintain  in  connection  with  them  small 
farms  which  had  a  little  of  everything  in  a  paltry  attempt  to  imitate 
the  college. 

While  experimental  farms  are  a  necessity  at  the  colleges,  and  are 
possible  because  of  the  funds  available  and  the  employment  of  a 
manager  whose  sole  time  is  devoted  to  the  farm,  an  experimental 
or  demonstration  farm  in  connection  with  a  small  public  agricul- 
tural high  school  is  a  mistake.  It  has  long  been  knowTi  that  it  is 
impossible  to  use  land  in  order  to  secure  both  instruction  and 
money.  Either  the  farm  must  be  so  carefully  run  that  students 
cannot  practice  on  it,  or  else  the  farm  will  not  pay.  In  any  case  a 
good  farm  will  require  both  the  management  and  time  of  one  man. 

Probably  all  schools  should  have  some  land  on  which  small  areas 
of  crops  can  be  grown  for  use  in  laboratory  or  field  exercises.  But 
to  attempt  to  grow  crops  in  order  to  demonstrate  methods  to  the

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neighborhood,  or  to  keep  sufficient  live-stock  to  furnish  material 
for  class  exercises,  will  be  beyond  the  capability  of  most  schools. 

The  place  where  the  school  should  conduct  its  experiments  and 
demonstrations  is  on  the  home  farms  of  the  students  and  interested 
farmers.  Each  agricultural  student  who  lives  on  a  farm  should  be 
required  to  conduct  an  experiment  of  his  own  choice  on  his  home 
farm  each  summer.  In  addition  the  school  should  offer  to  furnish 
seed  or  other  materials  for  as  many  additional  experiments  as  it  is 
possible  for  it  to  supervise  on  the  farms  of  those  interested  persons 
who  apply  for  them.  The  result  will  be  that  the  school  demonstra- 
tions and  experiments  will  reach  a  greater  number  of  persons  than 
would  even  the  best  and  most  extensive  farm.  The  agricultural 
teacher  should  be  employed  for  twelve  months  a  year  so  that  he 
may  spend  the  summer  supervising  the  experiments  and  demonstra- 
tions. 

The  demonstrational  farm  as  a  means  of  reaching  a  great  body 
of  people  is  an  exploded  theory.  It  is  now  know^n  that  a  large 
number  of  small  experiments  in  different  farms  is  far  preferable. 
During  the  past  season  (1911)  the  Agricultural  High  School  of 
Baltimore  County  conducted  experiments  on  over  a  hundred  farms, 
and  in  addition  was  in  touch  with  two  hundred  boy  corn-growers 
in  the  county,  which  were  growing  corn,  the  seed  for  which  was 
supplied  by  the  school. 
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Text  Books. 

The  texts  to  be  selected  for  the  teaching  of  agriculture  in  the 
high  schools  must  be  the  source  of  some  careful  consideration."  As 
yet,  no  competent  texts  have  been  specially  written  which  can  be 
the  basis  of  a  four  year  course.  The  various  college  texts  must  be 
inspected  and  those  selected  which  will  adapt  themselves  to  the 
high  school.  This  arrangement  is  not  ideal,  but  has  proved  practi- 
cal. There  are  texts,  originally  written  for  colleges,  which  are  now 
serving  successfully  in  high  schools.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however, 
that  a  set  of  agricultural  high  school  texts  with  sufficient  good 
laboratory  exercises  will  be  written  in  the  near  future. 

Teachers. 

The  securing  of  the  agricultural  teacher  possibly  proves  the 
greatest  problem  of  the  equipment  of  the  school.  Good  teachers  are 
scarce,  and  good  agricultural  teachers  are  still  scarcer.  One  who  is 
trained  so  well  in  agricultural  science  as  is  necessary  for  a  teacher 
of  all  branches  of  agriculture,  and  so  skilled  in  agricultural  prac- 
tice as  the  community  opinion  will  require,  can  always  obtain  a 
paying  position  in  one  of  the  commercial  branches  of  agriculture. 

Doubtless  more  agricultural  college  students  would  plan  to  enter 
secondary  school  work  if  it  were  not  for  two  facts:  (1)  the  senti- 
ment of  the  usual  college  professor  is  an  attitude  of  mingled  con- 
descension and  sympathy  toward  those  who  enter  secondary  schools, 
and  (2)  there  is  no  department  in  the  usual  agricultural  college 
where  students  may  be  trained  for  school  work. 

The  agricultural  colleges  should  devote  more  of  their  energies  to 
the  great  number  of  secondary  schools  which  will  require  teachers 
within  the  next  ten  years.  The  problem  has  already  become  acute 
and  bids  fair  to  be  embarrassing.  Secondary  schools  are  now 
employing  men  to  teach  agriculture  who  are  neither  skilled  teachers 
nor  skilled  agriculturists,  whereas  they  should  be  both.  Unless 
the  yearly  crop  of  prospective  agricultural  teachers  greatly  increases 
in  the  near  future,  agricultural  schools  may  be  forced  to  the 
phonographic  method  of  teaching. 

School  Management. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  phases  of  the  agricultural  schools 
has  been  the  system  of  school  management  in  some  of  them.  With 
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the  new  conception  of  subject-matter  and  the  vocational  aims  of  the 
school  it  might  have  been  expected  that  a  different  system  of  student 
management  would  creep  in.  In  the  bread-and-butter  colleges  of 
some  universities  there  was  less  trouble  with  student  manage- 
ment than  in  the  departments  of  the  university  for  the  so-called 
humanistic  or  strictly  "cultural"  subjects.  From  the  classicist 
viewpoint,  we  should  have  expected  the  reverse  to  be  true;  we  should 
have  expected  the  bread-and-butter  men  to  be  rough,  boorish,  and 
unruly.  We  should  have  expected  the  "cultured"  men  to  be  quiet, 
responsible  and  law-abiding.  For  if  "culture"  does  not  so  leave  its 
impress  on  the  spirit,  of  what  use  is  it?  But,  the  result  seemed  to 
be  that  "culture"  did  not  cultivate.  The  agricultural  and  engineer- 
ing students  were  less  often  in  trouble  with  the  police,  were  less 
liable  to  fail  in  examinations,  although  their  courses  were  notori- 
ously more  difficult,  and  required  less  management  on  the  part  of  the 
faculty.  The  agricultural  courses  furnished  some  motor  activity 
on  which  the  exuberance  of  spirits  could  be  let  loose,  but  that  alone 
did  not  account  for  the  discrepancy.  The  truth  was  that  the  voca- 
tional student  came  to  work  while  others  may  have  come  to  loaf. 
The  studies  in  the  vocational  schools  were  of  vital  interest.  The 
courses  w^ere  so  full  of  real  things  to  do  that  the  boys  became  men 
and  required  no  legislative  mandates  from  their  dean,  nor  clubs  in 
the  hands  of  the  police. 
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So  it  is,  even  in  the  agricultural  high  schools.  Classes  which 
have  in  progress  laboratory  experiments  running  for  a  week  and 
requiring  that  weights  be  taken  every  two  hours,  which  have  gas 
engines  to  adjust,  and  machinery  to  run,  which  are  outlining  series 
of  farm  management  plans  and  forming  crop  rotations  for  years 
in  the  future,  which  are  surveying  fields  and  farms,  and  running 
contours,  which  have  so  many  interesting  things  to  do  that  they 
beg  to  be  allowed  to  put  in  Saturdays  at  the  same  work ;  these  will 
not  be  difficult  to  discipline,  except  by  negation.  It  will,  however, 
be  difficult  to  run  classes  by  the  apple-pie  order  plan,  in  which 
every  child  is  in  his  place  like  a  man  on  a  chessboard.  Agricultural 
students  are  encountering  the  unexpected  that  always  results  when 
living  things  are  handled.  From  which  they  gain  poise,  self-re- 
liance, and  efficiency.  The  Agricultural  High  School  of  Baltimore 
County  has  the  honor  system  in  examinations,  and  student  self- 
government.    The  plan  works. 

^But  the  evolution  of  the  rural  high  school  into  an  agricultural 
high  school  has  been  accompanied  by  a  more  important  change  than 
the  addition  of  subjects  and  a  change  in  name.  In  many  cases  it 
has  resulted  in  an  entire  change  in  the  point  of  view.  ^Educators 
are  beginning  to  see  that  the  agricultural  high  school,  in  addition 
to  its  duties  to  the  pupils  who  enroll  in  its  classes,  may  ultimately 
find  one  of  its  greatest  fields  of  useful  endeavor  among  those  mem- 
bers of  the  community  who  do  not  attend  school  and  for  whom  the 
school  funds  are  not  usually  appropriated.  It  is  by  its  work  with 
the  community  at  large — with  the  men  and  w^omen  on  the  farms 
and  the  boys  and  girls  who  cannot  attend  school  regularly — that 
the  agricultural  high  school  may  find  its  strongest  claim  upon 
popular  attention  and  its  greatest  field  for  vital  service. 

Community  Work. 

This  new  work  of  the  agricultural  high  school  bears  a  strong 
resemblance  to  the  work  carried  on  by  many  of  the  agricultural 
colleges  under  the  head  of  ''extension  work,"  or  "extension  teaching." 
Its  name  in  the  agricultural  college  illustrates  well  the  newness  of 
its  place  in  education,  which  is  still  more  strongly  emphasized  by 
the  fact  that  in  the  agricultural  high  school  the  work  has  as  yet  no 
name  at  all.  Perhaps  the  designation  "community  work"  expresses 
it  well.    This  work  in  the  high  school  differs  from  that  in  the

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college,  however,  in  that  the  high  school  deals  with  folks  at  first 
hand  while  the  college  often  treats  with  them  at  the  length  of  a 
State.  The  agricultural  high  school  usually  is  situated  in  the 
midst  of  a  farming  people.  It  is  with  them  that  its  work  lies.  The 
community  work  of  the  agricultural  high  school  is  thus  elemental, 
since  there  is  no  loss  of  power  in  transmission  where  the  people  and 
the  pedagogue  meet.  Its  work  is  around  about  it;  the  results  will 
be  at  its  doorstep. 

This  effort  of  the  agricultural  high  school  to  uplift  its  rural 
community  is  aided  by  the  fact  that  it  is  a  vocational  school.  Even 
though  schools  of  the  old  or  classical  type  might  just  as  much  desire 
to  help  the  people,  yet  they  would  find  less  opportunity  and  ability 
to  do  so  because  of  their  limited  equipment  along  lines  of  practical 
things.  The  old  type  of  high  school  would  find  it  difficult  to  extend 
among  all  the  people  its  teaching  of  history,  mathematics,  or 
languages.  The  agricultural  high  school,  however,  finds  it  easy 
to  extend  its  teaching  of  agriculture,  domestic  science,  or  manual 
training ;  for  the  world  needs  few  scholars  but  many  breadwinners ; 
and  though  few  persons  are  interested  in  Greek,  all  farmers  and  a 
very  large  percentage  of  other  people  are  interested  in  agriculture. 

This  community  work  is  so  new  and  the  point  of  view  so  foreign 
to  the  old-school  idea  that  it  is  little  wonder  that  the  vision  of  an 
institution  for  all  the  people  all  the  time  is  slow  of  realization.  The 
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members  of  high  school  boards  are  seldom  men  who  are  conversant 
with  the  problems  of  rural  education  or  of  agricultural  needs. 
That  they  are  not  sufficiently  conversant  with  the  new  ideal  to 
urge  it  upon  the  school  principal  is  not  strange.  The  head  of  an 
agricultural  high  school — be  he  called  principal,  director,  or  presi- 
dent— is  supposed  from  his  education,  position,  and  predilection  to 
be  a  man  in  keen  sympathy  with  rural  needs  and  welfare.  It  re- 
mains for  him  to  conduct  as  much  of  the  broader  work  as  his  equip- 
ment will  permit  and  the  authorities  allow,  and  upon  him  must 
fall  the  responsibility  for  developing  community  work. 

The  difficulties  of  this  work  are  not  such  as  to  be  a  valid  reason 
against  its  undertaking.  At  first  it  might  seem  that  two  substantial 
grounds  appear  against  it — first,  that  it  is  unfair  to  add  a  new 
and  larger  enterprise  to  the  already  overburdened  shoulders  of  the 
high  school  teacher;  and,  second,  that  to  successfully  operate  a 
series  of  community  enterprises  requires  a  special  preparation  and 
ability. 

The  community  work  of  the  agricultural  high  school  actually 
furnishes  a  large  means  of  assistance  to  the  principal  and  the 
teachers  engaged  in  it.  While  requiring  time  and  energy  to  carry 
it  on,  the  work  lessens  the  troubles  incident  to  gaining  interest  and 
cooperation  throughout  the  neighborhood.  It  is  assumed  that  every 
principal  of  a  successful  high  school  devotes  the  great  majority  of 
his  out-of -school  hours  to  work  of  some  kind  for  the  school;  but  it 
is  often  true  that  these  hours  are  spent  in  futile  and  petty  attempts 
to  gain  public  interest,  because  the  principal  fails  to  appreciate 
the  fact  that  the  people  icant  things  directly  aimed  at  their  better- 
ment. In  every  community  there  are  many  farmers  in  dire  need 
of  help  in  the  modern  methods  of  farming  and  farmers'  wives  in 
pitiful  want  of  the  teachings  of  household  economy.  Is  it  strange 
that,  when  the  outward  manifestations  of  the  school  are  largely 
fairs,  bazars,  and  festivals,  the  people  refuse  to  consider  it  seri- 
ously or  to  support  it  loyally?  When,  however,  the  school  begins 
actual  w^ork  with  the  people  for  their  education,  frankly  and  openly 
avowed,  the  principal  will  note  an  immediate  change  in  their  men- 
tal and  financial  attitude.  The  community  work  then  becomes  his 
strongest  support,  the  frivolous  exercises  can  be  curtailed  or  abol- 
ished because  unnecessary,  and  the  principal  will  find  his  work 
made  enormously  lighter  and  more  interesting  because  of  the  help 
from  the  people. 

The  second  apparent  difficulty  is  based  upon  the  supposed  lack 
of  preparation  or  ability  on  the  part  of  the  principal  to  carry  on 
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such  work.  Actually,  however,  community  work  is  much  less  diffi- 
cult and  more  inspiring  than  the  classroom  work  with  the  children. 
The  grown  folks  come  to  their  meetings  for  knowledge  or  from 
curiosity,  or  both.  The  children  often  come  because  they  are  sent. 
The  people,  in  any  case,  are  definitely  and  directly  interested, 
while  the  children  seldom  are.  Unless  the  principal  has  sufficient 
knowledge  to  work  with  the  farmers  he  has  no  authority  to  teach 
their  children  agriculture.  The  only  agricultural  teaching  worth 
while  is  that  which  can  stand  the  test  of  practice.  As  a  matter  of 
experience,  the  principal  will  usually  be  surprised  at  the  simplicity 
of  the  lessons,  demonstrations,  experiments,  or  field  trips  which 
will  please  and  interest  the  farmers.  To  one  conversant  with  local 
conditions  it  is  easy  to  plan  meetings  of  far  more  interest  than  an 
institute  planned  by  an  outsider  not  thus  informed.  A  successful 
teacher  of  children  can  without  difficulty  become  a  successful  in- 
structor of  their  parents,  since  the  requirements  in  both  cases  are 
the  same,  viz.,  a  true  desire  to  help  folks,  a  keen  sympathy  with 
others,  a  clear  method  of  conveying  thought,  a  real  knowledge  of 
modern  agriculture. 

Some  of  the  forms  of  community  work  now  practiced  in  agricul- 
tural high  schools  are  (1)  work  with  farmers,  as  winter  lecture 
courses  on  agriculture,  corn  and  potato  shows,  field  and  orchard 
demonstrations,  home  experiments,  good  seed  distribution,  seed  and 
milk  testing,  preparing  plans  for  buildings,  and  selecting  and  pur- 
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chasing  improved  live  stock  and  farm  machinery;  (2)  work  with 
farm  women ,  as  afternoon  or  evening  meetings  and  short  courses  at 
the  school,  house-to-house  meetings,  and  home  garden  and  poultry 
experiments;  (3)  work  with  young  people^  as  short  courses  in 
agriculture  and  home  economics,  literary  societies,  and  nature- 
study  clubs,  (4)  work  with  rural  school  teachers^  as  meetings  for 
agricultural  instruction,  nature-study  rambles,  attendance  at  school 
fairs  and  rallies,  and  outline  lessons  in  agriculture  and  home  eco- 
nomics published  in  local  educational  journals;  and  (5)  work  with 
rural  school  children,  as  boys'  agricultural  clubs,  girls'  domestic 
science  clubs,  summer  vacation  encampments,  rural  improvement 
field  days,  and  athletic  field  days. 

Every  agricultural  high  school  will  find  it  a  great  advantage  to 
carry  on  at  least  one  form  of  community  work  with  each  of  the  five 
classes  of  people  mentioned  above.  Kone  but  the  very  largest 
schools  will  find  it  advisable  to  undertake  all  of  the  different  forms 
for  each  class — the  time  of  the  instructing  stalf  would  not  permit; 
but  even  the  smallest  schools  should  reach  every  class  of  persons  and 
do  some  things  which  will  be  of  direct  benefit  to  every  person  in 
the  neighborhood.  A  school  for  all  the  people  is  the  dominating 
thought  in  this  community  work.  As  such  every  class  should  be 
participants  in  its  activities.  The  best  work  for  each  class  can  only 
be  determined  by  a  careful  consideration  of  the  community  in  which 
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Ihe  school  is  situated.  The  school  principal  and  his  teachers  must 
decide  (1)  what  the  community  most  needs  and  desires,  and,  (2) 
what  it  is  possible  to  do  with  the  facilities  at  their  disposal.  Their 
judgment  may  not  always  be  correct,  but  a  revision  of  policy  is 
always  possible.  No  class  of  people  should  be  neglected  merely 
because  it  proves  difficult  to  interest.  On  the  contrary  such  is 
almost  always  an  indication  that  there  the  work  is  most  needed ;  the 
most  narrow  and  bigoted  persons  are  always  the  most  ignorant,  and 
those  who  have  fewer  interests  are  hardest  to  interest.  It  will  be 
found  that  the  persons  who  respond  easiest  and  quickest  to  com- 
munity work  are  those  who  are  the  most  successful  on  their  farms, 
most  competent  in  their  homes,  most  skilful  in  their  business,  or 
most  thorough  in  their  studies. 

The  community  work  of  the  agricultural  high  schools  has  usually 
been  successful  wherever  adequately  tested.  Even  the  most  modest 
attempts  at  work  of  this  kind  have  been  attended  with  a  surprising 
degree  of  success.  The  efforts  of  the  agricultural  colleges  have 
shown  that  bulletins  and  printed  lessons  fail  to  arouse  an  abiding 
personal  interest;  they  fail  to  reach  the  people.  But  in  the  case 
of  the  agricultural  high  schools,  where  the  interest  comes  from  a 
center  close  at  hand,  from  an  institution  that  belongs  to  that  par- 
ticular neighborhood  and  community,  and  where  there  is  direct 
contact  between  teacher  and  farmer,  the  work  is  far  more  likely 
TO  succeed,  because  the  people  feel  a  personal  pride  in  the  school 
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and  a  sense  of  participation  in  its  work.  They  do  not  feel  that 
they  are  being  ministered  to,  but  rather  than  they  are  working 
together  for  the  school  and  the  neighborhood.  Community  pride 
is  one  of  the  forces  contributing  to  the  success  of  the  agricultural 
high  school.  Again,  community  work  succeeds  because  it  fits  the 
needs  of  the  people;  they  get  what  they  want  when  they  want  it. 
As  the  distance  between  the  teacher  and  the  people  increases,  the 
diflSculties  of  fitting  local  conditions  multiply  in  about  the  ratio  of 
the  square  of  the  distance.  With  an  aroused  local  interest  and 
well-equipped  teachers,  familiar  with  local  needs  and  not  over- 
burdened with  other  duties,  the  community  work  of  agricultural 
high  schools  is  almost  sure  to  be  a  dominating  factor  in  rural 
progress.

Summary. 

Agricultural  education  in  the  elementary  schools  has  not  yet 
proved  thoroughly  successful. 

A  course  in  agriculture  introduced  in  the  regular  high  schools 
meets  with  difficulty  because  of  the  necessity  for  the  readjustment 
of  the  entire  school  to  the  new  ideas  which  the  new  education  brings. 

The  special  State  agricultural  schools  are  not  possible  for  the 
great  bulk  of  the  population  because  of  the  distances  that  must 
intervene  between  them. 

The  agricultural  high  school  as  a  part  of  the  regular  school 
system  maintained  by.  local  school  funds,  with  perhaps  an  encourag- 
ing appropriation  from  the  State,  is  the  best  means  yet  devised  for 
reaching  the  main  bulk  of  the  population  with  modern  agriculture. 
The  school  should,  however,  have  a  fair  equipment,  a  good  teacher, 
and  be  capable  of  carrying  on  a  large  amount  of  community  work, 
or  else  it  should  not  be  attempted. 
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HIGH  SCHOOLS. 


A  Summary  of  Requirements  for  High  Schools, 
first  group. 

In  order  that  First  Group  High  Schools  may  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  School  Law  and  the  By-Laws  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education  they  must  satisfy  the  following  conditions: 

1.  A  bona  fide  enrollment  of  80  or  more  students.

5.  Salary  of  principal  shall  be  |1,200  or  more  and  that  of  assist- 
ants, regularly  employed,  not  less  than  |500  annually. 

6.  In  addition  to  the  regular  academic  course,  shall  provide 
manual  training  and  household  economic  courses. 

7.  Must  provide  a  commercial  or  an  agricultural  course. 

8.  A  library  of  at  least  100  volumes  related  to  secondary  work. 

9.  A  separate  room  set  aside  as  a  laboratory,  suitable  for  experi- 
mental and  demonstration  work  in  Physics,  Chemistry  and  Agri- 
culture.   (This  does  not  mean  x^art  of  a  recitation  room.) 

10.  At  least  |150  worth  of  apparatus  and  material  for  science 
work,  until  the  State  Board  increases  this  minimum. 

11.  The  diploma  must  show  the  course  taken,  group  of  school  and 
number  of  years  of  instruction  given. 

SECOND  GROUP. 

In  order  that  Second  Group  High  Schools  may  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  School  Law  and  By-Laws  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education  they  must  satisfy  the  following  conditions: 

1.  A  bona  fide  enrollment  of  35  or  more  students. 

2.  Two  or  more  academic  teachers — full  time  or  equivalent. 

3.  A  three-years'  course  of  at  least  36  actual  school  weeks  in  each 
year. 
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4.  All  courses  of  study  shall  conform  to  those  prescribed  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 

5.  Salary  of  principal  shall  be  |1,000  or  more  and  that  of  assist- 
ants, regularly  employed,  not  less  than  |500  annually. 

6.  In  addition  to  the  regular  academic  course,  shall  proyide  one 
of  the  following  three  courses :  Manual  Training,  Agriculture,  Com- 
mercial ^Vork.

7.  May  extend  course  to  four  years  by  the  employment  of  such  ad- 
ditional teacher  or  teachers  as  the  State  Board  may  require  and 
where  this  is  done  the  manual  training  course  shall  include  house- 
hold economics  for  girls.

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 
TEACHERS'  ASSOCIATION. 


Baltimore^  Md._,  March  10,  1911. 

The  winter  session  of  the  Maryland  High  School  Teachers'  Associ- 
ation was  held  March  the  tenth  and  the  eleventh,  1911.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  spent  Friday  morning  in  visiting  the  city 
schools. 

Section  meetings  were  held,  Friday  afternoon,  at  Goucher  College. 
The  following  subjects  were  discussed:  The  Commercial  Course, 
Domestic  Science,  English,  History,  Latin,  Manual  Training,  Mathe- 
matics, Modern  Languages  and  Science. 

The  evening  meeting  took  place  in  the  chapel  of  Goucher  College. 
Able  and  interesting  addresses  were  made  by  Dr.  M.  Bates  Stephens 
and  President  Eugene  A.  Noble.  The  musical  part  of  the  program 
was  made  possible  through  the  kindness  of  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Albert 
and  Miss  Virginia  C.  Blackhead  of  the  Peabody  Conservatory,  and 
the  members  of  the  Baltimore  Polytechnic  Orchestra.  At  the  close 
of  the  evening  meeting  a  reception  in  Goucher  Hall  was  given  by  the 
Maryland  Branch  of  the  Southern  Association  of  College  Women. 

At  ten  o'clock,  Saturday  morning,  the  business  meeting  was  called 
to  order  by  the  President,  Mr.  Howard  C.  Hill,  Principal  of  the 
Cumberland  High  School.  The  president  gave  a  brief  report  in 
v/hich  he  stated  that,  as  evidence  of  the  success  of  the  sessions,  over 
150  teachers  were  in  attendance. 

Dr.  Elinor  L.  Lord,  Dean  of  Goucher  College,  asked  permission  to 
make  an  important  announcement  to  the  Association ;  namely,  that 
Dr.  Noble  had  been  authorized  by  the  trustees  of  Goucher  College  to 
offer  two  scholarships  to  as  many  graduates  of  accredited  high 
schools  in  the  counties  of  Maryland  who  should  be  able  to  enter 
Goucher  College  unconditioned.  The  money  value  of  each  scholar- 
ship would  be  one  hundred  dollars ;  therefore,  fifty  dollars  additional 
would  be  necessary  to  pay  for  tuition ;  the  successful  holder  must 
also  live  in  one  of  the  college  dormitories.  This  announcement  was 
received  with  much  applause. 

Mr.  Keisler,  of  the  Baltimore  Polytechnic  Institute,  then  moved 
that  the  president  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  consider  the 
matter  of  affiliation  between  the  Maryland  High  School  Teachers' 
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Association  and  the  Maryland  State  Teachers'  Association;  that 
this  committee  report  at  the  summer  meeting  and  that  its  report 
be  the  basis  of  further  action  at  that  time.  After  some  discussion 
This  motion  was  lost. 

It  was  then  moved  and  carried  that  a  committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed as  a  Standing  Committee  to  co-operate  with  the  Executive 
Committee  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  State  Association. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Stephens  it  was  moved  and  car- 
ried that  a  committee  of  three,  to  be  known  as  a  Committee  on  Cur- 
ricula, be  appointed,  that  the  president  be  one,  also  that  the  others 
]>e  high  school  teachers.  Mr.  H.  C.  Hill,  Cumberland;  Mr.  J.  W. 
Huffington,  Denton;  and  Miss  Louise  Linthicum,  Annapolis,  were 
ai>pointed. 

Mr.  Samuel  North,  of  the  Baltimore  Polytechnic  Institute,  in  place 
of  Dr.  Buchner,  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  who  was  ill  and 
could  not  be  present,  gave  a  report  of  the  courses  offered  by  the 
Hopkins  for  the  Summer  School  of  1911. 

Mr.  Charles  H.  Kolb,  of  Westminster,  then  moved  that  a  committee 
(^f  five,  to  be  known  as  the  Legislative  Committee,  be  appointed. 
This  motion  was  carried. 

The  Association  next  proceeded  to  elect  officers  for  the  coming 
year.    The  results  were  as  follows : 

President — Mr.  J.  Walter  Huffington,  Denton. 

Vice-President — Mr.  Charles  H.  Kolb,  Westminster. 

Secretary  and  Treasurer — Miss  Rosa  Baldwin,  Baltimore  City. 

Votes  of  thanks  were  given  to  Mr.  Hill  and  to  Mr.  North  in  recog- 
nition of  the  work  done  by  them  for  the  successful  meetings  that  had 
just  taken  place. 

It  was  also  moved  and  carried  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to 
draw  up  resolutions  thanking  those  who  had  so  generously  con- 
tributed their  services  to  the  interests  of  the  Association  during  this 
last  session.  Mr.  North  and  Mr.  Murphy  were  appointed  members 
of  this  committee. 

The  business  meeting  then  adjourned.

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION  OF 
SCHOOL  COMMISSIONERS  AND  COUNTY 
SUPERINTENDENTS. 


December  1st  and  2nd.  1010. 
Maryland  State  Normal  School  Building. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  of  School  Commissioners 
and  Superintendents  of  Maryhmd  convened  in  the  Library  of  the 
Sate  Normal  School,  Edmund  P.  Cohill,  President,  presiding. 

A  report  on  results  of  Grade  Supervision  as  conducted  jointly  by 
Talbot  and  Caroline  Counties,  was  read  by  Superintendent  Orem,  of 
Talbot.  This  paper  was  listened  to  with  unusual  interest,  as  it  re- 
corded results  of  the  pioneer  efforts  of  Maryland  in  strictly  rural 
grade  supervision.  The  report  was  comprehensive  and  convincing; 
no  doubt  was  left  in  the  minds  of  the  hearers  that  a  primary  super- 
visor is  essential  to  a  good  county  school  S3^stem. 

Superintendent  Woodland  C.  Phillips  and  others  discussed  ''Our 
Opportunities  For  Better  Supervision  Under  Provisions  of  Chapter 
147,  Acts  1910."  From  these  discussions  it  was  evident  that  Com- 
missioners and  Superintendents  were  a  unit  on  the  necessity  for 
expert  supervision. 

Superintendent  Edgar  W.  McMaster  opened  a  discussion  on, 
''Should  Assistant  Teachers  Have  The  Right  of  Appeal  When  Dis- 
missed?'' It  was  shown  that  the  law  on  this  subject  is  inadequate, 
no  provision  being  made  for  the  protection  of  the  assistant  teacher. 
The  same  protection  should  be  accorded  to  assistant  as  is  given  prin- 
cipal. 

Miss  Sarah  E.  Richmond  told  the  members  of  the  Association  what 
they  can  do  to  assist  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  Building 
Commission  in  accomplishing  the  great  work  for  which  it  was  named. 
The  present  building  was  shown  to  be  poorly  lighted,  poorly  ven- 
tilated, lacking  sufficient  classrooms  and  laboratories,  and  hence  de- 
ficient in  the  very  essentials  for  a  first-class,  growing  institution; 
dormitories  for  the  safety  and  comfort  of  the  students  are  needed  at 
once ;  the  training  of  teachers  for  rural  schools  requires  a  rural  site, 
with  fifty  to  a  hundred  acres  of  land,  where  agriculture  may  be 
taught.  Miss  Richmond's  interest  and  enthusiasm  was  contagious. 
The  members  of  the  Association  expressed  themselves  as  favoring  the 
project,  and  willing  to  lend  it  hearty  support. 
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Commissioner  George  O.  Garey,  of  Cecil  County,  read  an  instruc- 
tive paper  on  ^'Better  School  Buildings  in  Village  and  Rural  Commu- 
nities.'' He  emphasized  the  points  of  sanitation  and  ventilation. 
Consolidation  was  mentioned  as  a  movement  that  would  bring  to  the 
more  sparsely  settled  sections  of  the  state,  better  buildings  with 
such  equipment  as  steam  heat,  effective  ventilating  systems,  manual 
training,  agricultural  and  domestic  science  laboratories,  play  cellars, 
etc.  Not  even  the  one-teacher  rural  school  house  should  be  con- 
structed without  first  employing  a  competent  architect  to  draw  the 
plans.  Steps  should  be  taken  looking  toward  the  employment  of  a 
State  School  Architect. 

In  the  absence  of  Capt.  R.  W.  Silvester,  the  discussion  on  ''Teach- 
ing Agriculture  and  Home  Economics  in  Rural  Schools,"  was  opened 
by  Col.  W.  S.  Powell.  The  leader  left  no  one  in  doubt  as  to  his 
attitude  on  this  question.  While  Maryland  is  primarily  an  agricul- 
tural state,  she  produces  only  about  one-half  what  is  consumed 
within  her  borders.  The  times  demand  that  scientific  agriculture 
and  home  economics  be  made  a  part  of  public  school  work. 

Miss  Letitia  P.  Weer  read  a  paper  showing  the  field  covered  by 
the  home  economics  department.  Ignorance  on  so  many  subjects 
which  are  the  very  foundation  of  comfort  and  happiness  in  the  home, 
is  so  wide  spread  that  the  need  for  teaching  girls  the  principles  of 
cooking,  sewing  and  home  nursing  is  imperative. 

Mr.  B.  K.  Purdum,  chairman  of  Committee  on  nominations,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report :

^^Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Association  of  School  Commis- 
sioners and,  Superintendents  of  Maryland: 
Your  Committee  on  Resolutions  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report : 

RESOLUTIONS, 

1.  The  Association  of  School  Commissioners  and  County  Superintendents 
of  Maryland  extends  its  thanks  to  all  who  have  by  their  presence  and  their 
participation  in  the  deliberations  of  this  body  helped  to  make  the  meeting  a 
success.  We  commend  the  spirit  of  enthusiasm  and  unanimity  exhibited  in 
the  treatment  of  the  various  school  problems  that  have  been  presented.  We 
believe  that  school  men  in  this  State  are  alive  to  the  needs  and  purposes  of 
popular  education,  and  we  recognize  that  great  permanent  good  results  from 
the  deliberations  of  such  gatherings  as  this. 

We  congratulate  the  officers  of  the  Association  upon  the  admirable  pro- 
gram arranged  for  discussion,  and  we  are  glad  to  record  our  approval  of  the 
fact  that  the  leader  in  each  discussion  has  been  present  and  done  his  part. 
At  the  same  time  we  regret  to  note  that  many  of  those  assigned  to  discuss 
the  topics  were  absent  when  called  upon.  We  believe  that  the  sphere  of  use- 
fulness of  this  body  is  much  restricted  by  the  failure  of  those  placed  on  the 
program  to  measure  up  to  their  duty  and  responsibility.  Their  absence 
limits  the  discussion  to  a  few,  whereas  we  believe  that  a  greater  good  would 
result  from  a  wider  interchange  of  views.  To  that  end  we  urge  the  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year  to  make  special  efforts  to  secure  responses  from  those 
whose  names  may  appear  on  the  program,  and  to  have  it  understood  that  if 
for  good  reasons  any  one  should  be  absent  he  see  to  it  that  some  one  from 
his  county  discuss  the  subject  in  his  stead. 

We  recommend  that  it  be  understood  that  each  paper  should  occupy  fifteen 
minutes  of  time,  that  each  speaker  following  be  allowed  five  minutes,  and 
that  general  discussion  be  limited  to  twenty  minutes. 

2.  We  extend  the  thanks  of  the  Association  to  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, to  the  State  Superintendent  and  the  Assistant  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Education,  to  the  Principal  of  the  State  Normal  School,  and  to  other 
friends  of  the  Association  for  all  courtesies  extended  to  us  during  our  ses- 
sion. Our  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  daily  press  for  their  attention  given  to 
the  proceedings  of  this  body. 

3.  We  desire  to  place  upon  record  our  high  appreciation  of  the  active 
interest  displayed  at  all  times  by  Governor  Crothers  in  the  success  and 
progress  of  our  public  schools,  and  of  his  official  attitude  toward  all  legisla- 
tion affecting  favorably  both  their  educational  and  financial  condition. 

4.  The  public  school  is  the  creature  of  the  State,  organized  to  encourage 
and  develop  intelligent  citizenship,  and  its  proper  support  is  a  matter  which 
appeals  to  the  best  judgment  of  all  good  citizens.  The  opinion  is  almost  uni- 
versal that  the  energies  and  resources  of  a  commonwealth  are  never  better 
employed  than  when  protecting  and  fostering  the  agencies  of  public  educa- 
tion. Good  schools  are  necessarily  expensive  and  we  commend  the  growing 
tendency  on  the  part  of  our  Legislature  and  the  several  boards  of  county 
commissioners  to  increase  school  appropriations,  which  make  possible  better 
buildings,  more  capable  teachers  and  a  higher  standard  of  school  administra- 
tion and  supervision.  Efforts  in  this  direction  must  not  cease  until  excellent 
school  facilities  shall  have  been  provided  for  every  school  community  of  the 
State. 

As  the  school  is  an  institution  of  the  State  we  must  not  overlook  the  fact 
that  good  citizenship  is  a  reasonable  product  of  school  instruction.  It  must 
stand  for  obedience  to  law,  regard  for  the  rights  of  others,  respect  for  labor. 
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and  appreciation  of  "government  of  the  people,  for  the  people,  and  by  the 
people."  Training  in  right  conduct  is  as  much  an  obligation  imposed  on  the 
school  as  intellectual  development,  and  we  recommend  to  school  officials  and 
teachers  to  maintain  such  standards  of  school  discipline  as  will  result  in  the 
highest  possible  development  touching  these  matters. 

5.  Many  people  still  judge  the  worth  of  public  education  by  pupils  who 
have  done  the  poorest  work,  who  in  many  instances  have  dropped  out  of 
school  because  of  lack  of  application  or  ability  to  meet  school  requirements. 
There  are  yet  many  complaints  that  the  essentials  of  school  work  are  not 
properly  regarded.  Whether  these  criticisms  are  just  or  not,  there  should 
be  increased  efforts  on  the  part  of  members  of  this  Association  to  see  to  it 
that  instruction,  more  especially  in  the  instrumental  knowledges,  be  thorough 
beyond  the  possibility  of  a  doubt. 

6.  We  have  reached  the  point  in  the  history  of  our  school  system  and  of 
general  educational  progress  when  persons  who  are  to  teach  shall  receive 
some  special  training  for  the  work.  We  hereby  record  our  appreciation  of 
the  efforts  which  have  led  to  the  organization  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Summer 
School,  and  sincerely  thank  the  President  and  trustees  of  our. school  system 
for  providing  this  agency  for  the  probable  betterment  of  our  school  system 
which  will  inevitably  come  to  such  teachers  as  may  attend  its  sessions.  We 
also  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  Dr.  Buchner  for  his  very  lucid  explana- 
tion of  the  purposes  of  the  work  as  so  far  outlined.  We  promise  the  summer 
school  our  co-operation  and  support. 

7.  We  recognize  that  a  distinct  step  in  advance  has  been  made  in  the 
interest  of  secondary  education  by  the  passage  of  the  high  school  law  of 
1910.  We  think  that  the  interest  of  high  schools  should  be  jealously  guarded, 
that  the  number  should  not  be  multiplied  beyond  the  real  needs  of  the  com- 
munities desiring  them,  and  that  such  work  should  be  done  as  will  send  the 
graduates  out  fitted  to  do  the  work  of  the  world  as  well  as  to  enter  college. 
To  that  end  provision  should  be  made  for  such  vocational  courses  as  will 
meet  the  needs  of  students  desiring  such  work. 

8.  We  deplore  the  fact  that  of  the  new  teachers  employed  in  our  public 
schools  each  year  more  than  three-fifths  have  had  no  professional  training 
for  the  work.  We  believe  that  the  public  should  be  made  to  feel  that  it  is 
imperative  to  have  in  every  school  a  trained  teacher.  We  recognize  the  fact 
that  present  facilities  in  this  State  for  the  training  of  teachers  are  wholly 
inadequate.  In  our  judgment  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  establishment  of 
a  new  normal  school.  The  present  buildings  have  been  outgrown,  and  the 
present  site  is  far  from  ideal  or  even  satisfactory.  The  present  school  is 
hampered  in  many  ways.  A  dormitory  system  is  imperative.  In  our  opinion 
a  great  city  like  Baltimore  is  not  the  best  location  for  a  State  Normal  School. 
It  should  be  located  somewhere  in  the  country,  and  an  area  of  not  less  than 
fifty  acres,  and  preferably  100  acres,  should  be  secured,  so  that  adequate 
training  may  be  given  the  students  in  the  work  of  our  rural  schools.  This 
organization  should  use  all  its  infiuence  with  the  people  of  the  State  and  the 
members  of  the  next  Legislature  to  have  them  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
provide  the  funds  for  this  laudable  purpose. 

9.  We  believe  that  expert  supervision  by  a  specialist  is  no  longer  an  ex- 
periment, but  a  proven  success  and  a  necessity.  The  county  superintendent 
has  duties  too  diversified  and  manifold  to  give  the  time  and  attention  to 
supervision  that  the  necessities  of  the  schools  demand.  We  urge  the  school 
authorities  speedily  to  take  advantage  of  the  recent  law  empowering  them 
to  appoint  one  or  more  supervisors. 

10.  The  State  Superintendents  of  the  Southern  States  in  a  tour  of  inspec- 
tion of  agricultural  high  schools  in  three  or  four  States  ana  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  Canada,  visited  the  Baltimore  County  Agricultural  High  School  lo- 
cated at  Sparks,  and  pronounced  it  the  best  type  of  a  rural  agricultural  high 
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school  observed  while  making  their  tour  of  inspection.  Inasmuch  as  the 
Baltimore  County  school  authorities  have  been  so  successful  in  dealing  with 
the  question  of  relating  school  work  more  closely  to  the  needs  of  practical 
life  and  the  interests  of  the  rural  community,  we  respectfully  urge  our 
County  School  Boards  to  visit  the  above  named  school,  and  especially  so 
before  organizing  agricultural  schools  or  courses.

Mr.  Willison  being  absent,  the  second  question  on  the  program  was 
omitted. 

Dr.  Bucliner  was  then  introduced,  and  in  a  very  interesting  man- 
ner outlined  the  purposes  and  plans  of  ''The  Johns  Hopkins  Summer 
School." 

The  third  topic,  "Are  We  Ready  to  Require  That  All  New  Teachers 
Shall  Be  Trained  Before  They  Are  Employed?"  was  introduced  by 
Dr.  Garner,  who  read  an  impressiye  i)aper.  The  (juestion  was 
further  discussed  by  Messrs.  Orem,  Hershner,  Sasscer  and  Noble.

The  Frederick  Board  of  Trade  extends  a  cordial  invitation  to  the 
members  of  the  Association  to  a  trolley  ride  tomorrow  afternoon 
at  4  o'clock.    Cars  will  leave  in  front  of  hotel. 

All  teachers  interested  in  the  organization  of  the  Maryland  Branch 
of  National  School  Peace  League  are  requested  to  meet  in  the  peri- 
style of  the  hotel  at  2  o'clock  Thursday. 

At  the  close  of  these  meetings,  the  teachers  are  invited  to  assemble 
on  the  porch  of  the  hotel  and  join  in  singing  some  good  old  songs. 
Prof.  T.  S.  Gibson  will  lead. 

There  will  be  dancing  at  the  pavilion  at  the  close  of  this  meeting. 

The  following  organizations  have  sent  pamphlets  for  distribu- 
tion among  the  teachers,  and  they  are  placed  near  the  entrance  of 
the  Auditorium.  Teachers  are  requested  to  avail  themselves  of  these, 
as  they  contain  some  valuable  information.  They  are  the  Depart- 
ment of  Child  Hygiene — Russel)  Sage  Foundation,  and  the  National 
Kindergarten  Association. 

The  Commercial  Teachers  in  attendance  will  be  interested  in  a 
typewriter  exhibition  to  be  held  under  their  direction  in  the  Brad- 
dock  Hotel  tomorrow,  Thursday  afternoon,  at  3  o'clock.  At  that 
tiipe.  Vt.  Gus.  R.  Trefzger,  National  Business  Show  Champion 
Typist,  operating  an  Underwood  Typewriter,  will  make  the  effort  to 
exceed  his  record  at  St,  Louis,  December  1,  1910.  The  test  will  be 
conducted  under  the  direction  of  a  Committee  to  be  appointed  later. 
The  Remington  Typewriter  Company  has  headquarters  at  the  Hotel 
Braddock,  and  is  prepared  to  do  any  writing  for  members  of  the 
Association. 

We  have  an  enrollment  of  265  members  from  Frederick  County, 
and  a  total  enrollment  of  648,  this  being  the  largest  membership 
in  the  history  of  the  Association.

The  president  read  the  telegTam  from  Professor  Garrison,  stating 
that  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to  be  here  today,  and  Mr.  Rice 
has  consented  to  take  his  \)\ace  on  the  program  this  evening.  Mr. 
Garrison's  address  will  take  place  at  the  beginning  of  the  session  on 
Thursday  night.  Principal  Olin  R.  Rice  then  gave  an  address  on 
^^The  School  As  A  Social  Center.'^ 

At  the  close  of  this  address  the  following  resolution  was  offered  by 
the  Secretary: 

Whereas.  The  salaries  now  paid  to  the  public  school  teachers  are  entirely- 
inadequate,  and  an  increase  of  the  local  tax  rate  would  work  a  hardship  in 
some  of  the  counties,  and 

Whereas,  During  the  past  year,  by  some  technical  inadequacy  of  the  law,  a 
part  of  the  public  school  funds  were  diverted  to  other  purposes,  so  that  the 
schools  have  received  less  money  this  year  from  the  State  than  for  a  number 
of  years;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved.  That  the  minimum  rate  paid  to  first-class  experienced  teachers 
be  fixed  at  not  less  than  six  hundred  dollars;  and,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  members  of  the  Maryland  State 
Teachers'  Association  that  the  State  tax  rate  for  public  schools  be  kept  at 
16  cents  and  that  this  sum  be  used  exclusively  for  the  running  expenses  of 
the  public  schools;  and  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Maryland  State  Teachers' 
Association  be  instructed  to  use  their  utmost  endeavors  to  have  this  pro- 
vision of  these  resolutions  carried  out. 

Mr.  Arthur  F.  Smith  moved  that  this  resolution  be  accepted  and 
this  movement  was  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Tipton.  This  motion  was 
carried  by  unanimous  consent. 

A  Reading  was  then  given  by  Mrs.  Helen  Weil,  of  Cambridge, 
Mass.,  of  ''The  Servant  in  the  House."    The  meeting  adjourned.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS. 

Whereas,  This  Association  has  heard  with  deep  regret  of  the  illness  of  two 
of  its  fellow  members,  Superintendents  J.  P.  Fockler  of  Washington  County 
and  George  W.  Joy  of  St.  Mary's  County. 

Resolved,  That  we  convey  to  them  through  the  Secretary  our  sincere  hope 
that  they  may  be  speedily  restored  to  health. 

Resolved,  That  we  wish  to  record  our  appreciation  of  the  action  of  the  last 
General  Assembly  in  fixing  the  State  school  tax  rate  at  sixteen  and  one-eighth 
cents.  We  believe  that  this  rate  should  be  maintained  and  think  further 
that  the  State  appropriation  should  be  supplemented  by  a  sufficient  tax  rate 
to  enable  the  several  School  Boards  to  provide  adequate  and  well-equipped 
school  buildings  for  all  communities  and  pay  suflicient  salaries  to  command 
the  services  of  efficient  and  well-trained  teachers  for  all  schools. 

We  hail  with  satisfaction  the  progress  of  our  secondary  schools,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  new  High  School  Law.  Much  care  must  be  exercised  to 
have  all  the  accredited  high  schools  at  least  measure  up  to  a  fair  standard 
of  efficiency  and  possess  such  equipment  as  will  make  all  departments  of  the 
secondary  schools  effective  in  their  work.  Both  teachers  and  school  officials 
are  implored  to  live  up  to  the  spirit  as  well  as  the  letter  of  the  law,  and 
that  all  co-operate  to  make  the  work  of  our  high  schools  of  such  high  char- 
acter as  will  make  them  at  least  the  equal  of  any  in  the  country. 

Whereas,  We  deplore  the  fact  that  of  the  350  new  teachers  appointed  each 
year  in  our  State,  more  than  one-half  have  had  no  special  training  for  their 
chosen  profession;  also  that  while  Maryland  was  one  of  the  first  States  to 
establish  a  school  for  the  training  of  teachers,  she  now  makes  a  poor  showing 
when  compared  with  other  States,  in  the  equipment  and  amount  of  money 
being  spent  for  normal  instruction. 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  endorse  the  movement  begun  two  years  ago  to 
have  the  State  provide  buildings  with  adequate  equipment  for  the  training, 
under  proper  conditions,  of  a  sufficient  number  of  teachers  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  the  entire  State,  and  pledge  our  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  campaign 
already  in  operation  whereby  the  general  public,  as  well  as  those  who  are 
to  represent  us  in  the  next  Legislature  are  to  be  made  acquainted  with  the 
conditions  and  needs  regarding  this  all-important  department  of  our  public 
school  system. 
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We  also  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  good  work  our  State 
Normal  School  is  doing  toward  the  advancement  of  the  intellectual  and  pro- 
fessional training  of  our  young  teachers. 

Whereas,  A  summer  school  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  expressed  in  this 
Association  and  its  branches  at  various  times  will  be  inaugurated  at  the 
Johns  Hopkins  University  this  summer,  under  the  able  direction  of  Dr.  Ed- 
ward F.  Buchner,  in  which  courses  will  be  offered  that  should  meet  many  of 
the  present  needs  of  our  teachers  and  school  officials;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  record  here  our  appreciation  of  the  plans  that 
have  been  made  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Summer  School, 
and  do  earnestly  recommend  that  both  State  and  county  officials  do  all  they 
can  to  encourage  attendance  at  this  its  first  session  and  help  make  the  school 
a  permanent  success. 

Whereas,  Ignorance  is  a  menace  to  society,  and  the  standard  of  citizenship 
is  no  higher  than  the  average  virtue  and  intelligence  of  our  people;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  a  most  dangerous  and  destructive  policy  if  a  State  were  to 
fail  to  provide  an  effective  scheme  of  general  education;  and 

Whereas,  The  public  school  has  shown  its  effectiveness  as  the  means  of 
providing  that  kind  and  degree  of  intelligence  and  training  essential  to  the 
stability  of  our  American  form  of  government  and  the  necessities  of  present 
social  and  industrial  life;  and 

Whereas,  A  Compulsory  School  Attendance  Law  is  one  of  the  essentials  of 
a  complete  State  school  system;  and 

Whereas,  We  should  be  quick  to  recognize  that  it  is  a  crime  against  child- 
hood for  the  State  to  permit  school  opportunities  to  be  withheld  from  any  of 
its  youth;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  pledge  our  efforts  in  securing  the  passage  of  such  a 
State-wide  Compulsory  School  Attendance  Bill,  as  will  guarantee  to  every 
child  in  our  commonwealth  the  benefits  of  such  training  and  intelligence  as 
will  make  him  the  safe  and  progressive  citizen. 

We  recommend  the  movement  which  is  sweeping  the  civilized  world  in 
favor  of  an  International  Peace  Tribunal  and  the  splendid  work  in  its  behalf 
by  the  American  Peace  Congress.  A  love  for  peace  and  an  abhorrence  for 
the  evils  of  war  can  best  be  instilled  when  the  human  mind  is  in  its  most 
plastic  state;  and  to  this  end  our  school  instruction  should  emphasize  the 
importance  and  meaning  of  the  movement.  We  note  with  pleasure  the 
recent  formation  of  a  branch  of  the  American  School  Peace  League  in  Mary- 
land, and  that  all  the  schools  should  follow  an  appropriate  program  on 
"Peace  Day." 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Association  be  tendered  to  the  Braddock 
Heights  Company  for  its  generous  hospitality  tendered  us,  to  the  Board  of 
Trade  of  Frederick  for  the  many  favors  extended  to  us,  to  the  Frederick 
Railroad  Company  for  the  beautiful  trolley  trips,  the  use  of  the  buildings, 
grounds,  orchestra  and  many  other  favors  we  have  received  at  their  hands, 
to  the  hotel  management  for  its  many  courtesies,  to  the  Maryland  State 
Normal  School  and  the  Maryland  School  for  the  Blind  for  their  instructive 
exhibits,  to  the  Remington  and  Underwood  Typewriter  Companies  with  their 
assistants,  and  to  all  who  have  made  our  stay  at  Braddock  Heights  so  de- 
lightful— intellectually,  socially,  physically,  especially  to  Hon.  Joseph  D. 
Baker,  Dr.  E.  F.  Buchner,  Dr.  W.  P.  Burris,  Hon.  W.  M.  Hayes,  Mr.  D.  J. 
Crosby,  and  all  others  who  have  participated  in  this  program.  In  fact,  the 
half  has  not  been  told.  The  people  of  Frederick  have  done  all  that  they 
promised  to  do  and  more.  We  can  only  repeat  our  thanks  and  say  we  shall 
come  again. 

Whereas,  This  Association  has  received  with  keen  appreciation  and  tender 
feelings  its  hearty  greetings  from  the  State  Teachers'  Association  of  our  be- 
loved commonwealth  and  sister,  Virginia,  through  its  capable  and  worthy 
representative.

The  Department  of  Rural  Education  was  under  the  leadership  of 
B.  H.  Croeheron,  principal  of  the  Baltimore  County  Agricultural 
High  School. 

The  following  program  was  arranged  : 
Wednesday,  10  A.  M. 

(1)  Six  pupils  of  Baltimore  County  schools  will  give  a  public  demonstra- 
tion of  certain  experiments  in  an  agricultural  high  school  course.

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A  STATE  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  LAW  FOR 
MARYLAND. 


By  Anna  Lloyd  Corkran  (Mrs.  B.  W.) 

''Let  the  old  folks  go,  but  save  the  children.  Then  you  will  build 
up  a  race  strong  and  virile — strong  in  intellect,  character  and  body," 
says  Dr.  Harvey  W.  Wiley,  while  Dr.  Felix  Adler  tells  us  that 
"'all  students  of  sociology  are  practically  agreed  that  it  was  the  pro- 
longed infancy  of  the  human  child  that  made  civilization  possible, 
and  that  the  thinkers  of  the  world,  those  who  have  given  the 
greatest  attention  to  the  problems  of  human  development,  unite  to 
impress  upon  us  the  truth  that  mankind  has  slowly  grown  out  of  the 
state  of  primitive  barbarity,  has  slowly  climbed  to  the  level  upon 
which  we  stand  today,  thanks  to  the  leisure  and  respite  granted  to 
the  young  offspring  of  human  beings." 

With  such  principles  as  the  basis  of  the  movement,  the  advocates 
of  Child  Labor  and  School  Attendance  legislation  feel  justified  in 
urging  the  passage  of  such  laws  as  will  insure  to  America  the  proper 
development  of  "the  citizenship  of  the  future." 

The  older  nations  of  Europe  have  long  since  realized  the  import- 
ance of  these  principles.  England,  Germany,  France,  Scotland, 
Austria,  Hungary,  certain  portions  of  Italy,  Norway,  Sweden,  Den- 
mark, Switzerland,  Japan,  British  Columbia,  Queensland,  South 
Australia,  Canada  and  forty-one  states  and  territories  of  the  United 
States  have  School  Attendance  Laws,  and  in  no  case  has  a  law, 
once  passed,  ever  been  repealed.  In  Germany,  the  child  goes  to 
school  as  naturally  as  he  learns  to  play.  England  received  her 
lesson,  and  a  lesson  which  she  will  not  soon  forget,  in  the  Boer  War, 
when  it  was  found  that  the  present  male  product  of  the  English  race 
was  in  no  wise  physically  equal  to  the  Englishman  of  a  century  ago, — 
a  result  which,  Colonel  Roosevelt  tells  us  "has  been  due  primarily 
to  the  fact  that  for  over  a  century  English  statesmen,  in  accordance 
with  the  demands  of  effective  English  public  opinion,  treated  the 
man — the  average  man —  as  nothing  compared  with  the  success  of 
business,  compared  with  the  accumulation  of  wealth,  compared  with 
the  achievement  of  a  wide-spread  industrial  supremacy."  Norway, 
with  her  inaccessible  fiords  and  her  lofty  mountains,  feels  so  keenly 
the  necessity  for  the  universal  education  of  her  children,  that  she 
stops  at  nothing  to  secure  the  enforcement  of  her  Compulsory  School 
Attendance  Laws. 
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Surely  if  countries  like  Norway  can  afford  to  maintain  effective 
School  Attendance  Laws,  the  United  States,  with  its  tremendous 
wealth,  can  do  so.  Indeed,  of  all  the  countries  in  the  world,  the 
United  States  can  least  afford  an  ignorant  body  of  citizens.  Its  very 
life  as  a  republic  depends  upon  it.  In  a  democratic  country, 
where  the  stability  of  its  institutions  are,  of  necessity,  dependent 
upon  the  intelligence  of  its  people,  it  is  a  matter  of  the  very  hrst 
importance  that  its  citizens  should  be  educated.  The  very  founda- 
tion stone  of  our  democratic  institutions  is  our  public-school  system, 
and  the  future  success  or  downfall  of  our  government  will  depend, 
in  a  great  measure,  on  the  extent  to  which  our  schools  measure  up 
to  their  responsibility.  Universal  suffrage  demands  universal  edu- 
cation. 

Just  as  we  know  that  we  can  no  longer  permit  the  existence  of 
a  fever-breeding  cesspool  in  our  neighbor's  yard  without  danger  to 
the  health  and  life  of  our  own  loved  ones,  so  we  are  beginning  to 
realize  that  an  illiterate,  ignorant  element  in  our  body  politic  means 
danger  to  the  state  at  large  sooner  or  later.  As  Professor  Wickliffe 
Rose,  of  Nashville,  has  said,  "The  neglected  individual  or  the 
neglected  group  in  any  society  is  the  dead  body  to  which  the  favored 
individual  is  tied,  and  from  which  there  is  no  escape.  Every 
neglected  class  represents  a  waste  of  assets,  every  individual  left 
in  ignorance  is  a  possibility  thrown  away."  The  State  will  inevi- 
tably reap  the  results  of  such  neglect  in  the  form  of  arrested  or 
retarded  social  development. 

"It  is  not  the  success  of  some  few  individuals  that  indicate  the 
progress  and  prosperity  of  a  nation,"  says  Mr.  Clarence  H.  Poe, 
editor  of  the  "Progressive  Farmer,"  of  Raleigh,  N.  0.,  "but  the 
development  and  efficiency  of  its  average  man,  and,  moreover,  the 
richer  other  men  are,  the  richer  are  we."  Now,  this  is  a  statement 
which  some  may  question,  but  a  moment's  reflection  will  convince 
them  of  the  truth.  As  Mr.  Poe  says,  if  your  neighbor,  for  instance, 
but  half  develops  his  acre  of  ground,  or  his  business  enterprise,  he  is 
unable  to  contribute  to  public  improvements,  and  so  you  have  poor 
roads,  poor  schools,  poor  public  buildings;  your  clergyman,  doctor, 
lawyer  and  teacher  receive  less  salary;  your  shops  will  sell  less 
and  poorer  goods;  your  banks  will  have  smaller  depositors,  your 
railroads  less  traffic,  and  your  manufacturers  less  demand  for  their 
production.  If  your  neighbor,  as  a  laborer,  is  able,  through 
ignorance,  to  earn  only  a  wage  that  will  but  half  support  his  family, 
in  addition  to  less  improvements,  you  will  have  to  bear  the  added 
burden  of  charity  to  help  in  his  support;  while  the  endless  chain  of 
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ignorance  goes  on  in  the  necessity  of  sending  his  children  to  work 
before  they,  in  their  turn,  have  gained  sufficient  education  to  make 
them  self-supporting  adults.  In  speaking  of  the  South,  Mr.  Poe 
continues:  "Of  all  our  exrors,  our  greatest  has  been  the  doctrine 
that  the  state  is  benefited  by  having  cheap,  ignorant,  untrained 
labor.  And  our  second  error  has  been  like  unto  it,  the  belief  that 
even  if  education  does  help  the  common  man,  we  are  too  poor  to 
furnish  it.  The  truth  is  that  we  are  too  poor  ivot  to  furnish  it.  This 
is  the  doctrine  to  preach — that  everybody  must  be  educated  and  that 
it  will  pay  in  dollars  and  cents." 

There  is  a  great  economic  truth  involved  in  this  question  of  Com- 
pulsory School  Attendance,  which,  if  our  people  once  understand, 
will  make  them  demand  such  laws  instead  of  opposing  them. 

We  hear  much  in  these  days  of  the  poor  man's  right  to  govern 
the  public  schools,  but  has  not  every  man  who  pays  school  taxes  also 
a  right,  to  say  how  these  taxes  shall  be  expended.  If  the  state 
assumes  the  right  to  tax  a  man  to  support  the  public  schools  for 
the  purpose  of  educating  the  children  of  the  country,  has  that  man 
not  a  right  to  demand  from  the  state  in  return  that  these  children 
shall  be  educated?  While  school  plants  and  a  teaching  force  are 
provided  for  a  full  attendance  of  pupils,  and  the  taxpayers  are 
paying  for  them,  many  times  the  schools  are  running  with  only  half 
attendance,  or,  perhaps,  less.  Here  is  an  economic  waste  which 
should  appeal  to  every  enterprising  business  man,  and  into  which,  in 
the  present  trend  of  civic  economy,  it  might  be  well  to  look.  The 
importance  of  running  a  manufacturing  plant  at  its  full  capacity 
is  very  well  recognized;  then  why  not  the  public  schools?  Not  long 
ago  the  general  public  was  interested  in  the  hearings  that  took  place 
before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  when  certain  railways 
petitioned  that  body  for  permission  to  raise  their  freight  rates.  A 
wonderful  revelation  of  new  and  scientific  business  methods  was 
made  at  this  hearing,  when  it  was  fully  demonstrated  that  by  scien- 
tific management  the  output  of  a  factory  or  shop  could  be  doubled  or 
trebled  with  the  same  or  less  amount  of  labor.  What  our  school 
system  needs  is  a  little  of  the  scientific  gospel  of  efficiency  by  which 
the  school  plants  that  the  tax-payers  are  paying  to  support  shall  be 
so  administered  as  to  stop  this  waste  of  childhood,  of  citizenship. 

Another  weak  point  in  our  shortsighted  policy  of  school  economics 
arising  from  a  lack  of  School  Attendance  Laws,  is  a  deterioration 
in  the  value  of  farm  lands  and  homesteads,  where  schools  must  be 
closed  for  lack  of  attendance.  An  instance  in  point  occurred  in  one 
of  those  necks  of  land  in  Baltimore  County  where  gentlemen's 
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fishing  clubs  are  located.  The  majority  of  the  respectable  people 
in  the  locality  moved  away  because  of  lack  of  schooling  facilities  for 
their  children,  as  the  county  school  had  been  closed  because  there 
were  not  enough  children  in  attendance  to  warrant  keeping  the 
school  open,  and  that  at  the  very  time  when  there  were  far  more 
than  the  required  number  of  children  in  the  neck  to  fill  the  school- 
house.  The  land  there,  in  consequence,  has  depreciated  in  value. 
Why  did  the  people  of  Roland  Park  back  financially  their  private 
school  when  many  of  them  had  no  children  attending  the  school? 
It  was  not  charity  or  philanthropy.  It  was  simply  a  business  propo- 
sition. They  knew  a  good  private  school  in  that  neighborhood 
would  enhance  the  value  of  their  property  as  a  desirable  home,  if 
ever  they  wished  to  sell.  So  it  is  in  the  country  district.  From  a 
selfish  standpoint,  if  from  no  other,  every  property  owner,  every 
farmer  should  be  in  favor  of  School  Attendance  legislation ;  because 
the  more  children  in  attendance,  the  more  schools  required,  the 
greater  the  number  and  the  better  the  schools,  the  more  attractive 
and  desirable  will  be  his  property,  and  consequently  the  more  val- 
uable. It  is  the  lack  of  proper  schooling  facilities  that  is  driving 
so  many  of  the  better  element  of  otir  country  people  from  the  farms 
into  our  towns  and  cities. 

It  is  very  evident  that  there  is  a  steady  pressure  upward  in  all 
standards  of  efiSciency.  Machinery  is  rapidly  taking  the  place  of 
the  inefficient  human  being.  In  the  great  stress  of  competition  in 
present-day  methods,  the  dullard  and  the  ignorant  must  go  to  the 
wall  ;  u])  to  a  certain  point,  he  may  be  able  to  earn  a  living  wage,  but 
there  cniiies  a  time  when  he  can  go  no  further.  Opportunity  aftei- 
opportunity  may  come  to  him,  but  he  is  unable  to  take  advantage  of 
iheni,  because  he  is  unfitted  to  fill  the  positions  open  to  him.  A 
manager  of  a  Maryland  tobacco  factory  stated  that  an  opening 
occurred  at  the  head  of  one  of  his  departments.  There  w^ere  six 
young  men  employed  in  it,  and  wishing  to  give  them  an  opportunity 
for  advancement,  he  offered  the  position  to  each  in  turn,  only  to 
find  that  not  one  of  them  was  equal  to  filling  it,  because  he  did  not 
understand  coniiiion  fractions.  It  is  said  of  a  certain  iiiilliiig  dis- 
trict in  Maryland,  that  a  hopeless,  endless  chain  of  poverty,  ignor- 
ance and  inefficiency  has  been  maintained  there  for  generations  by 
the  economic  blunder  of  sending  the  children  into  the  mills  before 
they  had  gained  sufficient  education  to  enable  them  to  take  higher 
positions  as  they  grew  older.  The  children  begin  with  a  pittance 
and  are  advanced  if  they  are  industrious,  until  they  reach  a  certain 
point,  when  they  can  go  no  further.   They  are  not  intelligent  enough 
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to  fill  more  lucrative  positions  and  are  really  worth  no  more  to 
their  employer  than  they  receive,  a  wage  that  is  not  suflScient  to 
support  them  as  adults  with  a  family.  Sometimes  the  man  becomes 
discourao-ed  and  humiliated,  because  many  times  they  are  unable  to 
earn  more  than  the  mill  girl  they  have  taken  for  a  wife,  and  they 
throw  up  their  jobs,  become  dissipated  and  idle,  content  to  live  upon 
the  wages  of  their  wife  and  children,  for  the  hopeless,  endless  chain 
begins  again  by  the  necessity  (?)  of  the  second  generation  of  chil- 
dren going  to  work  before  they,  in  their  turn,  have  been  in  school 
long  enough,  not  alone  to  learn  to  read  and  write,  but  to  have  these 
principles  so  strongly  impressed  upon  them  that  they  will  not  for- 
get what  they  have  learned  in  the  physical  stress  of  their  later  lives. 

Would  it  not  be  a  matter  of  simple  economy  to  step  in  and  stop 
once  for  all  this  terrible  round  after  round  of  wasted  humanity? 
We  hear  much  of  conservation  in  these  days — conservation  of  our 
forests,  our  minerals,  our  water  su]>ply — but  there  is  greater  conser- 
vation to  be  considered  than  of  our  material  resources,  and  that  is  a 
conservation  of  our  citizenship.  Let  us  look  this  terrible  waste  of 
childhood  fairly  in  the  face,  and  ask  ourselves  what  it  really  means 
to  the  nation  and  to  ourselves  as  individuals,  as  well  as  to  the  chil- 
dren. It  is  the  greatest  economic  blunder  of  the  age,  this  failure 
to  develop  the  child  into  the  very  best  citizen  he  is  capable  of 
i>ec-()ming. 

Now,  if  this  is  so,  whatever  the  difficulties  in  the  way,  let  the  first 
step  be  taken.  Put  the  child  in  school.  At  least  give  him  the  oppor- 
tunity, for  after  all,  that  is  only  what  Compulsory  School  Attend- 
ance means — simply  opportunity  for  each  and  every  child  in  this 
free  America  of  ours  to  secure  his  birthright.  School  Attendance 
does  not  necessarily  mean  higher  education,  nor  does  it  mean  im- 
posing upon  a  child  a  knowledge  that  will  make  him  discontented 
with  the  work  which  he  will  be  called  upon  to  perform  in  his  special 
station  in  life.  On  rhe  contrary,  it  means  teaching  him  to  work 
with  his  hands;  it  means  fitting  him  for  the  special  niche  in  the 
world's  work  which  he  is  best  adapted  to  fill ;  it  means  giving  him  a 
chance  to  become  a  self-supporting,  self-respecting  adult  when  he 
grows  up;  it  means  giving  him  the  opportunity  to  become  a  really 
intelligent  citizen  of  the  greatest  republic  in  the  world.  School 
Attendance  will  involve  many  other  things — better  schools,  indus- 
trial training,  domestic  science,  agricultural  instruction,  good  roads, 
vocational  supervision,  for  it  is  all  along  the  same  great  road  of 
progress.  One  reform  calls  for  another.  It  is  not  less,  but  more 
that  we  are  called  upon  to  do. 
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As  Professor  Rose  has  said,  "We  would  do  well  to  face  our  duty 
frankly  for  there  it  stands  a  fact  of  our  life  which  we  cannot  ignore, 
however  much  we  try.  It  is  a  fact  of  our  industrial,  our  com- 
mercial, our  social  life,  it  is  contributing  to  the  moral  atmosphere  in 
which  our  children  are  growing  up,  it  touches  the  very  bones  and 
fibre  of  our  being.  This  illiteracy  represents  our  task.  As  those 
who  went  before  us  played  their  part  in  building  up  our  civilization, 
let  us  frankly  face  the  task  of  our  day — not  half  of  it,  but  the 
tohole." 

And  in  this  great  forward  march  of  progress,  where  does  Mary- 
land stand?  In  the  last  census,  Maryland  was  thirty-second  among 
the  states  of  the  Union  in  illiteracy,  and  there  were  100,000  illit- 
erates in  our  midst,  but  that  was  ten  years  ago.  The  new  census 
leturns  are  not  yet  out,  so  that  we  are  not  sure  of  our  present  fig- 
ures. We  do  know,  however,  that  some  of  the  Southern  States  have 
forged  ahead  of  us  and  secured  State  School  Attendance  Laws.  We 
do  know,  too,  that  Maryland  is  the  only  Eastern  Middle  Atlantic 
State,  and  the  furthest  State  North,  to  have  no  such  law — even 
Delaware  has  advanced  from  the  ranks  of  the  unenlightened  and 
lias  had  a  law  for  several  years.  We  do  know  also  that  Maryland  is 
one  of  the  eight  remaining  States  in  the  Union  without  such  a  law, 
while  the  only  law  we  do  possess,  a  law  applying  only  to  Baltimore 
city  and  Allegany  county,  has  the  lowest  standard  on  record,  a 
twelve-year  age  limit,  and  only  four  years  of  schooling,  and  by  the 
report  of  our  State  Board  of  Education  for  1910,  we  are  told  that 
44,152  children  are  out  of  school  every  day  in  the  year  in  Mary- 
land. 

Is  this  not  something  to  make  us  blush?  Is  it  not  time  to  wipe 
this  stain  from  the  fair  record  of  our  State  by  the  enactment  at  the 
next  General  Assembly  of  a  sane,  wise  and  effective  School  Attend- 
ance Law? 

COMPULSORY  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  LAWS  IN 
OTHER  STATES. 


The  United  States  has  been  referred  to  as  a  country  where  no  one 
is  compelled  to  do  anything.  In  the  main,  this  seems  to  be  true,  but 
with,  respect  to  the  inherent  right  of  every  child  to,  at  least,  an 
elementary  education,  and  the  unmistakable  duty  of  the  State  to 
guarantee  this,  even  though  it  be  in  the  face  of  opposition  of  parents, 
is  a  principle  that  has  been  pretty  universally  accepted. 
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More  than  forty  of  our  States  have  enacted  statutes  recognizing 
this  policy  to  a  greater  or  less  degree,  and  the  Courts  have  invariably 
sustained  their  constitutionality.  An  earnest  and  pronounced  pub- 
lic sentiment  is  essential  to  accomplish  the  enactment  of  compulsory 
school  attendance  laws  and  a  still  stronger  sentiment  is  necessary 
to  guarantee  their  enforcement  when  passed.  An  emotional  cam- 
paign may  result  in  the  enactment  of  such  legislation,  but  sustained 
sentiment  is  required  for  its  enforcement.  This  is  often  lacking  at 
first,  with  the  result  that  the  law  is  imperfectly  enforced.  In  many 
States  the  statutes  themselves  seem  to  have  generated  much  senti- 
ment in  their  favor,  and  brought  about  a  rather  strict  enforcement. 

Massachusetts  has  to  a  large  extent,  been  the  pioneer  in  handling 
this  problem  and  many  other  States  have  profited  by  her  experi- 
ences. The  Massachusetts  law  has  been  amended  from  time  to 
time,  but  at  present  requires  the  attendance  at  a  day  school  of  all 
children  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen,  and  between 
fourteen  and  sixteen  of  those  who  cannot  read  and  Avrite  the 
English  language. 

Attendance  at  a  private  school  is  accepted  as  the  equivalent, 
provided  the  public  school  authorities  are  satisfied  that  the  work 
done  is  equal  in  quality. 

Children  who,  on  account  of  mental  or  physical  defects  are  dis- 
qualified from  attending  the  ordinary  schools,  are  required  to  be 
sent  to  institutions,  if  such  exist,  where  their  defects  may  be  dealt 
with. 

The  employment  of  the  required  number  of  truant  officers  is 
mandatory. 

In  New  York  the  age  is  8  to  IG,  except  in  the  case  of  children 
between  14  and  16  who  have  met  required  educational  qualifications, 
and  are  regularly  employed.  The  appointment  of  truant  officers 
is  mandatory. 

In  Maine,  the  age  is  7  to  15,  and  attendance  as  long  as  the  school 
is  in  session  is  required.  The  appointment  of  truant  officers  is 
optional  with  the  school  authorities,  and  a  fine  is  imposed  on  the 
parents  for  non-compliance. 

In  Connecticut,  the  enforcement  is  not  left  with  the  local  authori- 
ties, but  entrusted  to  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  the  work 
of  private  schools  accepted  as  equivalent,  is  more  closely  scrutinized 
than  in  other  States. 

In  Ohio,  the  requirements  with  respect  to  age,  educational  qualifi- 
cations, and  employment  are  the  same  as  in  Is'ew  York,  but  the  term 
is  for  24  weeks,  instead  of  for  the  entire  school  session.  This 
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attendance  must  begin  with  the  beginning  of  the  session  unless 
other  arrangements  are  made  with  the  superintendent. 

In  Colorado,  the  age  is  8  to  16,  but  children  who  have  completed 
the  work  of  the  8th  grade  as  well  as  those  over  14  years  of  age  who 
are  needed  for  the  support  of  parents,  are  excepted.  A  second  con 
viction  under  the  law,  involves  imprisonment  as  well  as  a  fine  for 
non-compliance. 

If  the  child  is  unable  to  attend  school  because  his  help  is  required 
for  the  support  of  the  family  or  by  reason  of  poverty,  he  is  not 
properly  clothed,  the  truant  officer  is  required  to  so  report  to  the 
State  agencies  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  who  shall  ])rovide  aid. 
This  provision,  it  will  be  seen,  recognizes  the  principle  that  parental 
need  furnishes  no  ground  for  depriving  a  child  of  his  educational 
heritage. 

In  the  more  than  forty  States  that  have  enacted  compulsory  school 
attendance  legislation,  we  tind  their  laws  in  a  great  majority  of 
(ases,  to  include  the  following  provisions : 

(a)  Age,  8  to  16  years,  excepting  those  between  11  and  16,  when 
])rescribed  educational  requirements  have  been  met  or  when  the 
child  is  regularly  employed. 

(b)  The  term  of  attendance  is  for  the  entire  annual  session. 

(c)  Attendance  at  a  private  school  is  accepted  as  an  equivalent, 
provided  the  work  is  of  quality  equal  to  that  of  the  j)ublic  school. 

(d)  The  enforcement  is  left  to  the  school  authorities,  who  take 
the  initiative  in  prosecutions,  and  that  special  agents,  known  as 
truant  officers,  are  employed  to  detect  violations  and  aid  in  enforce- 
ment. 

(e)  Parental  or  truant  schools  are  provided  for  children  who 
cannot  be  kept  in  the  ordinary  schools.

Keport  of  the  Principal,  Miss  Sarah  E.  Richmond. 

Baltimore/Md.,  October  16,  1911. 
The  Honorahle,  The  State  Board  of  Education^  Annapolis,  Md. 
Gentlemen : 

To  me  is  again  accorded  the  honor  of  submitting  the  report  of 
the  Marjiand  State  Normal  School  for  the  year  ending  July  31, 
1911. 

During  the  year  357  students  have  been  enrolled,  65  of  these 
being  in  the  Model  or  Training  School.  Seventy-three  students 
were  graduated  in  June.  At  the  date  of  this  report  71  of  the  Class 
of  1911  are  teaching  in  Maryland  schools;  the  remaining  two-  for 
personal  reasons  prefer  a  few  months'  longer  vacation. 

The  growth  of  the  school  from  its  organization  has  been  steady. 
It  began  with  small  equipment,  limited  resources,  few  pupils,  and 
a  faculty  of  but  one  who  devoted  his  whole  time  to  the  school.  The 
faculty  now  numbers  fifteen  teachers  and  a  librarian,  all  of  whom 
are  actuated  by  the  consciousness  of  high  aims,  and  devotion  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  school.  The  faculty  meetings — two  a  month-  - 
tend  to  keep  the  members  in  touch  with  the  best  educational  thought 
of  the  day.  There  are  considered  at  these  meetings  not  only  local 
questions  of  interest,  but  the  works  of  leading  educational  thinkers, 
and  the  curricula  and  management  of  the  best  Normal  schools. 

The  Normal  School  is  not  an  institution  of  general  culture 
merely.  It  has  a  specific  function — to  fit  competent  teachers  for 
the  schools  of  the  State.  It  must  always  be  borne  in  mind  that  com- 
petent teaching  requires  a  definite  and  up  to  date  knowledge  of  the 
things  to  be  taught  supplemented  by  a  fair  knowledge  of  kindred 
subjects.  The  Normal  School  student  should  therefore  be  well 
informed  on  academic  subjects  before  entering  the  Normal  School, 
and  this  information  should  be  strengthened  and  broadened  by 
other  subjects  pursued  in  the  Normal  School. 

But  if  the  Normal  School  did  no  more  than  this  there  would  be 
no  need  of  its  existence.  As  we  have  schools  of  forestry,  of  medi- 
cine, of  dentistr-y,  of  journalism,  that  The  members  may  be  taught  to 
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^tudj  causes  and  conditions,  to  work  for  good  results  and  to  work 
skillfully,  so  in  a  Normal  School  the  study  of  the  mind,  and  the 
means  and  process  necessary  to  stimulate  that  mind  to  its  best 
action  and  development  is  the  part  to  dominate  all  others. 

Conditions  must  determine  how  far  academic  subjects  should 
enter  into  a  curriculum.  The  intellectual  needs  of  a  community, 
as  far  as  consistent,  should  be  met  in  its  schools.  The  trend  of 
modern  needs,  especially  in  rural  districts,  seems  to  be  toward 
agriculture,  manual  training,  domestic  science.  These  then  are 
vital  subjects  for  the  schools.  To  teach  them  one  must  know  them. 
Where  are  the  teachers,  coming  from  town  and  cities,  who  go  into 
rural  schools,  to  learn  them?  Should  not  these  subjects  form  a 
part  of  the  curriculum  of  a  Normal  School  which  sends  teachers  into 
these  rural  schools? 

Our  Normal  School  can  theorize  upon  these  subjects  but  it  cannot 
teach  the  pupils  how  to  do  by  doing,  on  account  of  its  limited  space. 
^Fodern  demands  upon  the  schools  are  crowding  us  out  of  our  pres- 
ent quarters  and  are  obliging  us  to  seek  more  space,  more  light, 
purer  air,  larger  quarters.  May  the  General  Assembly  of  1912  fur- 
ther the  action  of  that  of  1910  by  giving  to  its  State  Normal  School, 
grounds  and  a  building,  meeting  the  requirements  of  present  day 
educational  needs,  the  growth  of  the  school,  and  the  expectations  of 
tlie  people  of  Maryland. 

The  teaching  force  of  the  school  has  been  strengthened  by  the 
election  of  an  assistant  in  English,  Miss  Reiche.  Miss  Reiche  has 
entered  upon  her  duties  with  considerable  zeal  and  has  fulfilled  all 
expectations. 

I  am  glad  to  state  that  the  Model  School  experience  of  the  Junior 
Class  has  been  considerably  increased.  Each  student  of  this  class 
gave  ten  consecutive  weeks  to  observation  work  in  the  school.  This 
observation  is  not  only  under  careful  supervision  but  is  supple- 
mented by  reports  and  critiques  on  the  same,  by  definite  instructions 
in  lesson  plans,  and  in  class  management. 

We  are  closely  watching  our  Senior  Class  this  year  to  note  the 
results  of  this  careful  supervision. 

During  the  summer  the  cataloguing  of  the  library  was  begun, 
under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Mary  P.  Farr.  So  far  833  volumes 
have  been  catalogued.  The  work  was  interrupted  by  the  want  of 
funds  to  continue  it  further.  We  hope,  however,  during  the  year 
to  complete  the  work  so  well  begun.

Report  of  Principal — Reginald  H.  Ridgely. 

To  the  Honorable  Members  of  the  State  Board  of  Education, 

Annapolis,  Md. 
Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  as  to  the  condition 
of  State  Normal  School  No.  2,  for  the  session  of  1910-1911. 

Attendance. 

There  were  in  attendance  for  the  session  of  1910-1911  one  hundred 
and  twenty-one  pupils. 

Faculty. 

The  members  of  the  Faculty  have  done  effective  Avork,  and  to 
their  co-operation,  and  to  that  of  our  students  and  alumni,  is 
largely  due  our  recent  marked  success.  It  is  the  unanimous  opinion 
of  the  Faculty  that,  with  a  properly  equipped  dormitory,  the  output 
of  the  school  can  be  greatly  increased.  I,  therefore,  take  this 
opportunity  to  urge  upon  your  Honorable  Body  the  wisdom  and 
necessity  of  providing  State  Normal  School  No.  2  with  a  suitable 
dormitory. 

As  TO  THE  Future. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  actual  attendance  is,  to-day,  double  that 
of  June  1909.  The  number  of  pupils  in  the  Senior  and  Junior 
classes,  which  constitute  the  Normal  School  proper,  is  227%  greater 
than  in  June  1909.  The  real  significance  of  these  figures  cannot 
be  understood  unless  view^ed  in  the  light  that  a  school  must  be  built 
up  from  the  lower  grades.  This  is  what  we  have  been  doing,  and  I 
have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that,  to-day,  State  Normal  No.  2  is  a 
l)aying  investment ;  and  that,  in  the  near  future,  it  will  prove  a  very 
profitable  investment  to  the  State  of  Maryland.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

History. 

On  September  15th,  1902,  the  doors  of  the  State  Normal  School  at 
Frostburg  were  opened  to  students  for  the  first  time.  Three  classes 
were  formed:  Freshmen;  Sophomore;  Junior.  Full  work  began  on 
the  18th  with  the  organization  of  primary  classes  in  the  Model  depart- 
ment. This  was  accomplished  through  the  co-operation  of  the 
Board  of  School  Commissioners  for  Allegany  County,  who  trans- 
ferred pupils  and  teachers  from  the  Beall  School  to  the  Normal. 

Course  of  Study. 

The  Course  of  Study  begins  in  the  Freshman  year  with  a  careful 
review^  of  the  major  subjects  of  the  Common-School  branches,  pre- 
sented from  both  the  professional  and  the  academic  viewpoint,  thus 
affording  two-fold  advantage  to  the  student. — The  study  of  the 
theory  and  the  art  of  teaching  begins  in  the  Junior  year,  and  con- 
tinues throughout  the  course.  In  addition,  students  will  be  re- 
quired before  graduation  to  do  observation  and  practise  work  in  the 
Training  school  for  at  least  one  hour  a  day  during  the  last  year. 
This  is  the  keystone  in  the  arch  tvhich  Maryland  expects  her  Xormal 
School  to  huild.  To  those  students  who  may  not  be  able  to  com- 
plete the  course,  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  offer  excellent 
opportunity  to  prepare  for  examination  for  teachers'  certificates, 
since  they  cover  the  usual  high  school  course. 

Characteristics  of  the  School. 

A  school  is  known  through  its  dominant  characteristics,  and  its 
value  is  determined  by  its  results.  This  school  stands,  first  of  all, 
for  the  best  that  is  possible  in  public  school  education.  It  stands 
for  the  most  practical  and  the  most  sensible  things  that  can  be  done 
for  boys  and  girls  of  this  commonwealth.  It  is  the  aim  of  the 
Principal  to  put  into  the  Normal,  and,  through  its  graduates,  into 
the  public  schools,  the  things  that  shall  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to 
the  children  of  the  common  school. 

In  the  second  place,  this  institution  stands  for  hard  work  and 
sound  scholarship.  Those  who  complete  its  course  of  study  should 
have  no  reason  to  fear  educational  tests  wheresoever  duty  calls 
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theiJi.  Its  graduates  should  be  successful  in  the  great  Avork  of 
teaching,  and  meet  the  commendation  of  their  official  superiors. 

In  the  third  i)lace,  this  school  stands  for  freedom  in  method. 
Theie  are  no  ])et  theories  to  advocate,  no  pet  hobbies  to  ride.  The 
members  of  the  faculty  must  be  specialists  in  their  respective  lines, 
and  should  be  granted  all  freedom  that  is  essential  to  the  highest 
good  in  pedagogical  training;  hence,  they  must  be  alert  and  ready, 
striving  to  attain  the  best  in  educational  results. 

In  the  fourth  place,  the  school  stands  for  sound  morals  and  high 
character,  beautified  and  ennobled  by  ''that  fine  sense  which  men 
call  courtesy.''    ^^tudents  of  every  creed  and  degree  are  welcome. 


Two  societies,  the  Stephens  and  the  Chaplain,  were  organized 
early  in  the  first  term  of  the  first  year,  and  they  hold  regular  meet- 
ings each  Friday,  ^[uch  interest  has  been  shown  in  this  work  by 
1he  students. 


'J'his  dei)artment  is  in  charge  of  experienced  teachers.  Work 
begins  with  the  ])rimary  grades,  and  every  opportunity  is  afforded 
for  <)l)servation  and  practice  under  criticism.  Primary  manual 
training,  in  correlati(m  with  other  work,  is  an  integral  factor.  The 
de])artment  is  directly  under  the  charge  of  the  Principal  of  the 
Xormal  Scliool,  and  is  the  very  heart  of  the  school  body. 

A  ])upil  may  also  enter  the  first  year  of  the  model  department  and 
(ontinue  through  all  the  grades  and  classes  of  the  school  until, 
finally,  the  dijjlouia  of  the  State  is  granted  to  one  accredited  as  a 
teacher.

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MARYLAND 
NORMAL  AND  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL. 

(For  Colored  Students.) 

The  Maryland  Normal  and  Industrial  School  was  established 
by  a  special  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  session  of 
1908.  The  State,  by  this  act,  took  over  the  Baltimore  Colored 
Normal  School,  made  it  a  part  of  the  educational  system  of  the 
State,  and  placed  it  directly  under  the  supervision  and  control  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education. 

The  act  provides  that,  in  addition  to  normal  training,  agricultural 
and  mechanical  work  shall  be  given.  Since  a  majority  of  the  stu- 
dents will  be  females,  household  economics  will  also  form  a  part 
of  the  course. 

The  patrons  of  the  school  can  feel  assured  that  in  selecting  the 
location,  the  board  took  into  full  consideration  the  further  develop- 
ment of  the  institution  and  the  welfare  of  the  students.  It  was 
thought  that  the  true  intent  of  the  act  could  be  better  carried  out 
by  removing  the  school  to  the  country.  The  board  encountered 
considerable  difficulty  in  securing  a  property  with  suitable  environ- 
ment and  necessary  facilities  for  such  an  institution.  Finally,  in 
1910  a  farm,  consisting  of  187  acres,  bearing  the  old  patent  name  of 
Jericho  and  located  near  Bowie,  Prince  George's  County,  was  pur- 
chased. 

The  school  buildings  at  Jericho  Park  are  one  mile  from  Bowie, 
which  is  at  the  junction  of  the  Baltimore  and  Washington  line  and 
the  Pope's  Creek  branch  of  the  Pennsylvania  Kailroad  system.  The 
officials  of  the  road  have  granted  a  request  for  a  station  directly 
in  front  of  the  school.  The  Washington,  Baltimore  and  Annapolis 
Electric  line  also  runs  near  the  farm  at  the  rear. 

The  school  farm  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  historic  in  the 
State.  Its  settlement  dates  back  to  1716.  Here,  between  Baltimore 
(the  sixth  largest  city  in  the  union),  and  Washington,  its  capital, 
is  located  this  school  for  the  training  of  young  negro  men  and 
women.  In  the  midst  of  beautiful  and  picturesque  scenery  it  offers 
the  quiet  so  necessary  for  the  student  in  the  pursuit  of  his  ideals. 
Entirely  apart  from  the  allurements  and  seductions  of  the  great 
city,  it  offers,  on  account  of  its  proximity,  all  of  the  cities'  advan- 
tages— the  best  libraries,  hospitals,  churches — in  fact,  all  that  is 
within  the  sphere  and  influence  of  the  most  modern  in  American 
thought  and  progress. 
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AcCOM  MODATIONS. 

There  has  been  erected  on  the  school  farm  a  large  and  complete 
school  building  with  modern  conveniences  and  appointments.  This 
building  will  furnish  accommodation  for  the  female  students.  A 
farm  house  shelters  the  farmer  and  his  help,  and  arrangements  for 
dormitory  quarters  for  the  male  students  will  have  been  completed 
bv  the  opening  of  the  school.  On  the  farm,  which  insures  the  outlet 
and  space  necessary  for  a  growing  institution,  the  Agricultural 
Department  of  the  United  States  Government  will  carry  on  extensive 
experiments  and  the  State  Board  of  Forestry  will  establish  a  model 
forest  and  plantation  for  raising  the  different  trees  for  the  reforesta- 
tion of  the  State.  Water  is  supplied  from  a  splendid  running 
spring  on  the  school  farm  and  is  piped  into  a  lower  reservoir,  near 
the  school,  and  is  then  pumped  by  an  engine  into  an  elevated  reser- 
voir, from  whence  the  building  is  supplied  with  water. 

Aims  of  the  School. 

It  is  important  to  recognize  clearly  that  negro  education  presents 
some  peculiar  and  difiicult  phases,  because  of  the  peculiar  place  the 
negro  occupies  in  the  economic  situation.  This  means  that  we 
should  keep  steadily  in  mind  that  the  development  of  any  special 
capacity  or  ability  he  may  have  must  be  emphasized  as  well  as  the 
acquisition  of  knowledge.  The  school  will  undertake  to  add  to  the 
public  school  teaching  force  of  Maryland  efficient,  enthusiastic  and 
progressive  teachers.  It  will  always  keep  before  it  the  fact  that 
school  positions,  particularly  in  the  rural  schools,  depend  largely 
for  attractiveness  and  usefulness  upon  the  training  and  personality 
of  the  teachers.  There  can  be  no  question  about  the  necessity  for 
a  rational,  concerted  effort  to  help  prepare  negro  teachers  for  these 
positions,  who,  through  the  very  nature  of  their  training  will  be  able 
to  bring  to  these  districts  more  competence  and  enthusiasm  and 
be  rewarded,  in  their  turn,  by  a  more  genuine  response  on  the  part 
of  the  people  to  their  educational  efforts  and  a  more  hearty  and  in- 
telligent co-operation.  The  normal  course  will  be  equal  to  the 
ordinary  high  school  course,  with  much  emphasis  placed  upon 
thoroughness  in  English  training.  Special  effort  on  the  part  of 
the  faculty  will  be  made  to  develop  and  fit  the  student  for  duty  as  a 
teacher.  Students  graduating  from  this  school  will  not  be  required 
to  undergo  examination  for  positions  in  the  public  schools. 

The  best  thought  of  the  times  inclines  toward  the  conception, 
that  now,  and  perhaps  for  many  years  to  come  agricultural  and 
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industrial  training  are  plainly  indicated  for  the  negro  by  the  situa- 
tion itself.  Teaching  the  negro  boy  and  girl  to  love  and  live  success- 
fully the  agricultural  life  and  see  its  possibilities  is  tremendously 
important  now,  for  the  appallingly  high  death  rate  of  negroes  in 
cities  must  be  lessened  if  he  is  not  ultimately  to  disappear  from 
American  life.  The  school  farm  offers  exceptional  opportunities  for 
training  along  this  particular  line.  The  breeding  and  raising  of 
thoroughbred  stock  will  be  one  of  the  farm  features.  Arrangements 
are  being  made  to  have  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  United 
States  Government  make  this  farm,  in  a  large  sense,  an  experiment 
station.  This  must  be  regarded  as  an  unusually  important  feature 
of  the  Institution. 

As  the  work  justifies  it,  the  fundamental  industries  will  be  added. 
When  the  word  fundamental  is  used,  it  is  used  with  this  fact  in  mind, 
that  a  large  majority  of  the  negroes  who  earn  their  living  as  skilled 
artisans  do  so  through  a  very  few  of  the  industries ;  for  instance, 
the  men  through  carpentry,  painting,  blacksmithing,  plastering, 
papering  and  shoemaking,  and  the  women  through  domestic  science, 
sewing  and  millinery  work.  Many  other  trades  taught  in  the  great 
industrial  schools  for  negroes  may  be  important,  but  not  propor- 
tionally so  when  the  expense  involved  is  to  be  considered.  In  the 
very  beginning  much  stress  will  be  placed  upon  the  teaching  of 
domestic  science  to  the  young  women  who  become  students  in  this 
school,  in  order  that  they  may  not  only  become  better  prepared  to 
serve  the  people  as  teachers  and  in  other  vocations,  but  that  they 
may  be  fitted  to  make  the  type  of  homes  upon  which  the  very  exist- 
ence of  the  race  itself,  to  a  great  extent,  depends.

Methods  Applied  to  a  Review  of  Elementary  Branches. 
Requirements  for  Admission  and  Residence  at  the  School. 

The  age  limit  for  entrance  is  placed  at  fifteen  years.  Students 
entering  must  have  had  at  least  the  equivalent  of  the  first  six  grades 
in  our  best  public  schools.  Applicants  must  be  healthy,  show  a 
physician's  certificate  that  such  is  the  case,  of  good  morals,  as 
attested  by  recommendation  of  a  responsible  person,  preferably  the 
County  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Each  student  will  be  expected 
to  give  one  hour's  free  service  to  the  school  each  day,  not  only  thai 
they  may  become  proficient  along  any  special  industrial  line,  but 
that  they  may  be  able  to  show  a  cheerful  willingness  and  ability  to 
perform  the  tasks  that  must  be  a  part  of  the  lives  of  those  who  live 
most  intelligently  and  in  accord  with  the  truth,  that  the  heart,  the 
mind  and  the  hand  must  all  be  trained  and  cultivated  in  order  that 
one  may  be  really  educated. 


The  school  will  make  no  charge  for  tuition.  A  charge  of  |9.50 
per  month,  payable  strictly  in  advance,  will  be  made  for  board, 
room,  heat  and  light.  Books  are  free,  but  a  deposit  of  $2.00  is 
I'equired  on  entrance  to  insure  their  proper  care.  It  is  the  intention 
of  the  State  Board  to  offer  whatever  opportunities  it  can  to  provide 
selfhelp,  but  no  student  must  enter  expecting  to  be  able  to  secure 
work  without  previous  arrangement  with  the  Principal.  All  students 
will  be  expected  to  care  for  their  rooms  and  will  be  required  to 
keep  the  same  in  the  veiw  best  of  order  and  open  to  inspection. 

Non-resident  students  are  expected  to  board  at  the  school,  unless 
good  reasons  are  given  for  a  contrary  arrangement. 

No  student  will  be  registered  for  a  shorter  period  than  one  month, 
and  all  who  leave  before  the  end  of  the  same  are  charged  with  a 
full  month's  board.  This  means  that  a  full  month's  board  must  be 
paid  upon  entering  school  for  each  calendar  month  or  fraction 
thereof. 

Students  entering  the  school  must  be  supplied  with  substantial 
clothing,  a  comfort  or  a  pair  of  blankets,  two  pairs  of  sheets,  two 
pillow  cases  and  four  towels. 


Fees. 
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No  student  under  twenty-one  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the 
school  except  by  a  written  request  from  parents  or  guardians  to 
the  Principal. 

Persons  seeking  admission  should  write  to  the  Principal  for  an 
application  blank,  w^hich  they  will  fill  out  and  return. 
Students  are  urged  to  be  present  on  the  opening  days. 

Ideals. 

While  the  school  will  be,  like  all  State  institutions  are,  strictly 
undenominational  and  unsectarian,  the  atmosphere  will  be  Christian 
and  every  safeguard  possible  will  be  thrown  around  the  students. 
Their  mental,  moral  and  physical  health  will  be  carefully  looked 
after,  and  every  effort  will  be  bent  towards  influencing  and  molding 
their  characters  to  the  end  that  the  highest  ideals  of  service  to  race 
and  country  may  obtain. 

OPENING. 

The  school  opened  to  receive  students  for  the  first  time  on  Septem- 
ber 25,  1911,  and  the  Principal  makes  the  following  report  as  of  date 
October  15,  1911 : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  we  are  beginning  the  first  year  of 
Ihe  Maryland  Normal  and  Industrial  School  under  the  most 
encouraging  and  favorable  circumstances.  We  have  enrolled  about 
fifty  (40)  pupils  of  exceptionally  promising  type.  This  number  is 
about  the  capacity  of  the  school  for  the  proper  accommodation  of 
students. 

The  boys  without  exception  are  doing  the  work  of  the  school ; 
that  is  cutting  corn,  digging  potatoes,  cutting  cord  wood  for  the 
school  furnace  and  all  other  necessary  work. 

The  girls  are  doing  the  work  which  naturally  falls  to  their  share. 
They  are  cooking,  learning  to  cook  and  sew  and  do  laundry  work 
as  well  as  the  cleaning  and  scrubbing  necessary  here  in  the  school. 
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THE  RELATIONS  OF  THE  SCHOOL  TO  THE 
COMMUNITY.

The  relations  existing  between  the  school  and  the  community 
are  not  always  what  they  should  be.  Too  often  they  are  antago- 
nistic rather  than  harmonious  and  co-operative.  The  cause  is 
sometimes  found  in  one,  sometimes  in  the  other,  and  not  infrequently 
in  both.  A  good  school  is  rarely  found  in  the  midst  of  an  indif- 
ferent and  unsympathetic  neighborhood,  nor  is  an  intelligent,  pro- 
gressive communit}^  very  likely  to  be  afflicted  with  a  poor  and 
inefficient  school.  The  real  truth  lies  in  the  conclusion  that  good 
or  bad  conditions  in  either  are  both  the  effect  and  the  cause  of 
similar  conditions  in  the  other.  This  reciprocal  relation  and  its 
origin  is  vital,  and  must  be  carefully  noted  in  educational  theory 
and  practice.  "As  is  the  school,  so  is  the  community,"  is  no  more 
axiomatic  than  its  converse,  "As  is  the  community  so  is  the  school." 
It  is,  therefoi  e,  evident  that  the  two  are  absolutely  reciprocal. 

What  positi(m  then  should  the  school  occupy  in  its  environment, 
and  what  attitude  should  it  assume?  Primarily  it  should  aim  to 
educate,  but  in  what?  Too  often  its  function  is  circumscribed  by 
the  narrow  limits  of  text-books  and  their  contents.  Too  often  the 
community  objects  to  anything  broader  aud  more  vitalizing  than 
this,  and  frequently  the  teacher  is  satisfied  with  herself  and  her 
work  when  the  daily  grind  and  routine  of  letters,  words,  and 
figures  have  been  administered.  It  is  the  business  of  the  school 
to  teach,  but  this  is  not  its  only  duty,  if  by  teaching  is  meant 
merely  familiarizing  children  with  the  contents  of  text-books.  The 
school  should  be  a  centre  not  only  of  education  on  the  too  common 
understanding  of  that  term,  but  must,  if  it  is  to  be  an  instrument 
of  real  culture,  stand  for  every  thing  that  makes  for  manly  and 
womanly  character ;  that  stimulates  and  quickens  the  finest  impulses 
of  heart  and  brain ;  that  ])oints  the  way  to  community  uplift  and 
progress ;  that  radiates  truth,  honesty,  honor,  refinement ;  that  incul- 
cates the  highest  type  of  industry,  and  illustrates  the  loftiest 
devotion  to  duty. 

The  school  sustains  a  moral  relation  to  the  community  that  can- 
not be  ignored.  ''This  involves,"  says  Swett,  ''civility,  politeness, 
good  manners."    "The  difiiculties  of  moral  teaching,"  says  Bain, 
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"exceed  in  every  way  the  difficulties  of  intellectual  teaching."  It 
seems  to  us  that  any  attempts  to  teach  morals  by  mere  precept  are 
futile.  Such  teaching  must  come  from  the  character,  the  bearing, 
the  personality,  the  atmosphere  of  the  teacher  at  school,  and  of 
the  parents  in  the  home.  The  home  too  often  fails  in  these,  and  by 
this  failure  the  teacher's  task  is  magnified,  yet  it  must  not  be 
shirked.  The  ignorant  parent  who  wrote  to  the  teacher,  "I  don't 
send  my  Johnny  to  school  to  git  manners.  I  can  learn  him  manners 
at  home,"  exemplifies  the  type  with  which  the  school  has  too 
frequently  to  deal,  but  its  duty  to  the  home  and  the  community 
stands  nevertheless. 

The  school  bears  to  the  community  an  industrial  and  economic 
relation.  Many  opportunities  present  themselves  to  the  alert 
teacher  for  hints  on  household  economy,  lessons  in  neatness,  cleanli- 
ness, dress,  and  closely  associated  with  these  come  good  house- 
keeping, good  cooking,  and  general  hints  on  household  economics. 
It  is  not  always  easy  to  approach  these  topics  without  offending 
some  who  resent  such  teaching  as  reflections  on  their  home  methods 
and  training,  but  much  can  be  done  in  a  tactful  way  to  awaken  an 
interest  in  improved  home  conditions,  and  when  this  has  been  accom- 
X>lished,  the  children  will  be  able  to  introduce  innovations  at  home 
without  antagonism. 

The  teacher  who  would  make  her  school  the  agent  and  instru- 
ment of  such  service,  must  attract  to  herself  and  her  work,  first  the 
pupils,  and  through  them  the  parents.  She  must  stand  as  it  were 
upon  a  pedestal,  not  by  self-assertion,  or  haughty  aloofness,  but 
by  virtue  of  her  character,  her  intelligence,  her  skill,  and  her 
gracious,  masterful  personality.  Having  won  this  distinction,  she 
is  ready  to  lift  the  school  to  her  own  level,  and  make  it  a  diffusing 
centre  of  influence.  Neighborhood  conditions,  community  needs 
can  now  be  noted,  and  plans  laid  for  development.  Talks  with  the 
children,  conferences  with  parents,  suggestions  for  neighborhood 
clubs,  and  circles  whose  objects  are  both  intellectual  and  industrial 
progress  may  now  be  arranged.  All  these  must  be  approached 
with  the  most  delicate  tactfulness  so  as  not  to  ofl'end.  No  hint  of 
a  missionary  attitude  or  relation  must  be  allowed  to  go  abroad, 
lest  resentment  defeat  the  best  intentions. 

While  the  immediate  purpose  of  the  school  is  to  direct  its  instruc- 
tion to  the  needs  and  demands  of  the  community,  it  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  all  its  training  is  not  so  limited  in  its  application. 
A  large  percentage  of  the  young  people  attending  a  school  go  out 
later  into  larger  fields  of  activity,  hence  should  be  trained  with  some 
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relation  to  this  broader  life.  This  phase  of  the  question  demands 
a  sound  basal  course,  conducive  to  general  culture  and  productive 
of  that  broad  scholarship  essential  to  every  occupation,  and  upon 
which  may  be  built  a  strong  superstructure  of  special  knowledge 
and  skill.  The  school,  while  instructing  the  youth  of  a  community 
in  the  rudiments  and  fundamentals  of  education,  should  at  the 
same  time,  through  the  skill  and  progressive  spirit  of  the  teacher, 
lead  the  community  in  advanced  thought  and  action  along  both 
scholastic  and  industrial  lines.  In  other  words,  the  school  should 
lead,  not  follow  in  new  ideas  and  enterprises.  In  this  leadership 
it  must  shape  and  dominate  thought  without  offensive  interference 
or  meddlesomeness,  and  by  virtue  of  its  position  as  educator,  com- 
mand respect  for  its  suggestions  touching  even  matters  not  purely 
scholastic. 

Owing  to  the  increased  expense,  it  is  not  possible  to  establish 
departments  of  domestic  science,  manual  and  commercial  training, 
or  agriculture  in  all  schools,  but  by  bringing  our  teachers  into 
touch  with  these  subjects  through  lectures  and  some  practical 
instruction  at  County  Institutes,  much  may  be  done  to  excite 
interest  and  influence  teachers  to  fit  themselves  to  carry  into  their 
schools  exceedingly  valuable  information  and  thus  diffuse  many 
practical  ideas  throughout  rural  communities.  In  my  own  county 
this  plan  was  introduced  at  the  annual  Institute  of  1911,  in  the 
departments  of  Manual  and  Commercial  Training,  and  next  year 
will  be  extended  to  Domestic  Science,  through  talks,  and  practical 
instruction  of  classes.  Should  it  be  foreign  to  the  duty  of  the 
country  school  to  show  children  how  to  sew,  to  cook,  to  keep  house, 
to  select  seed,  or  to  do  anything  affecting  favorably  community 
life  and  progress?  It  seems  to  me  that  such  suggestions  and  aids 
should  not  be  confined  to  sections  fortunate  enough  to  have  fully 
equipped  departments  for  imparting  such  instruction.  From  every 
school  should  go  out  the  spirit  of  helpfulness  and  everything  that 
tends  to  more  enlightened  modes  of  thought  and  living,  higher 
standards  of  conduct,  greater  skill  in  community  occupations,  better 
methods  on  the  farm,  and  in  the  home,  higher  conceptions  of  rural 
life  and  its  unlimited  possibilities  for  health,  contentment  and 
happiness. 

The  school  must,  if  it  is  to  do  its  whole  duty,  fulfill  its  mission, 
and  meet  its  manifold  responsibilities,  hold  itself  ready  to  accept 
and  sustain  in  its  community  a  relation  at  once  educative,  moral, 
industrial  and  economic.

In  Convention  Assembled  at  San  Francisco ,  California, 
July  13,  1911. 

Declaration. 

The  members  of  the  National  Education  Association,  assembled 
in  its  Forty-ninth  Convention,  present  the  following  declaration: 

(1)  The  members  of  this  Association  renew  the  affirmation  of 
their  belief  in  the  fundamental  importance  of  a  system  of  free  pub- 
lic education,  through  which  all  the  children  of  the  State  may  be 
trained  for  good  citizenship  and  for  usefulness. 

They  view  with  special  satisfaction  the  policy  of  the  National 
Government  to  extend  to  the  newly  acquired  possessions  of  the 
Nation  the  same  system  of  universal  public  education  which  is  prac- 
ticed elsewhere  throughout  the  home  territory  of  the  United  States. 

(2)  The  increased  cost  of  living,  and  the  steadily  increasing  num- 
ber and  scope  of  public  educational  activities,  have  rendered  it  neces- 
sary that  larger  expenditures  be  made  for  schools  than  in  the  past ; 
it,  therefore,  becomes  imperative  that  all  communities  in  the  Nation 
recognize,  as  many  have  already  done,  that  more  money  must  be 
contributed  and  expended  for  schools,  both  locally  and  by  the  State, 
if  our  young  people  are  to  have  that  kind  and  quality  of  education 
demanded  by  the  times. 

(3)  The  Federal  Bureau  of  Education  is  the  only  educational 
agency  belonging  to  all  the  people,  supported  by  all  the  people, 
and  from  which  all  the  people  have  the  right  to  demand  service. 
This  Association,  therefore,  requests  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  to  grant  the  Bureau  such  increased  support  as  will  enable 
it  to  serve  all  the  people,  by  conducting  educational  research  and 
disseminating  educational  information  throughout  the  country.  We 
urge  that  the  National  appropriations  for  studying  problems  in- 
volving the  welfare  of  the  Nation's  school  children  be  made  com- 
parable in  amount  with  those  annually  made  for  studying  problems 
involving  the  welfare  and  conservation  of  the  material  resources  of 
the  Nation. 

We  ask  that  Congress  increase  the  salary  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Education  of  the  United  States  so  that  it  may  equal  the  salaries 
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paid  by  the  States,  municipalities,  and  private  institutions,  to  men 
and  women  occupy  ing  educational  positions  of  the  first  magnitude. 

(4)  The  increasing  complexity  of  life  problems  in  modern  society 
makes  it  imperative  that  our  young  men  and  women  shall  be  well 
grounded  in  the  principles  of  right  living,  so  that  the  dignity  and 
prosperity  of  the  Nation,  as  well  as  the  integrity  and  success  of  the 
individual  may  be  properly  safeguarded.  It  is,  therefore,  right  that 
suitable  ethical  instruction  should  be  introduced  into  the  programs 
of  even  the  elementary  schools,  to  supplement  the  moral  training 
given  in  the  home. 

In  devising  courses  and  methods  for  such  instruction,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  adjust  the  material  and  aims  to  the  changing  needs 
of  the  growing  child  in  his  passage  through  successive  developmental 
stages,  with  their  varying  instincts  and  tendencies,  on  ascending 
levels.  What  can  be  merely  habituation  and  imitation  in  the  pri- 
mary grades,  must  become  rational  ethical  conception  in  the  ado- 
lescent age.  The  noble  example  of  great  lives  will  inspire  our  youth 
with  the  enthusiasm  for  self-improvement.  To  develop  in  our 
children  strong  moral  character,  without  the  taint  of  self -conscious- 
ness or  Pharisaical  self-satisfaction,  must  ever  remain  a  prime  duty 
of  the  educator. 

(5)  It  is  coming  more  and  more  to  be  recognized  that  the  proper 
spiritual  welfare  and  development  of  our  children  depends  in  a 
large  measure  upon  their  healthful  physical  growth.  This  Associa- 
tion, therefore,  favors  all  measures  A\hich  Avill  tend  to  secure  the 
health  of  the  growing  child.  Among  these  must  be  reckoned  proper 
attention  to  school  hygiene  in  all  of  its  applications ;  proper  medical 
inspection  and  the  co-operation  of  boards  of  health  in  matters  of 
sanitation  and  contagious  disease;  the  extension  of  the  use  of 
school  grounds,  and,  in  large  cities,  of  school  roofs,  as  play  grounds, 
open  air  gymnasia,  and  school  gardens;  the  establishment  of  open 
air  schools,  and  of  forest  and  farm  schools;  and  the  furtherance 
of  physical  exercises  in  formal  arrangement  and  in  sports  and 
games,  commensurate  with  the  powers  and  needs  of  the  growing 
body  in  its  successive  stages. 

(6)  An  important  step  in  providing  the  best  school  advantages 
will  be  such  study  of  the  hygienic  and  other  requirements  of  school 
buildings  and  grounds  as  shall  make  public  school  authorities  every- 
where familiar  with  the  necessities  of  school  houses  as  to  size  of 
rooms,  window  space,  corridors,  stairways,  and  exit  necessities, 
ventilation,  heating,  play  grounds,  and  indoor  and  outdoor  equip- 
ment, thus  rendering  possible  the  standardizing  of  school  houses, 
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rooms,  and  appliances;  also  rendering  possible  a  general  under- 
standing of  the  proper  cost  of  school  houses  and  appurtenances,  thus 
giving  to  school  authorities  such  knowledge  as  shall  enable  them,  on 
the  one  hand  to  avoid  meanness  and  inadequacy,  and,  on  the  other 
hand,  to  provide  beautiful,  wholesome,  and  convenient  school  facili- 
ties without  wasteful  expenditure. 

(7)  The  school  buildings  of  our  land  and  the  grounds  surround- 
ing them  should  be  open  to  the  pupils  and  to  their  parents  and 
families  as  recreation  centers  outside  of  the  regular  school  hours. 
They  should  become  the  radiating  centers  of  social  and  cultural 
activity  in  the  neighborhood,  in  a  spirit  of  civic  unity  and  co-opera- 
tion, omitting,  however,  all  activities  and  exercises  tending  to 
promote  division  or  discord.  They  should  give  opportunity  for 
continuation  schools,  vacation  schools,  and  for  industrial,  horticul- 
tural, and  agricultural  training,  as  well  as  for  the  education  of 
adults  through  lectures  and  through  school  and  college  extension 
classes. 

To  safeguard,  however,  the  integrity,  privacy  and  hygienic 
security  of  our  schools  (which  are,  in  reality,  the  homes  of  our 
children  during  a  large  part  of  their  waking  hours),  so  that  the 
more  subtle  elements  residing  in  the  educational  atmosphere  of  a 
well  regulated  school  may  be  preserved,  and  the  children  guarded 
against  the  unsanitary  conditions  eventually  following  in  the  wake 
of  promiscuous  gatherings,  this  wider  use  of  the  school  plant  should 
be  controlled  exclusively  by  the  school  authorities;  the  buildings 
during  such  use,  and  the  persons  thus  using  them  should  be  subject 
to  medical  inspection  whenever,  and  in  whatever  manner  required. 

(8)  Realizing  the  fact  that  a  large  percentage  of  children,  whose 
physical  and  mental  peculiarities  require  special  methods  of  edu- 
cation, are  still  to  a  great  extent  outside  the  scope  of  the  compulsory 
education  laws,  and  that  the  presence  of  the  exceptional  child  in  our 
modern  civilization  constitutes  a  problem  of  the  greatest  import, 
it  is  the  sense  of  this  Association  that  the  compulsory  education 
laws  of  States  and  communities  should  be  so  amended,  developed,  and 
extended  that  they  shall  apply  to  all  children  of  school  age,  without 
exception,  and  provide  for  their  training;  further,  that  the  laws 
should  recognize  the  difference  between  the  chronological  age  of  a 
child  and  his  maturity,  and  that  the  school  age  limit  of  each  in- 
dividual child  should  be  determined  by  requiring  the  child  to  meet 
physical  and  mental  tests,  even  though  the  child  be  in  years  above 
the  age  standards;  in  other  words,  a  child's  actual  age  should  be 
determined   by   physio-psychological   data   corresponding  to  the 
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normal  standard  for  the  age  limit  required  by  law.  All  children  or 
persons  failing  to  meet  such  maturity  test  at  the  extreme  school  age 
limit,  should  remain  under  public  supervision  and  control  either 
until  they  reach  maturity,  or  permanently. 

The  same  principle  should  be  the  guide  in  determining  whether  a 
child  is  fit  to  be  employed  in  any  occupation.  Not  when  a  child 
is  fourteen  or  sixteen  years  of  age,  but  when  he  possesses  the 
maturity  of  body  and  mind  proper  to  a  normal  child  of  that  age, 
should  he  be  released  from  the  guardianship  of  the  State  or  the 
community.  Child  labor  laws  should  be  so  modified  as  to  meet  this 
requirement. 

(9)  The  increasing  complexity  of  our  social  and  economic  con- 
ditions makes  it  constantly  more  difficult  for  young  people  to  decide 
upon  the  vocations  which  are  best  for  them  to  follow,  and  to  search 
out  the  opportunities  to  prepare  themselves  for  and  to  enter  upon 
such  vocations.  Our  public  educational  system  should,  therefore, 
make  provision  for  instructing  our  youth  concerning  the  various 
occupations,  and  the  advantages  which  the  several  employments 
offer ;  and,  in  addition,  boys  and  girls  and  their  parents  should,  when 
they  desire  it,  be  able  to  receive  such  intelligent  counsel  as  will 
enable  the  young  people  entering  upon  life's  work  to  judge  for  what 
vocation  the  abilities  and  tastes  of  each  best  fit  him,  as  well  as  to 
find  the  place  and  the  opportunity  to  begin  the  work  thus  chosen. 

(10)  Children  are  recognized  as  the  most  precious  natural  re- 
source of  the  Nation.  The  conservation  and  development  of  this 
great  social  resource  is  engaging  the  earnest  attention  of  all  classes 
of  thinking  people.  The  recent  Child  Welfare  Exhibits  in  New 
York  and  Chicago  drew  thousands  of  visitors  from  all  walks  of  life, 
both  people  who  came  to  receive  help,  and  people  who  came  to  offer 
the  assistance  which  religion,  science,  and  money  can  contribute. 

The  National  Education  Association  earnestly  requests  that  the 
Panama  Pacific  Exposition  provide  for  a  complete  Child  Welfare 
Exhibit,  to  the  end  that  the  benefits  heretofore  enjoyed  by  a  few 
favored  localities  may  be  extended  to  every  place  sufficiently  fortu- 
nate to  have  representatives  in  attendance  at  the  Exposition  through 
which  California  is  planning  to  instruct  the  world. 

(11)  The  success  of  women  in  all  fields  of  education  during  the 
past  generation  has  demonstrated  their  intellectual  equality  and 
power.  The  opportunities  for  higher  technical  training,  however,  have 
not  been  generally  offered  to  girls  and  women.  It  is  the  sense  of  this 
Association  that  modern,  progressive  principles  should  be  applied 
to  the  education  of  girls  in  the  schools  and  women  in  the  colleges, 
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with  complete  and  varied  equipment  and  with  as  adequate  oppor- 
tunities to  prepare  themselves  for  the  occupations  in  which  they 
have  a  special  interest,  as  are  already  provided  for  boys  and  men. 

(12^)  The  very  material  advance  made  in  the  cause  of  World 
Peace  during  the  past  year,  encourages  the  National  Education 
Association  to  urge  a  more  widespread  dissemination  of  knowledge 
upon  this  vital  subject.  We  commend  the  American  School  Peace 
League  as  a  channel  through  which  teachers  may  procure  such  knowl- 
edge together  with  suggestions  for  its  presentation.  The  League 
has  done  excellent  work  in  collecting  and  organizing  material  which 
appeals  both  to  children  and  to  adults;  the  accuracy  of  its  state- 
ments are  not  questioned ;  its  arguments  are  sound.  The  proposal  to 
establish  a  World  Tribunal  to  fill  the  place  of  an  international  court 
for  civilized  nations  is  worthy  of  commendation,  and  should  have  the 
earnest  support  of  all  teachers. 

(13)  A  very  general  impression  prevails  to  the  effect  that  the 
teachers'  remuneration  is  a  generous  reward  for  services  rendered. 
The  increased  demands  upon  teachers,  due  to  the  lifting  of  the  work 
of  teaching  to  a  higher  professional  level,  add  heavily  to  the  tax 
upon  the  teacher's  time  and  strength;  the  increased  cost  of  living 
affects  teachers  quite  as  seriously  as  other  citizens.  For  these 
reasons,  this  body  considers  highly  important  the  initiation  of  an 
inquiry  into  the  present  conditions  affecting  the  teaching  body  of  the 
Nation  to  the  end  that  these  conditions  may  be  understood  and 
any  desirable  action  taken. 

(14)  The  National  Education  Association  expresses  its  heartiest 
recognition  of  greetings  borne  to  its  members  by  Miss  Kate  Stevens, 
Head  Mistress  of  the  Montem  Street  Central  Council  School,  Lon- 
don ;  from  The  Teachers'  Guild  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland ;  from 
The  National  Union  of  Teachers ;  from  The  London  Teachers'  Asso- 
ciation: from  The  London  Head  Teachers'  Association,  and  from 
the  Child  Study  Society  of  England. 

The  members  of  the  Association  return  in  kind  these  cordial  profes- 
sional greetings,  and  join  with  their  fellow  teachers  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland  in  the  wishes  expressed  for  the  promotion  of  inter- 
national good  will  and  the  early  establishment  of  agencies  for  the 
settlement  of  international  difficulties  by  arbitration.  Further,  we 
do,  hereby,  accredit  Mrs.  Fanny  Fern  Andrews,  of  Boston,  Mass., 
Secretary  of  the  American  School  Peace  League,  as  the  delegate 
representative  of  the  National  Education  Association  to  bear  our 
return  greetings  to  the  organizations  whose  greetings  Miss  Stevens 
has  brought  to  us. 
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(15)  The  members  of  this  Association  hereby  express  their  hearty 
appreciation  of  the  great  progress  made  by  the  National  Bureau  of 
Education  under  the  able  leadership  of  Commissioner  Elmer  Ells- 
worth Brown,  and  pledge  their  enthusiastic  support  to  his  successor, 
Commissioner  Philander  P.  Claxton,  in  his  work  of  increasing  and 
extending  the  service  of  the  bureau.

Certificates,  countersigned  by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  are  granted  to  those  members  who,  having  com- 
pleted one  year's  work,  present  satisfactory  evidence  of  having 
thoroughly  and  thoughtfully  read  the  books  assigned.  This  evidence 
is  presented  in  the  form  of  themes,  written  in  accordance  with  re- 
quirements issued  by  the  Board,  and  which  may  be  had  upon  appli- 
cation to  the  Secretary. 

Testimonials,  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  are  awarded  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  all 
members  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  three  years  of  Reading 
Circle  work,  and  who  are  recommended  for  This  honor  by  the  Board 
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of  Managers.  By  vote  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  those  desir- 
ing Teachers'  Life  Certificates  may  offer  these  testimonials  in  lieu 
of  the  required  examination  in  the  professional  subjects  and  they 
will  be  accepted. 

Assistance. 

The  Board  of  Managers  desires  to  be  as  helpful  as  possible  to  the 
teachers  of  the  State.  Members  of  the  Reading  Circle  desiring  infor- 
mation or  advice  at  any  time  on  any  of  the  subjects  of  study  are 
invited  to  direct  their  communications  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  named  above  and  she  will  refer  it  to  the  one  appointed 
to  have  special  oversight  over  that  subject  of  study  to  which  the 
matter  belongs. 

Membership. 

All  teachers  of  Maryland  and  all  persons  above  the  age  of  eighteen 
years  are  eligible  to  membership.  An  annual  membership  fee  of 
twenty-five  cents  is  required  in  order  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  organization.  Its  payment  entitles  the  member  to  a  member- 
ship card,  to  all  syllabi  and  information  relating  to  the  courses,  that 
may  from  time  to  time  be  sent  out  by  the  Secretary,  and  to  a  certifi- 
cate after  satisfactory  evidence  of  work  done  has  been  presented  to 
the  Board  of  Managers.  Membership  cards  may  be  obtained  from 
the  County  Secretary  or  from  ^liss  Tarr. 

Courses  of  Study. 

There  are  four  courses  of  study  outlined  for  the  year  1910-11 — one 
major  course.  Pedagogy,  and  three  minor  courses.  Literature,  History 
and  Science.  Every  member  who  wishes  to  receive  the  certificate 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  for  1910-11  must  take  the  major  course, 
Pedagogy,  and,  in  addition,  one  of  the  minor  courses — Literature, 
History  or  Science — prescribed  for  1910-11.

Pedagogy — A  choice  is  given  between  '^Reading  in  the  Public 
Schools,"  by  Briggs  and  Coffman,  published  by  Rowe,  Peterson  Co.,

A  happy  day  for  the  educational  administrators  in  Maryland  was 
that  which  saw  the  opening  of  the  First  Summer  Session  of  the

Johns  Hopkins  University.  For  many  years  they  had  not  only 
been  hoping  that  such  an  opportunity  might  be  made  available  for 
their  teachers,  but  they  had  been  urging  the  necessity  and  advisa- 
bility of  providing  for  summer  study  in  the  State.  The  movement 
began  to  crystallize  when  in  1908  and  in  1909  the  Association  of 
School  Commissioners  and  County  Superintendents  and  the  Educa- 
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tional  Society  of  Baltimore  formall}'  appealed  to  the  President 
and  the  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  to  consider  the 
needs  of  teachers  in  so  far  as  they  could  be  met  by  such  provisions 
as  were  likely  to  appear  in  a  university  summer  session.  In  the 
effort  that  was  made  by  the  University  authorities  to  organize  a 
summer  session  for  1910,  it  was  found  to  be  too  late  in  the  year  to 
secure  the  desired  faculty;  but  a  session  for  the  following  summer 
was  promised,  and  on  July  5th,  1911  it  was  opened. 

The  main  aim  that  guided  the  formation  of  the  plans  for  the 
work  was  ''to  furnish  instruction  to  teachers  in  all  grades  of  schools, 
and  to  other  persons  who  seek  opportunity  for  instruction  with  or 
without  reference  to  an  academic  degree."  The  lines  of  work  pro 
vided  were  represented  by  courses  of  instruction,  all  extending 
throughout  the  six  weeks  of  the  session,  in  such  academic,  secondary 
and  professional  subjects  as  would  meet  the  urgent  needs  of  the 
teachers.  The  success  of  the  session  is  largely  due  to  the  substan- 
tial assistance  given  by  Dr.  M.  Bates  Stephens,  State  Superintendent 
of  Education,  Mr.  James  H.  Van  Sickle,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Baltimore,  and  Mr.  Albert  S.  Cook,  Superintendent  of  Baltimore 
County  Schools,  to  the  University  authorities  in  setting  the  scope 
of  the  courses. 

The  thirty-one  courses  offered  were  distributed  as  follows:  In 
Biology,  Nature  Study  of  Animals  and  Plants,  and  Civic  Biology ;  in 
Chemistry,  Introduction  to  General  Chemistry,  Inorganic  Chem- 
istry and  special  laboratory  work;  in  Domestic  Science,  Foods  and 
Cookery  and  Domestic  Science  Teaching;  in  Education,  Education 
in  Modern  Times,  Educational  Psychology,  Organization  and  Admin- 
istration of  Schools,  Principles  and  Problems  of  Secondary  Educa- 
tion, Elementary  Schools  and  School  Hygiene;  in  English 
Composition,  Introductory  Course  in  Diction  and  Structure,  and 
an  advanced  course  in  Expository  Writing;  in  English  Literature, 
English  Poetry  in  the  age  of  Wordsworth,  and  English  Literature 
during  the  first-half  of  the  18th  Century ;  in  French,  and  elementary 
course  and  French  Literature  in  the  first-half  of  the  19th  Century; 
in  Historj^,  American  History  to  1865,  and  European  History,  1763 
to  1848;  in  Latin,  Caesar  and  Virgil;  in  Manual  Training,  Elemen- 
tary Manual  Training  and  Bench  Work  in  Wood  and  Mechanical 
Drawing;  in  Mathematics,  Algebra  and  Plane  Analytic  Geometry; 
in  Physics,  Mechanics,  Heat  and  Sound,  and  Optics,  Electricity  and 
Magnetism.  The  courses  announced  in  Biology,  Chemistry,  Eng- 
lish Composition  and  Literature,  and  some  of  the  courses  in  French, 
German,  History,  Mathematics  and  Physics  were  of  collegiate  grade.

and  under  the  rule  of  the  Board  of  Collegiate  Studies  the  amount 
of  credit  allowed  for  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  of  these 
courses  was  a  credit  of  one-third  of  a  regular  college  course,  or  one 
hour  a  week  through  the  academic  year.  The  remaining  courses 
were  given  in  order  to  meet,  so  far  as  possible,  the  needs  of  those 
teachers  who  wished  to  cover  the  preparatory  subjects,  or  to  make  ri 
professional  study  of  their  vocation  in  the  light  of  its  history, 
principles  and  actual  practice.  That  all  the  courses  announced  were 
ejected  by  enthusiastic  students  is  an  excellent  commentary  on 
the  value  of  the  scope  of  the  provision  for  study  made  in  the  first 
Summer  Session. 

In  order  to  carry  on  the  work  of  instruction  the  University 
organized  a  faculty  of  sixteen  instructors.  Six  of  these  were  mem- 
bers of  the  regular  University  Staff,  namely,  Dr.  R.  T.  Abercrombie, 
Dr.  John  A.  Anderson,  Professor  Edward  F.  Buchner,  Dr.  John  C. 
French,  Dr.  J.  Elliott  Gilpin  and  Professor  Lorrain  S.  Hulburt. 
To  these  representatives  of  its  own  staff  the  University  added 
Professor  Hans  Froelicher  and  Professor  Joseph  F.  Shefloe,  of  the 
German  and  French  Departments,  respectively,  of  Goucher  College, 
Mr.  George  M.  Gaither,  Supervisor  of  Manual  Training  in  the 
Baltimore  Public  Schools,  Dr.  Henry  S.  West,  Assistant  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Baltimore,  Dean  William 
P.  Burris  of  the  College  for  Teachers  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati, 
!Miss  Agues  E.  Harris,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Home  Eco- 
nomics of  the  Florida  State  College  for  Women,  Professor  Clifton 
F.  Hodge,  Professor  of  Biology  of  Clark  University  and  Mr.  Frank 
A.  Manny,  head  of  the  Education  and. Extension  Department  of  the 
Western  Stale  Normal  School,  Kalamazoo,  Michigan.  Professor 
Walter  Dennison,  of  Swarthmore  College,  gave  the  instruction  in 
Latin  in  the  place  of  Professor  Wilfred  P.  Mustard  who  was  com- 
})elled  to  withdraAv  ow  ing  to  illness.  In  view  of  the  large  registra- 
tion in  some  subjects  the  following  assistants  were  appointed  after 
the  organization  of  classes:  in  Biology,  Mr.  A.  R.  Middleton;  in 
Chemistry,  Mr.  S.  M.  Burke:  in  English  Composition,  Mr.  R.  M. 
Overbeck  and  Mr.  G.  W.  Rosenthal.  In  addition  to  the  regular 
summer  staff"  of  the  University  library,  the  following  assistants  w^ere 
appointed  in  the  departmental  libraries:  in  Philosophy  Psychology 
and  Education,  Mr.  S.  M.  North  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Owens;  in  History, 
Miss  E.  T.  Love.  This  faculty  and  library  staff  entered  cordially 
and  harmoniously  into  the  work  of  the  session,  and  maintained  a 
high  level  of  energy  and  enthusiasm  throughout  the  six  weeks.  It 
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is  a  great  pleasure  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the  special  co-operation  con- 
tributed by  each  instructor  and  assistant  in  the  work  of  the  session. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  courses  of  instruction,  arrangements 
were  made  for  a  series  of  public  lectures.  These  were  given  as 
follows:  July  7th,  Professor  H.  Froelicher,  "The  Madonna  Ideal"; 
July  12th,  Professor  C.  F.  Hodge,  Clark  University,  "A  Flyless 
Baltimore";  July  13th,  President  Ira  Remsen,  ''The  Early  Days  of 
the  Johns  Hopkins  University";  July  21st,  Professor  C.  F.  Hodge, 
''The  Conservation  of  American  Bird  Life" ;  July  28th,  Hon.  J.  Wirt 
Randall,  of  Annapolis,  "Historic  Annapolis" ;  August  4th,  Mr.  Mil- 
ton Fairchild,  of  the  National  Institution  for  Moral  Instruction, 
"Personal  National  Thrift";  August  11th,  Professor  Walter  Denni- 
son,  of  Swarthmore,  "The  Battle  Fields  of  Ciesar."  All  these 
lectures,  excepting  the  third  and  fifth,  were  illustrated  with  stere- 
opticon  slides. 

The  Summer  Session  attendance  was  335  students,  not  including 
the  names  of  those  who  registered  but  withdrew  before  the  printing 
of  the  directory.  Of  this  number  75,  or  a  little  over  22  per  cent., 
were  men,  and  260,  or  nearly  78  per  cent.,  were  women.  Nearly 
15  per  cent,  of  the  students  held  academic  or  professional  degrees, 
representing  twenty  Colleges  and  Universities.  Nearly  7  per  cent, 
were  under-graduate  students  from  twelve  educational  institutions. 
By  far  the  large  majority  of  students  were  officers,  supervisors  or 
teachers  in  elementary  and  secondary  public  schools,  as  the  follow- 
ing distribution  indicates :  180  were  teachers  in  elementary  schools, 
34  in  secondary  schools,  4  in  Normal  schools,  4  in  Colleges,  39  w^ere 
principals  and  3  superintendents.  Private  schools  were  represented 
by  16  teachers.  Fifty-five  students  of  the  session  were  represent- 
atives of  thirteen  occupations  other  than  teaching. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  geographical  distribution  of  students. 
There  were  165  students,  or  nearly  50  per  cent,  representing  the 
counties  of  Maryland.  One  hundred  and  forty-three^  or  nearly  42 
per  cent,  registered  from  Baltimore,  and  the  remaining  8  per  cent, 
represented  twelve  states  other  than  Maryland.  That  the  teachers 
in  the  counties  of  Maryland  fully  appreciated  the  opportunities 
offered  in  the  Summer  Session  is  well  indicated  by  the  strength  of 
their  representation  in  the  total  registration.  Eighteen  counties 
were  represented  as  follows:  Baltimore,  59;  Montgomery,  18; 
Howard,  17 ;  Wicomico,  12 ;  Carroll,  7 ;  Harford,  6 ;  Kent,  6 ;  Queen 
Anne,  6;  Worcester,  6;  Prince  George,  5;  Talbot,  5;  Caroline,  4; 
Dorchester,  4;  Anne  Arundel,  2,  and  Calvert,  Cecil  and  Frederick 
1  each. 
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The  Summer  Session  was  organized  primarily  for  serious  study, 
and  despite  the  rather  warm  temperature  during  the  opening  days 
the  student  body  caught  the  spirit  of  earnest  endeavor  at  once.  As 
a  token  of  their  appreciation  of  these  opportunities  the  students 
entered  with  enthusiasm  upon  the  undertaking,  and  accomplished  a 
good  grade  of  work.  The  esprit  de  corps  was  exceptional  from  the 
very  start,  and  particularly  gratifying  to  those  who  were  officially 
concerned  with  the  welfare  of  the  session. 

In  addition  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  work  in  the  various 
courses,  there  remained  time  and  spirit  for  the  development  of  a 
delightful  social  life  during  the  session.  In  addition  to  the  opening 
reception  given  by  the  University  on  the  evening  of  Fidday,  July  7. 
the  Baltimore  City  students  tendered  a  reception  to  the  out-of-town 
students  on  Saturday  evening,  August  5.  The  out-of-town  students, 
as  an  expression  of  their  appreciation  of  the  hospitality  of  the  Balti- 
more City  students,  tendered  a  reception  to  the  latter  on  the  evening 
of  Friday,  August  1.  A  large  number  of  students  and  faculty 
accepted  the  invitation  of  Dr.  M.  Bates  Stephens,  and  enjoyed  a 
trolley  excursion  to  Annapolis  on  Saturday,  July  29.  On  the  even- 
ing of  this  date  the  Men's  Club  of  the  Summer  Session  gave  its 
banquet  in  McCoy  Hall  and  heard  a  speech  from  each  one  of  the  men 
present.  In  order  to  indicate  their  hearty  appreciation  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Summer  Session  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  the 
Men's  Club  effected  a  permanent  organization  with  the  following 
officers  for  the  ensuing  year:  President,  Mr.  Joseph  Blair,  Spar- 
rows Point,  ^rd. :  Vice-Presidents,  Mr.  Charles  B.  Gamble,  Green- 
ville.

Charles  McMullen,  Lancaster,  Pa.;  Mr.  James  C.  Johnson,  Harrison- 
burg, Va.,  and  Mr.  Tomikichi  Yokoyama,  Shimoda,  Japan;  Secre- 
tary ^  Mr.  Herbert  H.  Murphy,  Glyndon,  Md.,  and  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Henry  Zoller.  Jr.,  Baltimore. 

The  interesting  outcome  apparent  throughout  this,  the  first  experi- 
ment of  a  University  Summer  Session  in  Maryland,  indicates  that 
the  teachers  of  Maryland  and  other  states,  particularly  in  the  South, 
now  have  an  opportunity  to  determine  by  their  attendance  and  by 
expression  of  their  definite  needs,  the  future  development  of  summer 
study  in  the  City  of  Baltimore.  The  service  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University  thus  begun,  may  indeed  lead  on  to  an  actual  realization 
by  teachers  of  their  ideal  of  the  most  beneficial  summer  study.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  second  session  may  see  such  an  enlargement  of  plans 
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as  to  provide  academic  and  practical  work  for  every  essential  need 
in  the  complex  life  of  the  modern  school.

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REPORT  OF  GRADE  SUPERVISORS  OF  TALBOT 
AND  CAROLINE  COUNTIES. 


To  the  School  Commissioners  of  Talhot  and  Caroline  Counties. 

Dear  Sirs:  In  presenting  to  you  our  report  on  supervisio.n  in 
Talbot  and  Caroline  counties,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation 
of  your  strong  support,  the  encouragement  of  our  Superintendents, 
and  the  good  will  and  co-operation  of  the  teachers.  Each  has 
greatly  contributed  his  share  in  making  this  year's  work  more 
effective  and  progressive. 

We  have  tried  to  be  of  assistance  to  teachers  in  organization  and 
in  systematizing  their  work.  The  result  has  been  a  saving  of 
valuable  time  and  energy. 

The  work  was  planned  the  same  as  last  jear — one  supervisor  has 
worked  in  each  county  for  a  period  of  four  weeks,  the  second  in  the 
other  county  at  the  same  time  and  for  a  like  period. 

Over  three  hundred  visits  to  town  and  country  schools  have  been 
made  by  the  two  supervisors  in  each  county.  During  these  visits 
we  have  tried  to  encourage  and  assist  both  teacher  and  pupils,  and 
to  be  an  incentive  for  better  management,  methods,  and  preparation. 
Sometimes  we  handle  the  school  for  a  half  day  trying  to  present 
something  new,  or  aid  the  teacher  in  presenting  something  old  in  a 
new  way. 

Thirty-three  Centre  Meetings  for  teachers  have  been  held  during 
the  present  year.  Nine  of  these  were  all  day  meetings  held  on 
Saturdays.  At  these  meetings,  all  took  part  in  discussing  the 
educational  problems  found  in  the  Reading  Circle  Work ;  the  super- 
v^isors  made  friendly  and  suggestive  criticisms  of  the  teachers'  mis- 
takes ;  suggested  means  for  the  improvement  of  methods  and  school- 
room practices ;  planned  and  mapped  out  work  and  talked  over 
difficulties  brought  up  by  the  teachers. 

Three  meetings  of  the  County  Teachers'  Associations  were  held 
in  the  two  counties,  at  which  all  teachers  were  present.  At  two 
of  these  meetings  the  teachers  arranged  and  conducted  the  program. 
There  was  also  an  exhibition  of  the  work  of  the  different  pupils 
through  the  county. 

Seven  observation  meetings  were  held  at  central  schools.  At  the 
school  selected  regular  school  work  was  observed  during  the  morning 
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session.  In  the  afternoon  the  observing  teachers  discussed  and 
criticised  the  preparation,  presentation,  and  assignment  of  lessons; 
the  management,  condition,  and  attractiveness  of  the  school;  the 
occupation,  manner,  and  spirit  of  the  pupils;  also  comparisons 
were  made  and  suggestions  offered.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the 
teachers  present  that  these  meetings  were  the  most  beneficial  of 
any  during  the  year.  This  was  demonstrated  in  their  improved 
preparation  and  school  management. 

Patrons'  Meetings  have  been  held  in  each  county,  one  or  both 
supervisors  being  present  at  a  number  of  them. 

One  week  of  Institute  at  which  both  supervisors  worked. 

Three  periods  at  Colored  Institute. 

Teachers  and  pupils  have  been  encouraged  to  make  constant  use 
of  the  different  libraries  and  present  day  literature. 

Encouraging  results  of  the  year's  work  are  better  preparation  for 
lessons  by  teachers  and  pupils ;  the  planning  of  profitable  occupation 
at  seats;  growth  in  the  organization  and  management  of  the  schools; 
more  regular  attendance  of  pupils ;  and  the  increased  interest  in  all 
school  work  shown  by  teachers  and  pupils.

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THE  TEACHERS'  PENSION  LAW. 


As  Revised  by  Act  of  1908. 
(Chapter  605). 

Section  58.  Whenever  any  person  in  this  State  has  taught  in 
any  of  the  Public  or  Normal  Schools  thereof  twenty -five  years,  and 
lias  reached  the  age  of  sixty  years,  and  his  or  her  record  as  such 
teacher  has  been  without  reproach,  and  by  reason  of  physical  or 
mental  disability  or  infirmity  is  unable  to  teach  longer,  and  who, 
moreover,  is  without  the  means  of  comfortable  support,  the  said 
teacher  may  lay  his  or  her  case  before  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
supported  in  all  cases  by  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of 
County  School  Commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  said  teacher 
has  last  taught,  and  the  said  Board  shall  proceed  to  consider  the 
same,  and  if  the  facts  are  found  as  above  stated,  the  said  teacher 
shall  be  placed  on  a  list,  a  record  of  which  shall  be  kept  by  the 
said  Board,  to  be  known  as  the  Teachers'  "Retired  List,"  shall  be 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  of  each  and  every  year,  certi- 
fied to  by  said  Board  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  of  the 
State;  and  ever}^  person  so  placed  upon  said  retired  list  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  a  pension  from  the  State  of  two  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  to  be  paid  quarterly  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  upon 
the  warrant  of  the  Comptroller,  so  long  as  the  said  pensioner  is 
without  other  means  of  comfortable  support,  provided  that  after 
October  1,  1907,  any  person  whose  name  is  placed  on  said  list  for 
the  first  time  shall  receive  pay  from  the  day  of  approval  of  appli- 
cation by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  That  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Act.

Dear  Sir:  I  transmit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Public 
Schools  of  Anne  Arundel  County  for  the  scholastic  year  of  1910- 
1911.  In  so  doing  I  wish  to  say  that  I  believe  a  substantial  progress 
in  these  schools  has  been  made  in  many  ways,  but  especially  in  the 
very  decided  increase  in  professional  spirit  shown  by  quite  a  num- 
ber of  our  teachers.  This  is  manifested  in  the  fact  that  twenty- 
seven  of  them,  largely  at  their  own  expense,  were  willing  to  spend 
six  weeks  of  their  last  vacation  in  attending  summer  schools.  Their 
work  at  these  schools  was  mapped  out  for  them  by  the  supervising 
officers  along  such  lines  as  were  indicated  by  classroom  needs.  I  am 
happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  they  took  heartily  to  the  work,  as  shown 
by  their  credit  cards,  and  returned  full  of  enthusiasm  on  account  of 
the  wider  experience  thereby  gained.  It  is  expected  that  their 
enthusiasm  will  awaken  in  others  of  our  teaching  corp  a  desire  for 
professional  improvement  and  that  attending  a  summer  school  will 
come  to  be  a  prominent  feature  of  our  yearly  work. 

It  was  intended  to  have  a  number  of  teachers'  meetings  or  one-day 
local  institutes  during  the  year,  but  owing  to  extremely  inclement 
weather  and  the  consequent  bad  condition  of  the  roads  through  the 
whole  winter  we  could  have  one  only,  which  was  held  in  the  spring. 
Certain  convenient  centers  are  designated  as  places  for  these  meet- 
ings, a  director  is  chosen  for  each  from  among  the  older  teachers, 
and  the  work  to  be  covered  is  made  known  to  the  teachers  by  cir- 
cular letters  several  weeks  beforehand.  At  the  last  of  these  meetings 
chapters  from  Dinsmore's  Teaching  a  District  School  for  rural 
teachers  and  chapters  from  Seeley's  New  School  Management  for 
city  teachers  formed  the  basis  of  discussion  at  the  morning  session. 
The  afternoon  session  was  devoted  to  type  lessons  in  certain  arith 
metical  problems  which  had  been  assigned  for  the  purpose.  All 
teachers  are  required  to  take  part  in  the  work,  and  it  is  believed 
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that  the  personal  pride  of  each  one  to  do  her  best  in  the  presence 
of  her  colleagues  exerts  a  wholesome  influence  for  good. 

The  custom  of  allowing  teachers  to  take  a  day  off  occasionally  for 
observation  in  other  schools  has  been  encouraged,  because  it  is 
thought  that  it  will  be  productive  of  much  good  to  the  individual 
who  seeks  the  privilege.  The  schools  to  be  visited  are  designated  by 
the  Superintendent  or  by  the  supervisor  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Superintendent. 

In  the  first  week  in  September  we  held  what  is  believed  to  be  one 
of  the  most  successful,  because  one  of  the  admittedly  most  helpful, 
Institutes  to  our  teachers  we  have  had  in  recent  years.  Being  con- 
vinced by  experience  of  the  past  that  the  lecture  system  is  of  very 
little  practical  value  to  the  great  majority  of  teachers,  simply  be- 
cause we  learn  how  to  do  things,  not  by  being  told  how  to  do  them, 
but  rather  by  seeing  them  done  and  doing  them,  we  concluded  not 
to  have  any  lectures  but  to  confine  ourselves  to  such  work  as  is 
practiced  in  our  best  schools. 

Those  teachers  who  had  attended  a  summer  school  were  not  re- 
quired to  be  present,  except  on  the  last  day.  The  others  were 
divided  into  three  sections,  which  went  to  the  various  instructors  in 
turn,  so  that  all  received  the  same  instruction.  The  work  was 
planned  to  cover  the  primary  and  grammar  grades.  The  instructors 
were  selected  from  those  of  our  own  teachers  who  had  shown  in 
their  classrooms  special  aptness  in  the  studies  to  be  present<ed,  and 
they  were  directed  to  give  type  lessons  of  the  kind  and  duration 
necessitated  by  the  limitations  and  conditions  of  the  ordinary  one- 
room  school.  The  teachers  served  as  pupils  to  the  instructors  and 
were  called  on  to  recite  as  such.  Thus  the  work  was  shown  in  its 
most  practical  phases.  It  was  admitted  on  all  hands  by  those  most 
competent  to  judge  that  the  plans  and  methods  pursued  were 
eminently  successful  and  statisfying  to  the  persons  most  nearly  con- 
cerned— the  teachers  themselves. 

We  tried  this  year  for  the  first  time  the  experiment  of  attempting 
to  interest  the  pupils  of  our  rural  schools  in  agriculture  and  allied 
subjects.  An  elementary  book  was  put  into  their  hands  to  be  used 
as  a  reader.  It  was  not  expected  that  they  would  show  more  than 
a  languid  interest,  but  much  to  my  surprise,  wherever  the  teacher 
presented  the  subject  in  an  attractive  manner,  both  the  girls  and 
boys  became  enthusiastic  and  long  before  the  end  of  the  year  had 
devoured  the  whole  book,  although  only  the  first  half  was  assigned 
for  the  year's  work.  The  chief  drawbacks  to  the  general  success  are 
found  to  be  the  unpreparedness  of  most  of  the  teachers  and  the  lack 
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of  suitable  school  yards  for  experimentation.  We  hope,  however,  to 
clear  away  these  difficulties  in  time  and  be  in  a  better  position  to 
give  such  aid  to  country  children  as  will  make  them  better  able, 
when  grown,  to  cope  with  the  various  problems  of  farm  life. 

As  it  can  hardly  be  expected  that  all  teachers  will  have  sufficient 
initiative  to  accomplish  unaided  satisfying  results  in  this  line  of 
work,  I  believe  that  the  time  will  come  when  a  supervisor  of  a  type 
not  now  contemplated  and  employed  will  be  necessitated  and  wel- 
comed by  all  farming  communities.  Our  agricultural  colleges  and 
experiment  stations  are  too  far  away  from  and  too  inaccessible,  be- 
cause of  the  expense,  to  be  of  very  general  help  to  all  our  farmers. 
Only  the  progressive  few  reap  any  advantage  from  them.  We  shall 
eventually  see  the  advisability  of  carrying  by  means  of  traveling 
experts  the  results  of  the  experiment  stations  right  to  the  doors  of 
all  farmers. 

The  new  type  of  supervisor,  therefore,  which  I  have  in  view  will 
be  one  who,  having  a  thorough  practical  and  theoretical  training  in 
all  farming  activities,  will  go  into  a  neighborhood  and  settle  down 
for  a  term  and,  while  making  the  schools  the  principal  center  of  her 
activity,  will  also  be  a  general  "mixer,"  that  is,  will  stir  around 
amongst  the  people,  preaching  the  gospel  of  better  methods  in  farm- 
ing and  do  such  other  missionary  and  community  work  as  is  de- 
manded by  the  conditions  and  circumstances  of  each  case.  I  be- 
lieve that  such  an  educator  would  be  of  very  great  help  in  the  im- 
provement of  rural  life  and  would  fully  justify  any  additional  ex- 
pense incurred  for  such  services. 

The  great  obstacle  in  the  way  of  attainment  of  the  highest  success 
in  the  rural  schools  especially  is  the  irregularity  of  attendance.  This 
is  caused  in  part  by  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  and  bad  con- 
dition of  the  roads  in  winter ;  in  part  to  the  general  scarcity  of  farm 
labor,  necessitating  the  keeping  of  the  older  children  at  home  to  help 
during  the  busy  season;  but  unfortunately  also,  to  a  large  extent, 
by  the  apparent  indifference  of  so  many  parents  to  the  education  of 
their  children.  It  is  not  easy  to  devise  remedies  to  meet  these  con- 
ditions. I  do  not  believe  that  a  compulsory  attendance  law  will 
prove  effective.  Thirty-two  states  of  the  Union  have  passed  such 
laws,  but  as  the  last  census  shows  an  attendance  of  only  68  per  cent, 
of  all  the  schoolable  children  of  the  country,  it  is  evident  that  these 
laws  have  been  largely  a  dead  letter.  It  is  easy  to  understand  why. 
In  a  free  democracy  like  ours,  where  everybody  claims,  and  in  fact, 
lias  the  right  to  manage  his  own  household  as  he  pleases,  any  law 
which  infringes  upon  this  right  can  not  be  successfully  enforced. 
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It  would  be  futile,  therefore,  in  my  opinion  to  encumber  our  statute 
books  with  any  such  law,  however  cunningly  devised.  I  believe  that 
our  only  remedy  will  be  found  in  moral  suasion.  I  am  moved  to  this 
belief  by  an  experiment  tried  in  this  county.  I  induced  two  of  our 
teachers  to  try,  by  all  means  in  their  power,  to  increase  the  attend- 
ance of  their  pupils.  This  they  endeavored  to  do  by  making  their 
schools  more  attractive  to  their  pupils  in  the  way  of  games  and  other 
amusements  and  in  visiting  the  homes  of  chronic  absentees  and 
impressing  upon  their  parents  that  the  successful  education  of  their 
children  depended  upon  their  regular  attendance  at  school.  A 
marked  improvement  was  noticeable  in  these  schools  after  a  time, 
and  this  leads  me  to  infer  that,  if  such  a  plan  were  generally 
adopted,  very  gratifying  results  would  follow.  Of  course,  some  in- 
centive would  have  to  be  held  out  to  the  teacher  to  induce  her  to 
exert  herself,  and  this  could  easily  be  supplied  in  an  increase  in 
salary,  in  case  she  succeeded  in  holding  in  regular  yearly  attendance, 
say,  80  per  cent,  of  the  children  of  school  age  in  her  neighborhood. 
I  am  informed  by  a  county  superintendent  of  North  Carolina  that 
5  per  cent,  increase  in  salary  has  proved  a  potent  incentive  to  the 
teachers  of  that  state  in  inducing  them  to  work  up  the  required  per- 
centage of  attendance.  Would  it  not  be  worth  while  to  try  some 
such  plan  in  this  state? 

The  plan  of  having  one  principal  for  the  two  schools  at  Brooklyn 
and  Curtis  Bay  has  now  been  in  operation  two  years  and  has  been 
more  than  justified  by  the  results  attained  and  at  the  same  time 
proves  the  very  great  utility  of  close  supervision.  The  principal  is 
a  thoroughgoing  schoolman  of  the  best  type,  active,  watchful  and 
ubiquitous.  He  does  not  believe  in  educational  fads  and  has  no  fine- 
spun theories  to  exploit.  He  prefers  to  let  others  lead  in  scholastic 
ventures  and  follows  only  when  he  sees  that  some  substantial  ad- 
vantage is  to  be  gained  by  a  change  of  methods.  By  careful,  per- 
sistent and  untiring  efforts  he  has  succeeded  in  creating  an  excellent 
corps  of  assistants,  even  making  good  teachers  out  of  poor  ones,  and 
I  believe  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  the  work  done  in  these 
schools  is  unsurpassed  anywhere  in  the  State.  These  encouraging 
i-esults  have  been  secured,  and  could  only  have  been  secured  by  the 
constant  supervision  of  an  expert  having  an  eye  single  to  certain 
definite  aims  to  be  attained. 

While  on  this  subject  of  supervision  it  is  pertinent  to  say  that  the 
money  spent  on  the  colored  schools  is  to  a  large  extent  wasted 
simply  because  it  is  impossible  for  the  present  supervising  officers 
to  follow  up  the  teachers  of  these  schools  closely  enough  to  get  them 
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to  perform  their  duties  honestly  and  thoroughly.  Industrial  work 
in  the  colored  rural  school  can  never  be  of  more  than  the  most  ele- 
mentary kind,  because  all  such  work  is  expensive,  and  the  necessary 
outlay  for  more  extensive  operations  in  this  line  could  hardly  be 
justified.  In  any  case,  academic  instruction  of  a  better  kind  is  more 
essential  at  the  present  stage  and  is  the  imperative  prerequisite  for 
vocational  or  manual  training.  The  racial  difference  between  this 
class  of  our  fellow  citizens  and  the  Anglo-Saxon  is  so  pronounced 
that  an  individual  of  the  latter  class  can  never  fully  comprehend 
and  therefore  can  never  get  far  enough  into  the  inner  circles  of  the 
negro  race  to  be  of  any  special  help  to  them.  A  supervisor  of  their 
own  kind,  one  having  their  sympathy  and  respect  and  who  would  be 
exacting  in  requiring  of  the  teachers  more  faithful  service  would 
be  a  decided  advantage  to  these  schools  and  would  accomplish  re- 
sults which  would  more  nearly  justify  the  money  spent  on  them. 

Agreeably  to  the  decision  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  of  June 
last  year  that  the  School  Commissioners  should  take  charge  of  the 
Annapolis  schools  and  conduct  them  as  others  of  their  kind  are 
conducted,  our  School  Board  decided  to  separate  the  High  School 
and  Grammar  grades  and  appoint  a  principal  to  each  school.  And  as 
the  male  principals  employed  heretofore  had  not  been  uniformly 
satisfactory,  it  was  determined  to  appoint  women  principals  from 
amongst  our  own  teachers.  The  persons  so  appointed  proved  them- 
selves fully  equal  to  the  responsibility  imposed  upon  them,  as  they 
have  conducted  their  charges  in  such  a  manner  as  to  merit  the 
hearty  commendation  of  their  superiors. 

In  the  matter  of  the  chemical  and  physical  laboratories  for  the 
County  High  School,  we  have  more  than  met  the  requirements  of  the 
State  Board  in  that  we  have  expended  between  five  and  six  hundred 
dollars  in  fitting  up  this  laboratory.  It  is  a  great  acquisition  to  the 
school  and  the  pupils  take  an  enthusiastic  delight  in  the  work. 

Last  year  Domestic  Science  was  introduced  into  the  High  School 
for  the  first  time,  and  all  grades  were  given  the  benefit  of  the  course 
which  followed  in  general  outline  that  prescribed  by  the  State 
Board  and  included  the  cooking  of  fruits,  cereals,  eggs,  meats,  vege- 
tables, soups,  bread  and  cake  making,  and  table  setting  and  serving, 
and  likewise  house-cleaning  and  general  sanitation.  Monthly  tests 
on  the  instruction  imparted  were  given  throughout  the  year. 

Instruction  in  sewing  was  given  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades. 
Pupils  were  taught  the  elementary  stitches,  darning,  patching  and  the 
making  of  buttonholes  and  fastenings.  These  elements  were  later 
employed  in  the  making  of  small  garments,  which  served  as  models 
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for  those  afterwards  made  bj  the  pupils  for  themselves.  In  the 
making  of  models  the  use  of  patterns  was  taught.  During  com- 
mencement week  an  exhibit  of  specimens  of  cookery  and  sewing  was 
made  and  was  largely  attended  by  patrons  of  the  school. 

The  work  in  Domestic  Science  at  the  Stanton  colored  school  was 
conducted  along  similar  lines,  the  teacher  being  well  trained  for 
her  duties.  In  this  connection  also  it  is  proper  to  state  that,  under 
the  efficient  direction  of  Miss  Drury,  the  industrial  work  done  at 
this  school  was  very  creditable.  An  exhibition  at  the  end  of  the 
year  of  the  articles  made  elicited  high  praise  from  the  many  persons 
who  visited  it. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  this  training  can  not  be  more  generally 
extended  to  the  colored  schools  of  the  county,  but  it  is  not  possible 
at  present.  Your  suggestion  that  a  supervisor  gather  the  colored 
teachers  into  groups  in  certain  convenient  centers  for  purposes  of 
instruction  was  not  found  to  be  practicable,  because  but  few  of 
these  teachers  have  conveyances  and  the  roads  are  too  bad  in  winter 
to  make  walking  to  any  extent  possible.  Moreover,  in  the  short 
period  of  four  months  during  which  these  schools  are  kept  open,  but 
little  of  such  instruction  could  be  given,  and  even  if  they  could  be 
trained  in  this  way,  it  would  be  of  little  use,  as  but  very  few  of  them 
return  to  us  the  following  year,  thus  making  the  efforts  of  the  super- 
visor in  this  respect  fruitless. 

Since  making  our  last  annual  report  we  have  been  experimenting 
in  our  rural  schools  with  convection  heaters  of  the  Smith  and  Water- 
man-Waterbury  types.  The  experiments  made,  solving  as  they  do  so 
thoroughly,  the  problem  of  ventilation  and  heating  without  en- 
dangering the  health  of  the  pupils,  and  teachers,  as  does  the  old  proc- 
ess of  windows  and  ordinary  stoves,  were  so  very  satisfactory  that 
our  Commissioners  will  endeavor  to  introduce  them  gradually  into 
all  our  schools,  as  funds  become  available  for  the  purpose. 

The  new  schoolhouses  we  are  now  constructing  are  built  after 
uniform  plans,  as  required  by  law,  and,  while  we  are  compelled 
through  motives  of  economy  to  confine  ourselves  within  modest 
limits,  we  have  been  aiming  to  construct  the  most  comfortable  build- 
ings possible  with  the  limited  means  at  our  disposal.  Two  innova- 
tions are  worth  mentioning,  namely,  cellars  under  the  schoolhouses 
for  fuel  instead  of  the  unsightly  shacks  supplied  heretofore,  and 
floors  laid  over  sub-floors  with  slater's  paper  between  the  two,  which 
serve  the  double  purpose  of  making  the  buildings  much  warmer, 
especially  to  the  feet  and  likewise  rendering  them  more  sanitary  by 
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preventing  the  dampness  from  arising  to  endanger  the  occupants' 
health. 

Our  Board  has  also  adopted  a  uniform  color  scheme  for  all  our 
country  schools,  the  colors  being  gray  with  white  trimmings  and 
red  sash.  The  buildings  so  painted  make  a  very  pleasing  sight  and 
are  much  admired  by  the  denizens  of  our  rural  districts.  We  are 
using  the  ready-mixed  paints,  as  experience  has  shown  that  they  last 
from  two  to  three  times  as  long  as  the  ordinary  hand-mixed  paints. 

Finally  I  would  like  to  repeat  what  1  have  already  said  in  a  com 
munication  to  your  Board,  namely,  that  the  school  system  of  this 
county  is  still  suffering  from  a  lack  of  properly  trained  and  legally 
qualiiied  teachers.  On  this  account,  rather  than  close  a  number  of 
our  schools  we  have  had  to  employ  persons  whose  qualifications  are 
not  up  to  the  standard  required  by  law.  I  think  this  is  much  to  be 
deprecated,  because  I  fear  it  will  eventually  lead  to  the  degeneracy 
of  our  teaching  force.  As  the  training  schools  properly  so  called 
are  not  sending  out  graduates  enough  to  supply  our  needs  and  are 
not  likely  to  do  so  for  years  to  come,  it  seems  to  me  that  some  other 
means  should  be  adopted  to  obtain  the  desired  recruits. 

These  means  lie  right  at  hand  and  would  be  amply  sufficient,  if 
an  amendment  to  the  School  Law"  could  be  secured,  permitting  us 
to  make  use  of  our  High  School  pupils.  I  find  that  a  goodly  number 
of  these  pupils  are  expecting  to  teach.  After  completing  the  first 
two  years  of  the  course,  they  can  usually  pass  our  examinations  for 
county  certificates.  Such  certificates  are  merely  evidence  of  a  suffi- 
ciency of  academic  training,  but  are  no  guarantee  of  successful  teach- 
ing. That  all  such  teachers  have  to  learn  at  the  expense  of  their 
future  pupils,  and  this  ought  not  to  be,  if  it  can  be  avoided,  and  I 
believe  it  can. 

Many  of  the  branches  required  by  the  present  curriculum  in  the 
tenth  and  eleventh  grades,  while  they  have  a  cultural  value,  have 
no  special  bearing  on  the  work  done  in  the  rural  schools^  for  which 
schools  teachers  are  especially  needed.  These  branches  could,  there- 
fore, be  advantageously  i  Pi)laced  by  otliers  for  all  intending  to  teach, 
which  would  have  such  bearing  and  could  well  be  confined,  for  the 
most  part,  to  special  training  in  pedagogy. 

As,  in  response  to  the  demand  for  vocational  training,  the  com- 
mercial department  was  established,  the  change  I  suggest  would  not 
be  an  innovation,  but  merely  an  extension  of  the  same  principle.  I 
believe  that  such  a  teachers'  training  adjunct  to  our  High  School 
would  not  only  prove  a  strong  incentive  to  hold  more  of  our  pupils 
until  graduation,  but  would  likewise  induce  more  of  our  country 
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girls  to  take  the  High  School  course,  particularly  if  the  diplomas 
of  the  pupils  taking  the  pedagogical  course  could  be  made  to  carry 
with  them  the  license  to  teach  without  further  examination. 

I  would,  therefore,  respectfully  urge  that  such  legislation  be 
secured  at  the  coming  session  as  will  enable  any  county,  where  the 
need  is  felt,  to  establish  a  pedagogical  department  in  its  High  School 
of  the  kind  I  have  indicated.

Dear  Sir:  I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Public  Schools  of  Caroline  county  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  July 
31,  1911. 

We  believe  substantial  progress  has  been  made  by  our  super- 
visors and  teachers  during  the  past  year.  Monthly  group  meetings 
(the  county  being  divided  into  three  groups)  attended  by  all  teachers 
Avere  held,  at  which  Reading  Circle  work  and  general  school  problems 
and  methods  have  been  undertaken  and  discussed.  In  addition 
several  meetings  have  been  held,  by  the  supervisors,  in  the  rural 
schools  and  attended  only  by  the  rural  teachers.  At  these  meetings 
one  half  of  each  day  has  been  spent  in  observing  the  regular  class- 
room work  of  the  teachers,  aided  by  the  supervisor  in  some  cases. 
Teachers  were  especially  aided  by  these  rural  meetings. 

Several  schools  continued  active  patrons'  associations  and  in  some 
cases  secured  much  needed  improvements. 

^lore  than  ever  are  we  convinced  that  the  problem  of  educating 
llie  patrons  and  friends  of  our  schools  on  educational  matters  is 
TO  be  solved  by  the  school  people  everywhere.  The  earnest  and 
intelligent  efforts  of  teachers,  supervisors  and  superintendents 
are  being  constantly  thwarted  by  various  communities  that  have  not 
sufficient  intelligence  in  school  matters  to  begin  to  appreciate  their 
real  worth. 
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The  various  principals  have  been  active  in  the  leadership  of  Read- 
ing Circles  with  the  result  that  60  per  cent,  of  our  teachers  have 
completed  the  study  of  the  course  outlined  and  submitted  their 
themes  to  the  Committee.  Our  School  Board,  believing  that  a 
progressive  teacher  must  necessarily  pursue  regularly  a  systematic 
course  of  professional  study  during  the  year,  adopted  a  resolution  to 
Ihe  effect  that  all  teachers  in  service  that  expected  their  certificates 
to  be  renewed  as  either  first  or  second  class  should  fully  complete 
the  Reading  Circle  course  outlined  annually.  Practically  all  teach- 
ers who  may  be  considered  as  ''growing"  realize  the  justice  of  this 
declaration  and  have  co-operated  heartily  in  its  furtherance. 

The  salary  schedule  recently  enacted  gives  a  teacher  of  element- 
ary grades  an  opportunity  to  receive  a  salary  up  to  §500,  regulated 
by  the  classification  schedule.  This  places  the  elementary  grade 
teachers  on  nearly  the  same  plane  as  the  high  school  teachers. 

Realizing  their  need  for  greater  academic  and  method  training 
as  well  as  improving  an  opportunity  to  receive  higher  salaries,  about 
30  per  cent,  of  our  teachers  are  attending  summer  schools,  fifteen  of 
which  number  are  at  Columbia  University. 

Our  School  Board,  recognizing  the  great  importance  of  the  rural 
school,  and  being  mindful  of  the  difficulty  in  securing  skilled  teach- 
ers for  them,  has  decided  to  offer  greater  salaries  to  those  capable 
and  experienced  teachers  who  are  willing  to  devote  their  time  and 
energies  to  the  building  up  of  the  rural  schools  and  the  surrounding 
community  life.  It  is  extremely  important  that  our  new  Normal 
School  be  located  in  the  country,  in  order  that  the  students  may 
gain  a  better  conception  of  and  appreciation  for  the  rural  com- 
munity, thereby  tending  to  check  the  progress  of  all  our  recent 
graduates  towards  the  town  school. 

A  glance  at  our  attendance  statistics  will  remind  one  very  forci- 
bly that  the  need  of  a  moderate  school  attendance  law  is  constantly 
becoming  greater.  It  occurs  to  us,  however,  that  all  sections  of 
the  State  must  unite  in  bringing  about  the  enactment  of  such  a 
measure. 

The  careless,  indifferent,  and  inefficient  manner  in  which  many 
of  our  trustees  undertake  to  perform  their  duties  leads  us  clearly 
(o  the  conclusion  that  some  change  is  greatly  needed,  either  in  the 
manner  of  selecting  trustees,  or  providing  for  their  performance  of 
their  duties  promptly  and  efficiently.

Of  the  balance  on  hand  July  31,  1911,  I  would  call  your  attention 
to  the  following: 

This  amount,  |22,705.95,  includes  the  following  items:  General 
Fund,  16,850.32;  Building  Fund,  $14,633.24;  Colored  Industrial 
Fund,  11,222.39.  The  first  two  funds,  including  the  Building  Fund 
Appropriation  for  1911-1912,  will  not  meet  the  requirements  for  the 
coming  year,  and,  owing  to  the  fact  that  our  General  Fund  was 
decreased  |9,600.18  this  year,  we  will  be  unable  to  carry  into  effect 
certain  matters  we  had  been  contemplating.  The  money  in  the 
Colored  Industrial  Fund,  added  to  the  appropriation  to  be  received 
the  coming  year,  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  expenses  for  the  year,  but, 
in  the  near  future  there  will  be  no  surplus  in  this  fund.  We  are  hop 
ing  that  the  loss  to  the  General  Fund  this  year  will  be  made  good 
the  coming  year,  otherwise  we  will  be  unable  to  do  for  our  teachers 
and  schools  certain  things  we  have  had  under  careful  consideration.

My  Dear  Sir  :  I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  School  Commissioners  of  Harford  County,  for  the  scholastic  year 
ending  June  30,  1911,  and  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  31,  1911. 

The  schools  of  Harford  County  have,  we  believe,  with  a  few  ex- 
ceptions, been  conducted  during  the  year  1910-11,  with  a  marked 
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degree  of  faithfulness  and  success,  and  the  entire  year  has  been 
characterized  by  a  very  general  spirit  of  harmony  and  co-operation 
among  teachers,  and  between  teachers  and  county  school  officials. 
I  do  not  wish  to  intimate  that  this  condition  calls  for  special  note 
because  unusual,  since  I  feel  assured  that  a  more  loyal  body  of  public 
servants  than  the  large  majority  of  Harford  teachers  cannot  be 
found  anywhere.  The  close  of  each  scholastic  year  brings  its  inevi- 
table shifting  of  teachers,  some  of  course  resigning  for  various  rea- 
sons, some  changing  because  of  promotion,  others  owing  to  unsatis- 
factory conditions  existing  locally,  making  change  either  compulsory 
or  expedient.  Where  teachers  are  reasonably  skilful  and  successful, 
long  tenure  is  doubtless  wiser  than  frequent  change,  hence  only 
where  exceptional  merit  justifies  removal  to  promote,  is  it  wise  to 
disturb  good  instructors  who  have  already  become  thoroughly 
familiar  with  the  work  of  a  school  and  its  local  conditions.  There 
is  too  much  disturbance  of  our  schools  because  of  minor  trivial 
reasons — such  as  mere  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  children,  or 
their  natural  desire  for  whatever  is  new  or  novel. 

Physical  school  conditions  are  not,  in  many  locations,  what  we 
desire,  nor  are  salaries  such  as  inspire  the  highest  degree  of  content- 
ment, yet  despite  all  the  hindrances  and  discouragements  incident 
to  limited  finances,  our  county  is  making  substantial  progress  in 
both  material  equipment  and  professional  skill.  Professionally, 
Harford  has  as  yet  been  unable  to  dispense  with  the  second  grade 
certificates,  as  some  of  her  sister  counties  have  done,  but  it  is  en- 
couraging to  note  that  in  our  last  and  recently  printed  list  of  159 
eligible  teachers,  101  have  first  grade  credentials,  and  of  this  number 
GO  either  hold  Normal  diplomas  or  have  had  special  college  training. 
We  hope  before  many  years,  through  the  agency  of  State  High 
Schools,  Normal  Schools,  and  the  special  summer  courses  offered 
by  Johns  Hopkins  and  similar  institutions,  the  second  grade  certifi- 
cate and  the  second  grade  teacher  will  gradually  disappear.  So  far 
they  have  been  necessary  in  order  to  obtain  sufficient  assistants,  and 
principals  for  small  schools.  During  the  past  summer,  six  of  our 
teachers  took  the  special  course  at  Johns  Hopkins  and  one  a  course 
at  Cornell.  I  trust  our  Board  will  feel  itself  able  to  give  some  sub- 
stantial recognition  to  those  who  devote  a  large  part  of  their  vaca- 
tion to  professional  study. 

In  physical  equipment  we  are  making  progress,  having  at  the 
present  time  under  construction  a  two-room  brick  addition  to  the 
Belair  High  School,  a  one-room  addition  to  Darlington  High  School, 
and  a  new  six-room  house  at  Slate  Ridge  with  the  purpose  of  con- 
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salidating  the  two-room  schools  at  Whiteford  and  Cardiff.  Sub- 
stantial improvements  will  also  be  made  in  the  matter  of  labora- 
tories at  Belair,  Havre  de  Grace,  Highland  and  Jarrettsville. 

The  large  decrease  in  our  fourth  state  apportionment  of  school 
funds  is  proving  decidedly  embarrassing  at  this  time,  especially 
owing  to  the  fact  that  estimates  and  plans  were  made  in  expectation 
of  a  much  larger  allotment. 

The  plan  of  dividing  the  free-book  fund  into  four  installments  is 
very  inconvenient  because  the  largest  obligations  for  books  must 
be  incurred  early  in  the  school  year. 

The  new  domestic  science  department  at  Havre  de  Grace  has  been 
liberally  equipped  by  the  Board  with  modern  appliances,  and  has 
done  very  valuable  work  in  sewing,  cooking  and  general  household 
economics.  The  agricultural  departments  at  Highland  and  Jarretts- 
ville have  accomplished  commendable  results  in  spite  of  poor  equip- 
ment, and  with  additional  facilities,  consisting  of  libraries  and 
laboratories,  which  our  Board  is  arranging  to  supply,  we  feel  con- 
fident the  usefulness  and  popularity  of  all  these  special  courses  will 
greatly  increase. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  extension  of  a  number  of  improved 
highways  through  different  sections  of  our  county  has  in  no  small 
measure  facilitated  the  Superintendent's  labor  in  school  visiting. 
Sections  of  the  county  through  which  these  roads  pass  can  now  be 
visited  when  other  county  roads  are  almost  impassable  owing  to  the 
breaking  up  of  winter,  and  the  consequent  conditions  on  ordinary 
roads.

PRINCE  GEORGE'S  COUNTY.

Dear  Sir:  I  beg  to  report  that  the  educational  progress  in  this 
county  has  been  somewhat  notable  during  the  past  year.  The  sec- 
tion bordering  upon  the  District  of  Columbia  is  rapidly  growing 
in  population  and  the  demand  for  additional  school  facilities  cannot 
be  satisfied.  The  large  8  room  building  in  Hyattsville  erected  only 
;i  few  years  ago  is  overcrowded  and  two  more  rooms  are  needed 
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now.  A  similar  condition  prevails  in  the  new  building  at  Brent- 
wood where  six  teachers  are  employed.  At  Capitol  Heights,  another 
rapidly  growing  subdivision,  six  teachers  are  working  in  crowded 
rooms,  and  additional  space  must  soon  be  provided.  The  last  Legis- 
lature passed  two  acts  authorizing,  in  each  case,  the  School  Com- 
missioners to  issue  bonds  to  the  amount  of  |8,000  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  a  modern  graded  school  near  the  terminus  of  the  Chesa- 
peake Beach  Railway  at  the  District  Line  and  a  High  School  at 
Baden  in  the  Southern  section  of  the  county.  The  former  has  been 
com])leted  and  is  now  in  operation  with  a  full  corps  of  instructors. 
The  building  is  a  beautiful  specimen  of  school  architecture. 

The  High  School  at  Baden  is  being  constructed  upon  a  very  elab- 
orate plan,  and  nothing  will  be  spared  to  embody  in  this  structure 
every  scientific  device  tending  to  render  it  most  complete  and  up-to- 
date  in  arrang-ement  and  equipment.  In  this  school  it  is  proposed  to 
emphasize  the  teaching  of  agriculture,  and  also  to  introduce  in  the 
lower  grades  the  principle  of  consolidation  by  conveying  the  children 
from  neighboring  school  districts.  The  school,  however,  may  not 
be  in  full  operation  until  the  next  scholastic  year. 

The  old  Marlboro  Academy  has  for  the  past  three  years  been  con- 
ducted as  a  public  High  School  under  the  supervision  of  the  School 
Board  in  connection  with  the  primary  school  on  the  same  lot,  and 
a  class  of  ten  was  graduated  in  June  last. 

Although  the  personnel  of  the  teaching  force  is  constantly  chang- 
ing, the  general  efficiency  seems  to  be  well  maintained.  The  demand 
of  the  public  for  specially  trained  teachers  is  increasing,  and  this 
strengthens  the  growing  belief  that  the  time  has  come  when  a  larger 
Normal  School  should  be  provided,  and  greater  effort  made  to  induce 
young  persons  in  the  country,  by  means  of  endowed  scholarships, 
to  pursue  a  course  of  Normal  training.
